If the Ophthalmia proceed from pituitous Humours, all 
the — Symptoms of Inflammation, Pain, 
Cc. are more remiſs, and the lacrymal Humours are 
not corroding, unleſs there be a Mixture of ſaline Hu- 
mour joined with it. Whether an Ophthalmia ma 

arſſe from Melancholy, I doubt; but if it do, there 1s 
{mall Fluxion or Pain. That proceeding from the King's- 
Ewil is of an acid Quality, with ſharp Fluxion and Pain; 


the Eye-Lids are alio more apt to be gummed toge- 


ther with a viſcous Humoar, than they are in thoſe from 
the other aforeſaid Cauſes. Whether the Humours af- 
fecting the Eyes, flow from the external or internal Veſ- 
ſels, may be diſcerned by their Complaint. For if they 
flow from the Pericranium, &c. the Pain, Pulſation, 
with Hear in their Forehead and Temples, will demon- 


ſtrate it: But if the contrary, the Pain will be more in- 


tenſe, and deeper within, amongſt the Membranes ; 
there will be alſo an Itching in the Palate and Noftrils, 
witch frequent Sneezing. 

The Time of the Inflammation cught alſo to be con- 
ſidered in order to the Cure; and is thus diſcerned: In 
the Beginning the Eyes look red, and the Humours diſ- 
tilling upon them are thin; in the Augment, Heat and 
Pain increaſe; in the State, the Accidents of Inflam- 
mation and Pain are great, and the Humours rhicken,

to the Eyes; ſo is Sun- ſhine: Therefore we adviſe them 
to wear ſomewhat of Silk or Linen before their Eyes, 
commonly 2 Piece of green Sarcenet. Exerciſe of all 
Kind is forbidden, and Quiet enjoined. Sleep is in theſe 
Diſeaſes neceſſary, when they can get it, the Eyes en- 
Joying Quiet the while, which mightily conduces to their 
Recovery. Their Bodies ought to be kept foluble by 
Clyſters and lenient Purges ; ſtrong Catharticks bei 
not approved of in Diſeaſes of ay — Yer. * 
ing to Hippocrates, Ophthalmia laboranti alvi profluvium 
bonum eſt: And we ſometimes ſee, after a Superpurga- 
tion, the Fluxion much diminiſhed.

There 
are Objections made againit the Uſe of them both, viz. 
that by the dropping of Milk into the Eye it may curdle, 
and by its Acrimony offend the Eye: So alſo the White 
of an Egg may, by its incraſſating Quality, increaſe the 
Heat in them. To prevent theſe Inconveniencies, you 
may mix them with Roſe-water, or uſe them with more 
Caution. In the preparing Medicaments to drop into 
the Eyes, the Ingredients, mixed with the Col/yria, ought 
to be well waſhed, that they may be without Acri- 
mony, and ſo ſubtilly powdered, as that they be not in 
the leaſt gritty. The —— ought alſo to be clean- 
ly made: And in the Dreſſing of the Eyes, tkere ought 
to be eſpecial Care in cleanſing them and their Lids of 
viſcous Matter; to which Purpoſe an Eye-Cup is moſt 
neceſſary. This being obſerved, you may apply muci-

For let the Empiricks 
boaſt of this or that univerſal Co//yrium, they cannot 
cure theſe Ophthalmiæ with any one particular Medica- 
ment: For in the Beginning of Inflammation they re- 
-quire Repellents, and in the Increaſe ſomewhat of Re- 
ſolvents ought to be mixed with them; in the State 
they ought to be treated with Reſolvents of a digeſtive 
Quality ; and in the Declination, with Refolvents and 
Deteriives of an exſiccant Quality. Authors do not all 
agree of the ſet Time, when we ſhould begin our Ap- 
plications to the Eyes; bit all of them concur in the

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proceeding firſt with general Evacuation and Diverſion 
of the Humour, and afterwards, ſuppoſe about the Third 
Day, to uſe Collyria. They ought ro be moderately re- 
ing ; not too ſtiptick, leſt the Tunicles of the Eyes

The next 
Morning were given her ſeven Grains of Calomel. with 
fifteen gr. ſacchar. alb. which purged her four Times. 
That Niohe ſhe took of the anodyne Syrup, roch. I. in 
aq. papa ver. ziij. ag. cinnam. horaeat. cochl. ij. allo a Ca- 
taplaſm ex pomis acid. &c. was applied. She reſted well 
that Night, and in the Morning her Eyes were marvel- 
louſly recovered. 

A Child of about ten Years of Age, having been long 
diſeaſed with fore Eyes, and paſſed through moſt of the 
Empiricks Hands in the Town and Country, came to 
me, with great Fluxion, Puſtulæ and Cicatrices from for- 
mer Eruptions. She had alſo ſome ſmall Glands on 
both Sides of her Neck. I applied Plaiſters upon her 
Temples to reſiſt the Influx, and made Fontancls behind

or. dulc. to waſh her Eyes. I] purged her the next 
orning with if ſenæ, rhab. &c. cum Hrupo roſ. & 
agarico, and laid her to reſt at Night, with an Anodyne 
Draught. The Day after I drew ſome Blood by Leeches 
behind her Ears; and the next Day preſcribed her a 
medicated Ale of ſarſa, lign. lentiſt. with milleped. &c. 
for her conſtant Drink; with which ſhe took antimon. 
diaphoret. Once in four or five Days I purged her with 
Merc. dulc. cum ſaccharo; and thoſe Days ſhe did nor 
purge, I bathed her in Milk and Water temperately 
warm. I did not uſe many Collyria. A Solution of 
Lap. tutie cum ſacchar. in aq. plantag. & roſ. finiſhed 
the Cure ; which indeed was done by contemperating 
the acid Humours. There remained ſome Cicarrices, 
which I left to wear oft, it being the Work of Time; 
which accordingly effected it. e Glands did reſolve 
during her Courſe of Phylick, and ſhe continueth very 

well to this Day. | 
A Child aged about ten Years was diſeaſed with a 
ſharp Defluxion on both her Eyes, with an Oxæna, and 
thick chapt upper Lip. She had alſo a Fontanel in her 
Neck, which was much inflamed, and many Wax-ker- 
nels about it: Which I ſuppoſing to ariſeſfrom the An- 
guiſh of it, threw out the Pea, and dreſſed it with Le- 
nients, at the ſame Time applying Cauſticks behind her 
Ears. I alſo applied enpl. ad herniam to her Temples, 
and preſcribed a Fomentation and Colhhrium, as it is 
ſet down in the Method of Cure in the State of the 
Fluxion. I adviſed the ſnuffing up of ol. amygd. dulc. 
to free her Noſtrils of the cruſty Matter which hin- 
der'd her breathing, and afterwards preſcribed her a ae- 
cott. bordet cum radicibus altbææ,; which was caſt up her 
Noſtrils with a Syringe, deliring her to forbear picking 
of her Noſe. Her Lip was fomented with ſome of the 
ſaid Decoction, and anointed with this following Un- 
guent.

By this Method the Fluxion was re- 
moved from the ſeveral Parts, and the Ulcerations dried 
up ; thoſe in her Eyes by 0 of lap. tutiæ calamin. 
&c. and the Ozæna by decoct. rad. tormentill. biſtort. 
ſumach. balauſt. &c. in aq. chalybeata. Towards the 
End of her Courſe of Phyſick, 2 Skin rough 
and dry, I cauſed her to be bathed in Water temperate- 
ly warm, with a Bag of Bran to fit upon. A Cicatrix 
= on upon one of her Eyes, but it afterwards wore 
off. | 


A Child of about five Years of was brought out 4 0 r- 
of the Country to me with great Defluxions in both his 247. of 
Eyes, and his upper Lip ſwelled from the fame Humour. Ophiha- 
He had paſſed thro* various Hands unſucceſsfully in the * 


Country. I purged him with zzfuf: rhab. in ſmall Beer, 
cum ſyr. diaſer. and once in two or three Days gave him 
a few Grains of Merc. diaphoret. and ſome Nights 
an Anodyne Syrup in aq. papaver. I alſo preſcribed a 
Fotus and Collyrium, as is ſet down in the Method of 
Cure ih the State of the Huxion. By which Method 
the Fluxion ceaſed, and he recover'd in 10 or 12 Days. 
A few Days after he fell ſick of the Small-pox, of which 
he likewiſe recovered. I then deſigned the purging 
him ; but his Friends not —_— it — de- 
ſiſted from viſiting him, till his Eyes inflamed again; 
and then they ſent for me. I purged him with Whey, 
Manna, and ſal. prunc/!. applied Repellents to his Forc- 
head and Temples, and drew Blood by Leeches bebind 
his Ear; alſo repeated lenient Purgatives with Calom ei. 
once in three or four Days, and made Fontanels behind 
his Ears; his Hair was ſhaved off his Head, and a quilted 
Cap was put on. Anodynes were dropt into his Eyes, ac- 
cording to the Method propoſed in painful Defluctions, 
by which they were eaſed. But ſoon after he fell into 
a Diarrhea, by which he was perfectly freed of the De- 
fluxion on his Eyes and Lip. But the Drarrhza — 
minat 
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minated in a Pyſenteria, and weakened him much. I 
preſcribed him dcco@. corn. ſervi uſti, with a few rad. 
cor xoneræ, cinnamomi, which he drank with Milk. Cly- 


ſters of Milk cum vitell. ovi were frequently adminiſtred, 


and a few Drops of a liquid Laudanum at Night in the 
aforeſaid Decoction. Afterwards I ſtrengthned his Bow- 
els with ele. diaſcord. conf. roſ. rub. puly. Rhei, &c. b 
which he was alfo moderately purged. He afterwards 
recovered Strength by continuing his Milk-drink. Du- 
ring his Diarrhea, J healed up the Fontanels behind his 
Ears, and after his Recovery made him a Fontanel in 
one of his Arms, and diſmiſs'd him. He was afterwards 
in the Country ſubject to ſome little Weakneſs in his 
Eyes at times, upon ſome Accident of Cold, upon which 
Account his Friends conſulted me; but of late Years he 
hath been very well. 

A Child aged three Years, was brought to London to 
me, with ſharp Defluxions upon both his Eyes, and 
Strumæ on both Sides of his Neck I applied empl. ad 
kerniam to his Temples, fomented his Eves with Repel- 
lents and Diſcutients, and made Fontanels behind both 
his Ears. The ſecond Night after, I gave him viij gr. 
Merc. diaphoret. and in the Morning purged him with 
Rhubarb-drink, repeating this Method once in five 
Days; and on the intermitting Days, I gave him a 
Scruple of Dr. Halter Needbam's pulv. antiſtrumat. 
By this Courſe the Child recovered, and was returned 
into the Country. Since that he hath frequently re- 
lapſed, and na- S7ryme# have aroſe; but by proſecuting 
the former Method he hath recovered as often, and the 
Strume atterw ards reſolved, we ſcarce applying any thing 
to them.

A young Gentleman of about 16 Years of Age was, 
after the Small- pox, aMicted with fore Eyes, with a Puf- 
{va in one of them; which not yielding to the common 
Method of Purging, Cc. I was conſulted, and preſcri- 
bed a Ferus and Collyrium, as in the State of the Fiuxion ; 
and by giving him three Doſes of Merc. duſcis of 15 
Grains per dofin, in 10 Days I cured him of his Diſtem- 
per ſo perfectly, that it returned no more. 3 

A Chi'd of about eight Years of Age had been diſea- 
fed rwo Months with ſharp Defluxions upon both her 
Eyes, with Fefe and Excoriation of the Lids; ſhe _ 
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alſo an Ozæna and thick upper Lip chapt. I purged her 
with Hr. diaſereos in a Draught of Whey in the Morn- 
ing; and ſome Hours after ſent her ſome aſtringent Em- 
plaſters to apply to her Temples and Forehead, preſcrib- 
ing the bathing her Eyes with Breaſt-milk, mixed with 
aqua plantag. That Night the took an Anodyne Syrup 
in a Draught of Mace-Ale, and flept with Sponges up- 
on her Eyes, dipt in the foreſaid Liquor. The next 
Morning I let her Blood in the Arm fix Ounces, and 
ö her Noftrils with decoct. hordei & radic. althee, 
adviſing her to forbear picking her Noſe. Her Lip was 
anointed with anguent. tutiæ ad oculos, with an Addition 
of Merc. precipitat. finely powdered.

But about a Ycar and a half after, ſhe grew in- 
diſpoſed, and was ſeized with Convulſions. I purged 
her with imfuſ. ſexe rhab. &c. and afterwards preſcribed 


her three or four Doſes of Merc. dulcis, and thereby 


freed her of thoſe Convulſions.

A Child aged about fix Years, of a weak fender Con- g. ohe 
ſtitution, having been long ſubject ro Defluxions upon war. of 
his Eyes, Catarrhs, Cc. was, after ſeveral unſucceisful Ophthal 


Attempts, recommended ro my Care. I began with mia. 


the making him a Fontanel in his Neck by Cauſtick. 
It had been made 16 Days before he knew of it, and 
then it was deſcried by the clinging of his Hair ro the 
Plaiſter. From that Time he grew troward with it, and 
in Compliance with him it was healed up again two or 
three Months after. Having fix'd the Fontanel, I be- 
gan to purge him with 22 of Rhubarb in 2 
mall Ale, and gave him fix Grains of Merc. diaphoret.

I fomented them with decoct᷑. euphraſie, ſal- 
vie, beton flor. roſ. rub. &c. and after I had cleanſed 
them of the mucus, I rouch'd them daily with tint. vi- 
trioli dulcificati lightly, and preſcribed him ſome of the

. Eyes at other times; by which Method he was 
cured. | 
A Man 28 Years, of a tolerable good Habit of 
Body, —_ London with a Lippitudo on the lower 
Lid of his Left Eye, over-grown with an Hyperſarcoſis, 
ariſing from within, over-ſpreading the Tunicle, and 
heaving it outwards. Dr. Walter Neeabam was his Phy- 
ſician, and prepar'd his Body by purging, &c. In order 
to my Work, I placed him in a Chair in a clear Light, 
_ 2 the A0 Lid more — on by 

ringing the upper Lid cloſe over the Eye, and holdi 
ir ſo whilſt I rabb'd the Hyper ſarcoſis =o a Cauſtick: 
ſtone, wiping the Salts away as they diſſolved with armed 
Probes. After I had thus extirpated the over-grown 
Fleſh, I clipt off the looſe Sloughs; and with a <F 
dipp'd in a Baſon of Water, I waſhed the lixivia Salts 
out of the Eſcar, dropping into his Eye mucilag. ex ſem. 
althææ, pſyllii & cydonior. extracted in 449. plantag. then 
lay ing him upon his Back, I covered over the external 
Parts with Whites of Eggs beaten with a Piece of Allum 
— a 5 N and - Ti rar ey the D After 

e Eſcar ſeparated, I rubb remaining SuPer-ex- 
creſcence with a Vitriol-ſtone, waſhing the Salts out 
afrerwards with fair Water. During this Work he was 
let Blood, and frequently waſh'd his Eye with a Solu- 
tion of troch. alb. Rhaſis and aq. plantag. & ſolani. 
Thus in the Space of three Months it was extirpated 
and cured, the Eye- lid returning naturally as the other. 

A Man of about 26 Years Rs having been af- 
flicted from his jay with fore Eyes, conſulted Sir 
Francis Prujean, who ſent for me. The Patient had a 
certain Blearedneſs of both the Left Eye-lids from the

pera Londinenſis , by which, and internal Preſcriptions, 
he was cured. 
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Of Agilops. 


. is a Tubercle in the inner Canthus of the 

Eye, either Scrophulous, Atheromatous, or of the 
Nature of a Meliceris, or ſometimes with Inflamma- 
tion. Ir hath obtained Two Names amongſt the Gre- Names. 
cians; viz. Anchylops, when it is not ulcerated; Ag. 
lops, when it is. In which latter Caſe it is very apt to 
grow ſinuous; and being ſo, whether it prove callous or 
not, is however called Fiſtula lacrymalis, ſometimes 
paſting through the Bone of the Naſe itſelf. 

The Cauſes of Ægilops, are the ſame that produce the Ca. 
like Tumours in other Places. Bur in ſome Caſes it is 
made by Fluxion, and appeareth firſt as a ſmall Phlegmon. 
This Diſeaſe frequently occurreth in Lues Vexerea : But 
theſe I here treat of are Strumous. | 

If it be Struma Atheroma, &c. it is then made by Sign: 
Convzeſtion, and the Tubercle is round, without diſco- 
tourmg the Skin. If it be made by Fluxion, Pain, and 


Redneſs do appear, with Inflammation over all that Eye. 


Somerimes it beginneth only with a bop of that 
Corner, and is not diſcovered till ir affects the Eye with 
Tor.

Fiſtulæ Lacrymales are difficult of Cure from what 
Cauſe ſoever they ariſe. The Part being looſe and 
ſpongy, the Eye very ſenſible, and the Laxity of the 
art, maketh Humours apt to ſoak into it, and to pe- 
netrate even to the Bone itſelf. The Senſibleneſs of the 
Eye renders it ſubje& to Pain and Fluxion, as alſo unfit 
to be dreſſed with ſharp Medicaments, ſuch as theſe 
Diſeaſes require. | 
That Fil which 1s recent, with ſufficient opening, 
is the eaſieſt of Cure. Thoſe of a long Continuance 
are for the moſt Part accompanied with Ulcerations 
of that Gland, and Caries in the Bone, which makes 


them ſubject to a Weeping, after they are cured. If 


the Ulcer be accompanied with Eroſion, it will be apt 
to terminate Cancerous ; in which Cafe the Cure is de- 
plorable. | 7 
The Indication of Cure is taken from the Condition 
of the Ægilops, whether it be in its Beginning with In- 
flammation, or by Congeſtion, paſſing its Matter forth

The only Caurion is, that = open it ſuch a 
Diſtance off from the Edge of the Eye-lid, that you di- 
vide not that; for in ſo doing you will leave a remedi- 
leſs Blemiſh, and the Eye will be apt to water ever after, 
and be ſubject to Fluxion : Therefore if you open it by 
8 Cauſtick, it will require your greater Care.

In order to the Cure, Phyſicians do erally pre- Cure. 
ſcribe Venæſection, and by Clyſters and — irga- 
tives make Evacuation ; alſo by Bliſtering, Cupping, 
Fontanels, &c. they endeavour Derivation, which is ne- 
| ceſſary in Caſe of Inflammation; in which aſtringent 
: Lotions may be alſo proper. But in thoſe made by 
, Congeſtion, the ſpeedieſt Way of Cure is by Extirpa- 
a tion; and that either by Abſciſſion, at once cutting 
them off, or by actual or potential Cautery. Modern 
Writers have ſaid little of theſe Extirpations. Fabri- 
tius ab Aquapend. in his Book De operat. Chyrurg. ren- 
ders the Abſciſſion of them difficult enough, and not 
without Danger, as you may ſee, where delivering Cel- 
ſus and Pauluss Way of cutting them out, he deter- 
mines at laſt thus, Ex quibus licet colligere, neque fa- 
| cilem neque omnino tutam hanc Chirurgiam eſſe, &C. 
The firſt Chirurgeon in my Memory that attempted 
the extirpating them, was the late deceaſed Mr. Ed. 
Mol. an excellent Operator. He attempted it _ 2

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Perſon of Honour by actual Cautery, through a Can- 
zula well contrived for that Purpoſe. I afterwards ſaw 


him burn ſeveral. He paſſed the Cautery through the

Part) falls in Pieces, and is fo radicated. The Way by 
Exciſion is, by making a Ligature about the Baſis of 
them, and ſnipping them cloſe off with a Pair of crook- 
ed Probe-Sciſſars. In this Work you ought to conſi- 
der well how they are radicated. For ſometimes they 
are rooted like a Criſta deeper in the Throat: In which, 
if in cutting them out you only cut that Part you tied, 
and cur the Ligature at the ſame Time, it will flip 
down into the Throat, and hazard their choaking. 
Therefore whilſt you hold the Ligature with one FEland, 
you muſt paſs the Sciſſars down as cloſe by the Baſis 
of it as you can, ſo as by one Snip you may cut it 
clear off. But left you ſhould fail, it will be neceſſary 
to have another Ligature fitted in an Inſtrument for 
your Purpoſe, and the Patient's Head to be held ſteady, 


that in caſe you fail in the firft Attempt, and it fall 
into the Throat, you may readily return it, and tic it 


ar the fame Time, which is no difficult Thing to do. 
The Exciſion made, the bleeding will be ſoon ſtopt by 

ing with Oxycrate; and you may cicatrize it in a 
tew Days, by touching it with the Vitriol and Allum- 
Stones. I ſhall give you ſome Inſtances of my Practice 
therein, and ſhew you my firſt Attempt in the Extirpa- 
tion of them by Eſcarotick and Exciton in this follow-

Mr. Arris was 
Chirurgeon to the Family. Various Remedies had been 
— but they proving ineffectual to remove them, 
was conſulted, and propoſed the Extirpation of them 
by actual Cautery. But that not —— „I un- 
dertook it by Eſcaroticks, and came the next — pre- 
pared, and placed her in a clear Light, her Head lean- 
ing to a Bed-Poſt, Mr. Arris fitting behind, — 

ſteady. I began with the Left Tonſil, holding 
Tongue down with a Speculum Lingue, while I preſſed 
into the Body of the Tumour with a long-poi 
Cauſtick-ſtone fixed to a Stick. After I had held it a 


while, I pulfd it out, and with a Firr-ſtick dipt in oleo . 
vitrioli preſſed into the ſame Place, then pulled out that 
too, ve her a Glaſs of Water to waſh her Mouth. 


I repeated the Uſe of the ſeveral Cauſticks ; ſhe waſh- 

ing her Mouth always after the Uſe of them. By this 
ethod I penetrated into both the Tos ſils, and divided 
the Left into two. In the Time of working with the 
Cauſtick, I dried up the Salts of them with armed 
Probes ſo well, that her Mouth was not fretted in any 
Part by them: And after I had finiſh'd the Work, | 
waſh'd the Tonſils with decoct. hordei, and ſhe after- 
wards gargled with a pleaſant Julep made of diftilld Wa- 
ter, acet. roſ. and ſjr. diamoron. Having divided the 
ane Tonſil, and diminithed the other, I cauſed an In- 

ſtrument to be made to convey a Ligature about the 
Baſis of them, with Deſign to tie and cut them off one 
after another. I began with the Left 2 paſſing a 
Ligature upon the one half, and cut it off cloſe. There 
happening no Diſturbance by bleeding, I tied the other, 
and cut it off; then with a Vitriol Stone I rubb'd the 
remaining Baſis, and thereby ſmoothed and cicatrized 
it in four or five Days. I then began with the Right 
Tonſil. Mr. Arris holding her Head as formerly, | 
made a Ligature upon the Baſis of it, and bolding — 

g . A q 
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End of it with my Right Hand, I paſſed a Pair of 
Probe-Sciflars with my other Hand, cloſe by the ſaid 
Baſis, and ſuppoſing I had — — the Root, I 
clipt; but it not coming away, I thruſt my Sciflars 
downwards, and cut again, being confident I had clipt 
through the fleſhy Body. I pulld the Ligature, but it 
not coming, I was fomewhat ſurpred what ſhould be 
the Cauſe: Therefore pulling my Sciſſars a little back, 
and turning them more off from the Baſis, I clipt again, 
cut off the bigger Part of it, and brought it out with 
my Ligature; at which Inſtant the choaked. The La- 


dies ſeeing it, ſhrieked, and became troubleſome. I 


deſir d Mr. Arric to fit ſtill while the Patient choaked : 
She gaping, I paſſed into her Throat the Inſtrument I 
had made the Ligature by, and raiſing up the remain- 
ing Excreſcence, ſhe recover'd, and cried, Shall I live? 
F replied, Tes, if you fir till. I paſſed another Inſtru- 
ment fitted with a Ligature. In changing the Inſtru- 
ments, the Excreſcence ſlipt down, and ſhe choaked 
again, but I raiſed it up, and relieved her: then tied 
the Ligature upon it, and looked into her Throat, 
where I faw it rooted like a Cotk's-Comb, and that 


in endeavouring to cut the Tonſil cloſe by the Root, I 


had cut below the Part I had tied. Which if I could 
have foreſeen, and have paſſed my Sciſſars cloſe a little 
lower, one Snip had brought it clear away; but not 
ſuppoſing it rooted fo low, and working blindfold, I 
was at a loſs. But — better informed, I paſſed 
— crooked Probe-Sciflars down lower, cut it clean 
by the Roots, and brought it away with my Liga- 
ture. I cicatrized it with the Vitriol and Allum-Stones 
in few Days. Yet ſome while after ſhe was cured, a 
Part of her Drink came out at her Noſe; which hap- 
— by reaſon of the Tonſils drawing that Part of 
Palare down lower than naturally it ſhould; and 
I ſuppoſe that was the Cauſe of her ſpeaking ſo. But 
fome while after, ſhe was freed of thoſe Inconvenk 
ENCies. | 
A Gentleman aged 25 Years, who had been long 
ſubject to Defluxions, &c. from over-grown Torfils, — 
taken much Phyſick unſucceſsfully, was recommended 
to me. The Right Toi being very large, I propoſed 
the cutting it oft. Patient's Friends — — 


theu 
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their Phyſician and Chirurgeon : They did not readily 
aſſent to it. But notwithſtanding, the Patient and his 
Friends perceiving there was no other Way of Cure, 
they recommended him again to my Care. I made 
a Ligature upon it, with Deſign to have cut it off at 
that Inſtant ; but obſerving their great Apprehenſions 
of a Flux of Blood, exc. I deferred it till the next 
Morning; and then I faw it ſhrunk and much leſ- 
ſened. TI took hold of the Ligature with one Hand, 
and paſſing my Probe-Sciflars cloſe by the Root of it, 
at one Snip cut it off, and brought it away with the 
Ligature, it ſcarce bleeding one jot. I rubb'd the re- 
maining Baſis with a Vitriol-Stone, and cauſed him after- 
wards to gargle with decoct. horde: cum ſyr. de roſis & 
cis, and in four or five Days cicatrized it. The other 
being ſmall, I deferred the meddling with it, till there 
ſhould appear more Cauſe. But trom that Time he 
recover'd a betrer Health. 

A Gentleman's Daughter of about 12 Years of Age, 
frequently diſeaſed with Catarrhs, and after ſome Time, 
with great Difficulty in ſwallowing, conſulted me. Look- 
ing in her Throat, and ſeeing her Tonſils, eſpecially the 
Right, very big, I adviſed the cutting off the bigger. 
To which they aſſenting, I made a Ligature upon it, 
and at the ſame Inſtant cut it off; and afterwards, by 
rubbing it with the Vitriol-Stone, cicatrized it in few 
Days. She being relieved hereby, hath hitherto defer- 
red the cutting off the other. 

A Gentlewoman of about 26 Years of Age, fub- 
ject to Catarrhs, by reaſon of the preternatural Growth 
of the Amygdale, came to London, and contſulted her 
Phyſician. He adviſed her to have them cut off, and 
brought me to her. I made a Ligature upon the one, 
and cut it off, waſhing her Mouth after with Oxy- 
crate: Then paſſed a Ligature upon the other, and 
cut it alſo off; ſhe gargled and waſhed her Mouth. I 
afterwards rubb'd the Batis of them with a Vitriol-Stone, 
and took my leave for that Time. The next Day 1 
came again, with Intention to dreſs the remaining 
\Wounds : But ſhe was removed from her Lodgings, or 
her Phyſician had undertaken the cicatrizing them; for 
trom that Time I neither ſaw nor heard from her.

ſars: But it not being admitted, I proceeded by Caul- 


tick, as aboveſaid; and not mecting with that Diſtur- 


bance from the Saliva, as in the former Work, I went 
on more caſily, and the ſooner cirpared them. Since 
when the lath been freed of the ſoreſaid Ditturbances; 

and enjoys 2 good Health. 
There alſo h:ppeneth an Elongation of the Uvula, 
through the Abundance of ſalivous Humour flowing

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upon it: In which Caſe, it it touch upon the Root of 


the Tongue, or upon the Epiglottis, it cauſeth a fre- 
quent Hauking, and in progreſs maketh a vexatious Ca- 


tarrh. 


Such was the Caſe of a Servant-Maid to a Noble 
Lady in the Country. Various Medicaments had been 
preſcribed ineffeftually : I being in that Family was de- 
tired to ſee her. Looking into her Mouth, I faw the 

wwla hang dangling upon the Root of the Tongue. 
It was not ſwelled nor inflamed. I ſuppoling it the 
Cauſe of her Diſtemper, rook hold of 0 lower Part 
of it with my Forceps, and at the ſame Time cut it 
ſhorter with a Pair of Sciſſars. It did not bleed a 
Spoonful, and afterwards it cicatrized of itſelf without 
Application of any kind of Medicament, and ſhe was 
thereby freed of the Defluxion. Such another I cur 
oft, in a Servant of His Majeſty belonging to Hampron- 
Court, and ſome others who were fo afflicted, and 
thereby freed them of their Catarrh, when all other 
Remedics failed.

Of Ranula. 


Anula is a ſoft Swelling, poſleſſing thoſe Salivals 

under the Tongue. It is made by Congeſtion, and 
in its Progreſs filleth up the Space between the Jaws, 
and maketh a Tumour externally under the Chin. 

It is cauſed by a pituitous Matter (ſay Authors) e 
Cerebro in Linguam prolapſa. But late Diſcovery hath 
made it manifeſt, to ariſe from a Congeſtion of Hu- 
mour, in the interior ſalival Gland which is ſeared there, 
as I have already inticaated. 

It is a foft Tumour without Pain or Alteration of 


Colour in the Skin. It yieldeth to the Impreſſion of 


your Fingers, but riſeth upon the taking them off, and 
Containeth a Matter not unlike the White of an Egg, 
Or 
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or ſuch as we meet with in an Atheroma. It is allo diſ- 
covered by a Croaking in their Speech. 
They are not dangerous as to Life, but are difficult Prague, 
of Cure. tick. 
The Cure conſiſteth in the proſecuting the ſame Me- Cwe. 
thod which hath been propoſed in the Cure of Stramæ. 
The Topicks ought to be diſcutient; amongſt which, all 
the Sorts of Salts and Aromaticks, diſſolved in conve- 
vient Liquors, are proper to hold in their Mouths: viz. 
He piperit, 2inziberis, an. 5). ſal. commun. & gemmæ an. Bij. 
origani, calamiuth. rad. ireos, hermodatt. an. 3s. maſtich. 
BJ. Miſc. & fiat Puluis. Theſe may be boiled in Wine, 
or mix'd with Oxymel; or the Tumour may be rubb'd 
with the Powder. To the external Tumour you may 
apply ſuch Diſcutients as have been preſcribed tor Stra- 
my. It by theſe Applications the Ranula do not dil- 
cuſs, you mult open it by actual Cautery, and dreſs it, 
as ſhall be thewed in the following Obſervations. 


A Gentlewoman, aged 35 Years, came to me, re- 1. ole. 
+ commended by Sir Francis Prujean. She had a vation of 
large Tumour lying between her Jaws under the Tongue, Ranuia. 
and reaching to her fore Tecth, making a great Swel- _ 

ling externally under the Chin. It cauſed a Croaking in® 

her Speech, and ſcem'd troubleſome to her. She had 

aſſed through a Courſe of Phylick, and uſed various 
ledicaments to it unſucceſsfully. I propoſed the let- 

ting out the Matter by actual Cautery; bur ſhe not 
permitting it, I opened it by making an Inciſion on 

each Side near the Tongue, and diſcharged about two 
Blood-Porringers full of an albugineous Matter ; upon 

which the Tumour ſunk. I then made a Scarch with 2 
Probe, and perceived the Matter had not only made a 

deep Cavity downward, but allo render'd all the inner 

Part of the Tongue hollow.

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the Tumour waſted. During the Time I was endea- 


vouring the Cure, ſhe was purged, and put into an An- 


tiſtrumatical Courſe of Phyſick, and was at laſt cured as 
aboveſaid. Whether ſhe relapſed afterwards I know 
not, having neither ſeen nor heard of her from that 
Time to this. | 

An old Gentlewoman came out of the Country to me 
with a long Swelling on each Side under her Tongue, 
of a fleſhy Colour, which felt under my Fingers like 
the Gills of a Fiſh. They were not painful, but very 
uneaſy to her. I ſuppoſed them to have Matter in 
them, and attempted to ſhrink and dry it up, as hath 
been propoſed in the Method of Cure; but without 
Succeſs. TI then ſlit the one open the whole Length; 
bur there flowed out only a florid Blood, which I ſtopt 


= waſhing her Mouth cum aceto: Then laid open the 
Tu 
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mour on the other Side. They cut like cartilagi- 
nous Bodies. I ſtopt the Bleeding of this, like as I had 


done the other, and dreſſed them both with an armed 


Probe, dipt in tinctura vitrioli dulcificati, 22 to 
dry them up that Way. From the Time I open'd 
them, ſhe complain'd of Hairs in her Mouth, and fre- 


. quently endeavour'd with her Fingers to pull them out, 


and perſuaded me to do the like: But I could feel no 
ſuch Thing. She came to me daily to be dreſſed. The 


Abſceſles digeſted, but the Tumours would not fink : 


Wherefore I cut off their Lips; yet they did not lie fo 
ſmooth as I deſign'd. Upon which Conſideration I 


would have burnt them by actual Cautery : But the 


mention of that ſo terrified her, that ſhe came no more 
to me. I have inſerted ꝓhis Caſe for the Rarity of it, 
and am confident the actual Cautery was the proper and 
certain Way of Cure. 

A young Fellow was commended to my Hands, who 
had a painful Tubercle in his Tongue. I made Inciſion 
into it according to its Length, and thruſt out a Stone 
bigger than a ſmall Olive. I dreſsd the Abſceſs with

WOUND is a Solution of Con inuity 4 ttb d 
in any Part of the Body ſuddenly made, defined. 
by any ** that cuts or tears, with a 

Diviſion of the Skin. 

This Definition differs much from whet 

2 is uſually deliver d by Authors; and it :5 


fit it ſhould. For they generally defining a Wound by 


a Solution : parte mol i, do thereby exclude a Cur 
4 : mide 
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made into a Bone, as that into the Cranium by a Pole- 
Axe, &c. which why it ſhould not be called a Wound 
I know not. I ſay, it is made by any Thing that cuts 
or tears. Other Authors define it to be made by an 
external Inſtrument, Gc. How then do they call that 
fracturam cum vulnere, a Fracture with a Wound, 
where the Bone from within makes the Wound, and 
thruſts itſelf quite through the Fleſh ? Sennertus adds 
to his Definition, that it be done 4 re ſecante & acu- 
ta : Yet he reckons thoſe for Wounds that are made by 
Bullets, although it be Cannon-Shot. I do therefore 
think it fit to make my Definition more comprehen- 
live, and to take in whatſoever makes a ſudden Solution 
of Continuity, at leaſt immediately and by itſelf, on 
what Part ſoever it lighteth. So a Cut into a Bone is 
a Wound: Tearing the Fleſh, Nerve, Sinew, Tendon 
or Cartilage, by Bullet, Stone, Splinter, ec. is a 
Wound. Only I add this Reſtriction, that he Skin 
muſt be likewiſe divided: By which laſt Words I ex- 
clude Fractures that come not through the Skin, and 
Contuſions if the exterior Parts be continuous. But by 
the Word Sk:iz I underſtand not only the external Cutis, 
bur alſo the inward Membranes of the Gullet, Ventri- 
cle, Guts, Bladder, Urethra, and Womb; all which are 
Capable of Wounds from ſharp Inſtruments, either 
ſwallowed, or thruſt into them. 

Piferexzce A Wound thus defined admits of many Differences, 

tend. Of which I know none that can be properly called eſ- 
ſential. Great or ſmall, deep or ſhallow, wide or nar- 
row, ſtraight or crooked, . round or angular, are but 
accidental Differences. Diſtinctions taken from the 
Weapons, whither ſharp or blunt, Sword, Rapier, or 
Buller, Cut, Prick, or . Tearing, are likewiſe but acci- 
dental. Thoſe that look moſt like eſſential Differences, 
are they which are taken from the Subject, in which 
the Wound (which is itfeif but an Accident) inhereth, 
dz. from the Fleſh, Skin, Brain, Nerve, Tendon, Ar- 
tery, Vein, Griftle, Bone, &c. All which being the 
ſeveral Subjects of Wounds, may well be allowed to 
ipecity them; and ſo much the rather, becaule from 
tac Nature of them we raiſe our greateſt Indications 
ot altering the Method of Cure. To this Head may 
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likewiſe be referred the Diviſion of them into Simple or 
Compound. | | 

' Wounds are in themſelves ſo viſible, that they need Signs. 
no general Marks to be known by. Bur the peculiar 
Aﬀections of the particular Parts hurt, and the Me- 
thods of diſcovering what inward Part is wounded, by 
Obſervation made of the Symptoms that happen, are 

fully handled in thoſe Chapters which treat of the 
Wounds of the ſeveral Parts. 

The Prognoſticks are there alſo delivered, that the Prognof- 
young Chirurgeon may be informed how to make Judg- ticks. 
ment of them, and avoid the engaging himſelf in pro- | 
miſing a Cure of ſuch Wounds as are mortal. The 
one Symptoms of Gangræna, Paralyſis, and Spaſmusr, 

have tranſlated to Gan- ſbot Wounds, they being there 
more frequent and uſual. Hemorrhagiz are ſpoken of 
in this preſent Treatiſe. 

The Wound being a Solution of Continuity, doth Tatentions 
require to be made one again, Unity being the Per- of Cure. 
fection of whatſoever hath a Being. To effect this is 
the Work of Nature and Art ; both mutt mutually join 
their helping Hands; and unleſs both the vital Fa- 
culties and Nouriſhment. of the Part do aſſiſt the Art 
of the Chirurgeon, it will be loſt Labour: Here muſt 
be a joint Meeting and Agreement of all in one. 

In Simple Wounds the Chirurgeon is to afford his 
Aſſiſtance - five manner of Ways; the omi:ting of any 
of which will render him negligent or ignorant in his 
Trade. | 

The firſt is, in careful and diligent raking away all 
ſuch extraneous Bodies as by their Interpoſition may 
hinder the true Agglutination of the diqoined Parts, 

whether they be concrete Blood, Hair, Sand, Duſt, 
Pieces of Bones, Cartilages, or Pieces of the Weapons, 
Rags, Cc. 

The ſecond is, in bringing the Lips of the Wound 
even together, which were ſeparated. 

The third is, in retaining the Lips ſo brought roge- 
ther, that they may by Conlolidation be reſtored to 
their former Figure. 

The fourth is, in conſerving the Temperament and 
natural Hcat of the Part, in order to Unition. 
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The fifth is, in preventing ill Accidents, and cor- 
recting ſuch as have already ſeized on the Part. 

Thus much is required if the Wound be only Sim- 
2 ; but if it be a Compound Wound, with Loſs of 

ubſtance, or Contuſion ; then he hath ſomewhat more 
to do. As where there is Loſs of Subſtance, there he 
muſt aſſiſt Nature with his Sarcoticks, for regaining what 
is loſt ; and where there is Contuſion, there he muſt en- 
deavour the turning what is contuſed into Pus, or Mat- 
ter, which muſt be perform'd before there can poſſibly 
be any Reunion. 

As long as there is any ſtrange Body or different Sub- 
ſtance ro keep off the Uniden, you mult not hope to 
make any Cure of a Wound. Therefore it any ſuch be 
to be drawn forth, before you attempt it, conſider ſeri- 
ouſly, firſt, whether it can be done or no; ſecondly, 
whether ſafely. 

For, firſt, ſometimes the Weapon ſticketh ſo faſt, that 
by no Art it can be extracted. Then it is of Neceſſity 
to be left to Nature, who in this caſe ſometimes work- 
eth Miracles. For I have known Pieces of Splinters, 


Cc. ſometimes ſtick fo faſt in the inward Parts, or to 


have been ſo incloſed, that we could by no means get 
them out; yet at length, upon Apoſtemation of the 
Part, they have thruſt torth. 

Secondly, You are to conſider whither you may with 
Safety pluck out the Weapon or no. Some wall live a 
Day with the Weapon in their Body, who would ex- 
pire upon the Moment of Extraction. But if your Judg- 
ment ſuggeſt to you that the Patient is recoverable, make 
haſte, our with it before the Part be inflamed. 

If the Weapon have pierced deep, and thro' great 
Veſiels in nervous Places; or it the Part oppolſite to it 
be full of Veins, Arterics and Nerves, or have a Bone 
lying in the way, or over-againl{t the Wound; if there 
be no great fear of Laceration, pull it out the ſame way 
it went in; for the eftecting ot which, our Maiters have 
left us Variety of Inſtruments, the Figure and Uſe 
whereof you may ſee in Scuite/us. But it the Point of 
the Weapon have pierced above half way through the 
Member, and there be no Bones nor notable Vetlels to 
hinder you, (here is uſe of your Anatomy and exact 
Knowledge of the Parts) cither thruſt the Weapon

If a Weapon be faſtened betwixt two Joints, make Weapon 
an Extenſion of the Parts both ways, as it is the man- /fuck be- 
ner in Fractures and Diſlocations, that ſo the Tendons tween the 


and Ligaments being ſtretched, the Weapon may with 
more Eaſe come out. But do this with Moderation, 
leſt you break ſome notable Veſſels, and a Flux of Blood 
or ſome ill Accident befal you in your extracting it. 
It will be neceſſary in this Work, that you conſider the 
Poſition the Part was i when the Wound was inflicted. 
Geſner hath a Story in his Ob/ervar. de Chirurgie digni- 
tate & præſtantia, of a Chirurgeon, who, when he could 
by no means get forth an Arrow, asked the wounded 
Patient in what Poſture of his Body, he received the 


Wound. Underſtanding it was done on Horſeback, he 


placed him in a riding Poſture, and immediately drew 
out the Weapon. | 

The Weapon thus drawn out, cleanſe it from Rags 
or ought elſe, and permit the Wound to bleed, ac- 
cordingly as you in your Judgment ſhall think ft, fill 
having reſpect to the Conſtitution and Habit of Body, 


that what is in the ſmall Veins cut aſunder may flow 


out, as weil to hinder Inflammation, as the Generation 
of much Matter. The Bleeding ſtaid, if there be Hair 
growing about the Wound, ſhave it off; then wipe 
away the clotted Blood with a Sponge dipt in Red 


Wine, Oxycrare, or Water: But if it ſtick deep in the 


Wound, be not too buſy with your armed Probe, for 
thereby you may ſtir up a new Bleeding; whereas this 
concreted Blood keeps the Wound warm, and defends 
it from the ourward Air; and by Digeſtion, Nature will 
thruſt it forth. 

The ſecond Intention is performed by bringing the 


Lips of the Wound exactly together. 


I his Intention is deliver'd in a few! Words, but they 
are to be obſerv'd as a Law; for without that Reduc- 


tion of the Lips, a low and deform'd Healing follows. 
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Nature hath nothing to do here in bringing the Lips 
together; that is the ſole Work of the Chirurgeon; who 
muſt not lay a Pledgit, or crowd a Doſſil of Lint or 
Tent into a little Wound; no, that is the way to keep 
the Wound open, and make it painful, whereby De- 
fluxions are ſtirred up, the Temperament of the Part 
weakened, and the Cure prolonged; comrary to the In- 
tention of all who have writ of Wounds, and to the 
Practice of our knowing Chirurgeons here. Yer among 
the Pretenders to that Art, we often meet with ſuch 
Work. As for Inſtance : „ 
Obſervati- A young Man was wounded near Highgate in the 
on concern- Back, ſlanting under the Right Scapula; he had another 
ing Doſjils Wound alſo on the Back, and another thro' the upper 
in ſimple Part of the Left Shoulder, with a long Gaſh over the 
Wounds. Forehead, and others belides, 8 whereof were not 
conſiderable. The next Day Being carried thither to 
dreſs theſe Wounds, I found them all diſtended with 
Tents and Doſſils of Lint, diſpoſed to inflame and ſwell, 
and the Patient exceeding full of Pain. After I had 
taken out theſe extraneous Bodies, my Endeavour was 
to dreſs them fo as I might incline their upheaved Lips 
ro return to their natural Site. To which Purpoſe I 
fomented them with Milk, and applied Pledgirs ſpread 
with a Digeſtive ex zcrebinth. cum witell. ovi, embro- 
cating them with o/. 7% then by emp!. e boſs, and Ban- 
dage with gentle Compreſſion, [ dreßhb'd him up; and 
afterwards here in Ton cured him by Sarcoticks and 
Epuloticks, as in Compound Wounds ; a longer Work, 
which at firſt ought to have been done by Agglutina— 
tion. Parts ſeparated and disjoined, are to be brought 
together gently and cqually, that they may touch one 
another, and fo be prepar'd for Unition. | 
 Unition to This muſt be done {I fay) firlt gently; ſenſim & ſen- 
be effected frm, as Fallopius hath it, by little and little; not haſtily 
frft, gently. at one pluck. If the Parts be equally foft, bring them 
equally together; if the one ſoft, the other hard, and 
not to be moved but with Dithculty, bring the ſoft 
Part to the ſtubtorn. Ir the Parts be grown ſtiff with 
Cold, as when the Party hath been left in the Field all 
Night, which after a Battel hath often happen'd, (and 
particularly to a merry Fellow, 2 common Soldier, tha: 
uſed to wear an Iron Scull under a Cip, and from thence 
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was called by a Nick-name ; his Wounds were large, 
and the Lips harden'd with the Cold, and it was well 
for him, his Bleeding being thereby ſtay'd) in this Caſe 
you are to ſupple them, by fomenting them with Milk 
or warm Water, or elſe embrocate them with Oil, till 
you perceive the Lips made ſoft enough for your Pur- 


| poſe, before you endeavour Re- union. 


Secondly, equally, that the Parts cut aſunder may an- 
ſwer one another, as well in the Top as the Bottom, 
Brim to Brim ; and, if poſſible, underneath Veſſel to 
Veſſel; that Nature may be in a Capacity of doing its 
own Work, and by vertue of its Balſam, re-unite, ag- 
glutinate, conſolidate, and heal the Wounds; in all 
which Intentions ſhe is the Agent, and the Chirurgeon 
only the Aſſiſtant. Which Aſſiſtance, that it may be 
the more effectually given, we muſt go on to the 
Third. 

The third Intention is, Deligation, or retaining the 
Parts ſo joined together. | 

For the effecting of this, our famous Maſters have 


left us two principal Means, Faſcia and Suture, Row- 


ling and Stitching ; to which ſome, nay, mott of them, 
added Fibulas, or Claſps: But I will not put you up- 
on that. It the Wound be ſmall, and in a flethy Part, 
and according to the Length of the Fibres or Mem- 
ber, you may perform the Cure by Bandage; for here 
Nature will truly act her Part, by Application of Blood 
and Nouriſhment to both Sides indifferently, and finiſh 
the Coalitus without your farther Aſſiſtance. And this

Powder. In the Application of this, it becomes every 


Chirurgeon to be much experienc'd, in reſpect of the 
unſpeakable Commodities which the whole Art receiveth 


thereby. 


By Bandage, not only are Parts dextrouſſy accom- 
modated for Union; but ſuch alſo as would unnatu- 


rally grow together are kept aſunder. In Burnings, 
Scaldings, &c. the Fingers would — times grow to- 


gether, the Chin would grow to the Breaſt, the Arms 
to the Sides, were they not this way hindered. By 
them are Fluxes averted, and the Delapſe of Humours 
into the inferior Parts torbidden; and, being already 
lodged, they are preſs'd out. Ny theic ate good Juices 
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advantageouſly forced into Parts emaciated ; as, if the 
Right Arm pine away, rowl up the Left from the Hand 
to the Arm-pit, that the Blood being preſs'd out into 
the Vena cava, or rather hindered to flow in ſo faſt by 
the Artery, may with more Eagerneſs flow into the 
other Side where it was wanting. By theſe we ſee great 
Fluxes of Blood, large Hæmorrhagiæ every Day ſtayed ;

Having in Readineſs a Rowler of ſuch Matter, 
Length and Breadth, as I ſhall anon ſhew you; rowl 
it up at both Ends firmly to the Middle ; then lay the 
middle Part of the Rowler on that Part which is oppoſite 
to the Wound, to prevent Pain and Inflammation. 
You are then, after you have made a Turn upon the 


Wound pr. both Ends of the Rowler, to go up with 


the onegand down with the other, and take ſo many 
Turns aBout the Part as may be requiſite for the re- 
ſtraining the Flux of Blood, or, according to the Sea- 
ſon of the Year, to defend it from Cold, and yet nor 
keep the Wound roo hot, for that may weaken the 
Part. You muſt allo be careful that your Bandage be 
not too hard, ſo as to intercept che Spirits.

Faſten not your Rowler by tying 2 Knot; nor yet

As the Subject is more 
noble you work on, ſo ſtrive to perform your Office

that he was faint and ſick ; and that his Wound was the 
leaſt of his Ailment. That Day he continued taint and 
1 and the next Morning complain d again of his want 
of Reſt; and that Aftornoon he Tyoened, and com- 
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lain d he could not live without Wine. He had good 
roths, Caudles, and ſuch- like; and I believe he did 
drink ſome Wine. (But he was allow'd by his Maſter 
a Bottle of a Quart every Morning for his Draught, 
and was ſeldom ſober.) His Wound was indigeited 
and inflamed. I complied with his Deſire; he drank 
again as he pleaſed ; his Sickneſs went off, his Wound 
digeſted, and he was ſoon after cured. 
his I have ſeen often in ſome of the Duntirkers at 
Sea, who drank extraordinarily, and were full of Drink 
at the Time of their Sea-fights. I could ſcarce ever 
cure any of them without allowing them Wine; and 
thereby their Spirits were kept up, and I had the Li- 
berty to bleed them as I thought fit. When theſe kind 
of People eat as plentifully as they drink, they then up- 
on a ſudden Change of Diet labour under a Crapula, and 
are ſubject to Fainting, or have Cholick, Pyſuria, &c. 
and if the Wound happen in the Abdomen, it gives a 
Suſpicion (ro thoſe that are not well skilled in the 
Symptoms of Wounds) to think that it ariſeth from the 
Penetration of the Wound, when there is no ſuch 
Thing; and ſo by the Perſeverance in thoſe Rules the 
Patient ſuffers. | 
It has been a common Saying, A Hair of the ſame 
Dog, and thought that Brandy-wine is a common Re- 
lief to ſuch. What then muſt become of ſuch a one, 
after hard drinking for many Months together, it he 
chance in heat of Drink to be wounded, and from that 
Time his Chirurgeon condemn him to Ptiſan for a 
Week together, nay two Days? Will he not faint and 
languiſh, and his Wounds become indigeſted and in- 
flamed ? You may laugh at my pleading for them; 
but I hope you will conſider I am a Water-drinker 
the while. | WP |

ſort you have ſufficient Examples in the Decoct um trau- 
mnaticum of the Pharmacop. Lond. Their principal Uſe 
is in Wounds of the Thorax and Aldomen; yet they 
are trequently preſcribed in all great Wounds. Some- 
times fo, if the Diſeaſe run out to a Length, we add 
Guaiacum, Sarſa, and Scorbutical Medicines. There 
are likewiſe Powders made of Crabs-cyes, Coral, Nut- 
meg, &c. and Electuaries of ſome of the aforcſaid Roots 
and Herbs beaten up with theſe Powders. 

The particular Regimen is, in preſerving the natural 
Heat and Tone of the Parts, withour which we can 
hope for no Unzon. For the better underſtauding here- 
of, I muſt put you in Mind, that there is not any Part 
of our Body admits of a Solution of Continuity with- 
out Pain. Every Scratch in the Skin, and lirtle Cur 
in the Finger, is pamtul; much more are the deeper 
Wounds in the Fleſh. This Pain ſtirs up a Heat fer- 
menting in the ſerous Part of the Blood, which readily 
makes way to the Wound ; and, if not timely prevent- 
ed, diſtendeth and raiſeth the Part into a Tumour with 
Inflammation. It this happens in a full Body, or one 
of an ul Habit, where the Blood is ſerous, and more 
apt to ferment, the Mitchief is the greater. And if 
the Wound be in a declining Part, as the Legs, the In- 
flux of Humours is more abundant ; and the Member 
through its Weaknefs not being able to atlimilate, nor 
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yet expel them, is the Cauſe that Crudities do heap 
upon the lower Parts, and make an Oedematous Tu-

ous Ways, and fo the Cure is rendred much more dit- 
ficult. Theſe Kind of Wounds are not fo often ſeen 
in Times of Peace, but in the Wars they are frequent, 
eſpecially when the Horſe-Men fall in amongſt rhe In- 
tantry, and cruelly hack them ; rhe poor Soldiers the 
while ſheltering their Heads with their Arms, fome- 
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time with the one, then the other, until they be 


both moſt cruelly mangled : And yer the Head tarcth 


little the better the while for their Defence, many of 
them not eſcaping with leſs than two or three Wounds 
through the Scull to the Membranes, and often into the 
Brain. And if the Man fly, and the Enemy purſue, 
his hinder Parts meet with great M ounds, as over the 
Thighs, Back, Shoulders, and Neck. Mr. Sauaer ſor, 
now one of the Chirurgeons of St. Bariho/omew's Ho- 
ſpital, was once with me, aſſiſting in the cretiing ſuch. 
At Sterling in Scotland, Mr. Johm Chaſe, Apothecary to 
his Majeity, helped me in the like Work. One of the 
Soldiers had ſuch a Gaſh thwart the Nape of his Neck, 
that it was a Wonder to us he lived. His Waund was 
full of Maggots ; and fo were thoſe of all the reſt that 
were inflicted on the hinder Parts, they having been 
tome Days undreſs'd. | 

In order to the Cure of theſe Wounds, you are in 
the firſt Place to cleanſe them, and then to endeavour 


the bringing of the Lips together by the Incarnative 
Suture, aking ſo many Stitches as may retain them 
together. And if you doubt this Way not ſufficient, 


you may then, as in a Hair-Lip, paſs Needles or Pins 
through the Lips of the Wound, with little Plates of 
Lead to ſecure them from tearing. But it the Wound 
be ſo deep, as you ſuſpect its incarning in the Bottom, 
you muſt leave a declining Orifice for the Diſcharge 
of Matter. If the Wound hath lain long undreſſed, or 
were not ſtitched at the firſt Dreſſing, and be now fo 
contracted and ſtubborn, that the Lips ot it will not be 
brought near ane another; you mult then foment them 
warm with ſome lenient Decoction, ex fol. & rad. al- 
thee, maive, viol. ſem. lini, &c. or with new Milk;

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Sdme Years ſince a yours Gentleman was wounded Of a doubls

in a Finger's Breadth of the Spine, with a redoubled 
Thruſt. He was carried to a French Chiru 's 
Houle, and dreſſed by him. The third Day after, J was 
tetch'd, and faw the Wound inftamed and undigeſted, 
likewiſe rhe Orifice over-ſtretch'd by rhe extraordinary 
Bulk of the Tem. I adviſed rhe Dreſſing it with one 


lefler, and armed with a Digeſtive, alſo Embrocarions, 


Sc. as aboveſaid. But it was in vain. This Pretender 
creſled the Wound with a Tent proportionable to the 
former, anointed with ſome Unguent wherein was /arg. 
dracon. binding a Stupe over it. By this Way of Dreſ- 
{ing the Pain and Inflammation increaſmg, I was ferch'd 
gun two 1 after, and then made a Search; and 
teeling my Probe penetrating obliquely down d

ſuppoſing it an Approach of a Gangrene, I was fetch'd 


out of my Bed. Upon Sight of it, I found it only 
ſtain'd with the Saffron and Lupins, which were in the 
Cataplaſtn, and applied it again, leaving the Patient bet- 
ter ſatisfied. But the next Morning I met another Chi- 
rurgeon of the foremention d Monſieur's Ac quaintance. 
We took off the Dreſſings, and ſaw the Wound digeſt- 
ing.

Yet notwithſtanding they would not enlarge that Open-

e ſhall begin with Hemorrhagia, as being incident 
to all Wounds more or leſs, and ſometimes the Cauſe 
of all other Accidents; wherefore I have treated pur- 
poſely of the Wounds of Veins and Arteries in a Chap- 
ter by itſelf; ſo I intend here only to ſpeak of it as it 
is made by ſome Authors the ſecond Intention. The 
way to ſtop the Bleeding, as it is common in all 
Wounds, is, by bringing the Lips of the Wound cloſe 
together by Suture, and by applying ſuch Medicaments 
to them, as have a drying and agglutinative Faculty; as 
Galen's Powder of Aloes Pj. thuris Pij. and Hares-fur, 
mixt with the White of an Egg, applied upon a 
Pledgit ; alſo a Plaſter of the ſame Reſtrictives, with 
Compreſs and Bandage. But if the Wound be ſuch, 
that you cannot bring the Lips of it rogether, apply 
the aforeſaid Powder upon Doffils. on the bleeding Ve!- 
ſels, and your Aſtringents next, with Compreſs and Ban- 
dage over all: Then place the Member in ſuch a Po- 


ſition, as may be for the Eaſe of the Patient. 


Lou ought to be ſpeedy in the mitigating Pain, for 
that nothing diſpiriteth your Patient more, nor maketh 
more Diſturbance in Wounds, the Humours flowing 
abundantly to the pained Part, whence enſueth great 
Inflammation and Tumour. Wherefore you muſt haſ- 
ren to ſuccour it by Anodynes; amongſt which Phle-

But 
if it continues after the Pain and Inflammation is re- 
moved, and hath Delirium or Syncope with it, there is 
eat Cauſe to doubt the Welfare of your Patient: 
Therefore haſten Revulſion by Venæſection of Veſica- 
tories, allo uſe Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, to looſen 
the Body; and preſcribe Juleps, Emulſions, Epithems, 
which, by refrigerating and contemperating the Hear, 
may relieve the Patient. The other Symptoms of Gan-

alſo let the Patient blood, by opening a Vein on the 
contrary Part, it his Strength will permit it, taking a 
little at a Time only for Revulſion. You ow uſe allo 
Cupping, Friction, and binding the remote Parts, for 
Derivation. i 

In Wounds of the Artery, dreſs not oftner than you 
needs muſt ; once in five or {ix Days may he ſufficient, 
whilſt there is Danger of Bleeding. Bur if you find the 
Blood hath made its Way through all the Dreſſings, 
and the Bleeding continues, take them off: And if you 
diſcover the Stitches broken, and the Lips of the Wound 
incapable of being ſtitched again; conlider whether the 
biking Artery may not be taken up and tied: If it 
may, do ſo. The Way of doing it you may ſee in the 
Chapter of Anenriſina, and in one of the following Ob- 
ſervations. Then proceed in the Cure by Sarcoricks, 
ec. But if the Artery lieth ſo deep that you cannot 
poſſibly come to make Deligarion on it, proceed by Ap- 
—— of Eſcarotic ks to the Veſſel, or by an actual 


Cautery. 


If by Eſcaroticks, then you ought to cleanſe the 
Wound of the clotted Blood, and dip your Doſſils in 
ſome ſuch like Powder; R bur. pulr. ij. aloes, gluti- 
vit ficc. aw. j. chalcanth. uft. zij. ar ſexici xv).

Apply theſe with Lint on the bleeding Artery, and over 
it, Doſſils of Lint dipt ix albrm. ov: cum pulv. Galen, 
and droſs up the Wound as aforeſaid. At your next

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dreſſing, leave the Eſcarotick ſticking on the Artery, 
and incarn as faſt as you can. For want of the above- 
ſaid Powders, take Vitriol powder'd and tied in a fine 
Rag, and apply it to the Artery with convenient Dreſ- 
{ings over it, as beforeſaid. | 
ut if after theſe your Endeavours the Artery yet con- Cautery. 

tinue to bleed, you muſt uſe the actual Cautery ; by 
which the Veſſel will ſhrink up at both Ends. You 
may convey the Cautery down to the Artery through a 
Canula: And that the Cautery may not burn through 
it, you may cover the outſide with a Plaiſter or R 
wet with the White of an Egg, &c.

I was confulred, and being inform'd of the Wound, 
and the Manner of Dreſſing, I deferr'd the opening of 
ir, and adviſed him to keep his Bed. He did fo, but 
complain'd then of 2 throbbing Pain in his Wound, and 
was very apprehenſive of its ding, looking himſelf 
often upon the Bandage, and alarm'a me by frequent 
Meſſages. The third Morning I met his Chirurgeon 
SS. E 2 Mere, 
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there, and looking upon his Leg, found the Bandage all 
bloody. We took off the Dreſſings, and faw the Blood 
freſh in the Rowlers ; but in taking off the Plaiſter, the 
Doſſils came out only foul'd with a bloody Sanies, as is 
uſual in like Wounds, after the filling them with ſuch 
Powders.

and ſwell'd; yet I had much ado to diſſuade the young 


Chirurgeon from dreſſing it again with Eſcaroticks, tho 
he ſaw the Accidents ariſing thereby. But at laſt I pre- 
vaild, and dreſsd the Wound with a Doſſil ſpread with 
the common Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum witel. ovi, 
{prinkled with pulv. Galeni, embrocating the Parts about 
with ol. rof. cum aceto, and applying emplaſt. e bolo over 
all, with good Bandage. By this way of Dreſſing he 
was eaſed, and the Wound at Liberty to diſcharge the 
Sloughs and Sanies which were made, and choaked in 
by the former Dreſſing. If it did not thus digeſt, yer I 
concluded that at the next Dreſſing it would be in our 
Power to lay open the Wound, and divide the Artery, 
without hurting the Nervous or Tendonous Bodies near 
it. But the next Day I found the Patient unſatisfied 
how his Wound could cure fo dreſs'd, without a Tent, 
and often murmuring that it would rankle; yet he con- 
tinud pretty eaſy, and did not bleed during thoſe three 
Days. The fourth Day at the Opening we found no 
Blood but what was mix'd with Matter, the Wound alſo 
look d well; yet I complicd with the Patient, and put 
in 2 ſhort Tent, ſpread with the Digeſtive as before. 
The third Day after we open'd it, and ſaw upon the 
Dreſſing, ſome t:cſh Blood follow'd by a thick white 
Matter, as from a Ph/zgmon. It proceeded from an 
Apoſtemation made by the Eſcaroticks. The Wound 
thus digeſting, I left of the Uſe of the Tent, and dreſs'd 


it with a Doſſil, and by good Embrocations, Compreſs, 


and Bandage, endeavour'd the preſſing out of the Mat- 
ter: Which according!y leſſen d each Dreſſing, but was 
not well digeſted, nor free from ſome ſmal! Tincture 
of Blood. But .this proceeded from his ill Habit of 
Body, he being highly Scorburical, and ſubject ro Faint- 
ing, Lois of Appetite, and pituitous Swellings on his 
Feet.

N Eve may be many ways wounded, viz. by Sciffion und; ef 
or Puncture. The former way * uſually he Nerves 
cut through, and then occaſion no new ſideration and Ten- 
in Chirurgery, becauſe they wholly ceaſe from Action, dons. 
and are irrecoverable: But when prick'd by a ſharp- 
pointed Weapon, which kind of Wound is call'd a Punc- 
ture, they are much to be regarded. So alſo Tendons : 
Not the ſmall Fibres of them, (which are in every 
Wound of the flethy Parts,) but the main Body of them, 
(which uſually make up either the Tail or Head of a 
Muſcle.) If you — know whether theſe are wound- 
ed or not, conſider the Place wounded, viz. Whether 
near the Joint in the Inſide of the Arm or Leg, or the 
End of the Muſcle, or in the Tendonous Parts of the 
Hand and Foot. 
The Symptoms are, great Pain and Inflammation, alſo Signs, 

a Contraction and Hardneſs in the Nerve or Tendon. 
Bur if the Nerve be quite divided, the Pain is little, only 
a kind of Stupor or Numbedneſs.

But we by a con- 
trary Way, as by a little Compreſs dipt in Water, endea- 
vour to reſtrain the flowing of the hot Serum to the 
Aperture; and we ſhould be laught at, if we continu'd 
that old Method of Dreſſing. At the Time we let Peo- 
ple Blood, they are commonly labouring under ſome 
great Fermentation, or apprehend it ſo : No wonder 
then if it ſometimes fall upon the Part, where it was 
invited by Bandage. I have been ſent for into the Coun- 
try to a Perſon, that after a letting Blood, was ſeized with 
| an Eryſpelas or bilious Inflammation the whole Length 
of the Arm. The Aperture in the Vein might poſſibly 
de the Cauſe; but that Place was not afflicted at all. 
Dr. Ringal complain d once of a Chirurgeon, who was 
ſo unconſcionable, as he ſaid, to ask five Pounds for 
Curing an Arm he had made fore by his letting Blood. 
Bur [ hope no Perſon is ſo ignorant or malicious, to 
impute ſuch Accidents to a Puncture of the Nerve or 
Tendon. 

For when they are really prick'd, their Symptoms (as 
you may read in all thoſe that have writ of them) are 
tudden, with vehement Pain, Faintings, Convultions, and 
attended with great Defluxions. They do not terminate 
preſently in Suppuration, but gleet, and will not yield 
to a {imple anodyne Cataplaſm of White-Bread and

Membrana adipoſa, then you ought to open the Skin, 
that the Medicaments may penetrate to the wounded 
Nerve or Tendon. Vour Medicaments proper in theſe 


Grievances ought to be ſuch as are of hot, dry, and 


ſubtle Parts, to conſume that ichorous Water which 
firſt affects them, and cauſeth the Putrefaction. In the 
Beginning uſe ol. roſ with a little Bay Salt, diſlolv'd and 
dropt into the Part ſcalding hot; upon which may be 
applied a Pledgit ſpread with baſilicon dipt in the ſame 
il, and the Part embrocated about cum ol. lumbric. 
and emplaſt. e bolo over it as a Defenſative. But if the 
Inflammation and Tumour be great, apply this Cata- 
plaſm : Ke farinæ hord. & fabar. an. iv. ſem. lini & 
fenugrec pult. an.

an. 5ij. Miſc. or oleum coſtinum, rutæ, ſabinæ, aneth. ſcor- 
pion, &c. Theſe are all proper Medicaments to dreſs 
them with; bur ol. ro/. and Salt have always ſerv'd my 
Purpoſe. | | 
In your Application of Medicaments, you muſt con- 
ſider what Degree of Heat and Siccity is proper for the 
offended Nerve or Tendon. If in your Uſe of theſe 
Medicaments your Patient feels not the Heat of them, 
or feels it vehementiy, they are not then rightly fitted, 
for in the former Cate they do not — 4 that 
Fanies; in the latter they do inflame the Part. If the 
Patient feel the Heat moderately, the Medicine is

A Lady was wounded down the whole Length of the 1. Ober- 
Forehead to the Noſe ; alſo tranſverſe the Left vation of 
Eye-brow to the Temporal Muſcle ; her Eye and Face Wounds in 
were alſo much bruiſed. It happen'd to her travelling the Fore- 
in a Hackney-Coach, upon the jetting whereof ſhe was — 
thrown out of the hinder Seat againſt a Bar of Iron in — 
the fore- part of the Coach. At the firſt Sight of the 
Wound in her Forehead, ng. 390 Bone bare, and her 
ſelf fo diſturbed, I doubred whether I ſhould ſtitch it, 
or keep it open with Doſſils; but ſeeing no Fiſſure or 
Inequality in the Bone; and conſidering the Deformity 
in that Place would be great, I brought the Lips of the 
Wound Ka hy A one _— and dreſs'd it 
wi arcoti olving, if an ptom prognoſti- 
| cated ill, to cut the Sutch, — hw fe — * but 
if there were none, then at the next Dreſſing to bring 
5 the Lips of the Wound ncarer by dry Stitches. On 
the Eye-brow I made four Stitches, at ſuch Diſtance as

O NE of our Mariners in Spain, fighting on ſhoar, 1.0 
was thruſt with a Rapier into the outlide of the vation of 4 


Arm, nigh the Biceps. A Chirurgeon in the Town ſee- 


ing him bleed much, ſtitch'd the Wound cloſe, and ap- 


plied his Reſtrictives, rowling up the Part well. After 
three or four Days, the Patient came aboard, and be- 
ing in Pain, deſir d me to dreſs him. The Arm being 
ſwell'd and inflam'd, I cut the Stitches open, and gave 
vent to a bloody Sames, after which follow'd a digeſ- 
ted Matter. Finding by Search with my Probe the 
Wound wanted little of paſſing through, I embrocated 
and dreſs'd it up with a ſhort Tent arm'd with my com- 
mon Digeſtive, and endeavour'd by out Bandage to 
cure it. But it not yielding thereto, I paſſed a Seton- 
Needle through, diſcharging the Matter downward ; and 
after that Apertion was digeſted, I dilated it, and kept 
a Tent there a few Days, during which, the upper Part 


of the Wound heal'd up; and the Wound below di- 


geſting well, and the Matter daily leſſening, I alſo heal'd 
that up. This I inſert, to ſhew you that ſuch Wounds 
ought not to be ſtirch'd, but dreſs'd up with Aftrin- 
gents, Compreſs and Bandage; for fo theſe Wounds in 
a good Habit of Body, wh Compreſs and Bandage, 
do frequently agglutinate in a few Days; whereas dreſs d

by Tents, they are of longer Continuance, and render d 


at laſt difficult of Cure. 
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While 1 was in the King's Service in the Time of 
War in the Weſt-Country, I was fetch'd to Captain M. 
who, in fighting in a Duel, was run through the Thigh 
with a broad Sword: I was alſo ſent for at the ſame 
Time to the other. I haſtily dreſs'd this Officer's Thigh 
with Pledgits ſpread with Sarcoticks, and ſome aſtrin- 

ent Powders, mix d with the Whites of Eggs, applying 
r over both the Orifices, and bringing the Lips of 
them cloſe, with Compreſs and Bandage, and ſo left 
him to be by his Servants put to Bed. From thence I 
went to dreſs the other, who had many little Wounds 
on his Fingers, Hands, and Head. At my Return, I 
viſited my former Patient, whom I found in his Bed 
with little Pain. The ſecond Day after, I attended 
him, and finding all in good Temper, without Pain or 
Swelling, I dreſs'd the Wounds as I had done before, 
there being good Signs that they would heal up by Ag- 


glutination; for there was little either of Matter, Pain,

or Swelling. If it had appear'd inflam'd with Tumour 
or Pain, I ought then to have dilated the Orifice moſt 
diſtemper'd ; and if they had both ſuffer'd, I might have 
kept them both open with ſmall ſhort Tents ſpread with 
the common Digeſtives, and have let him Blood, and 
2 as in a Body ill habited: But there was no 

feed, there only requir'd a quiet Poſition of the Part; 
which he ſubmitted to, and was happily cured in ſeven 
or eight Days. This was really peform'd by the Balſam 
of his Blood, I neither bleeding nor purging him in the 
Time of his Cure. 

A far Gentleman came from Rocheſter wounded in 
the Thigh with a Tuck. It was much inflam'd, by rea- 
ſon of the Tent in it, which was very long ; his youn 
Chirurgeon ſuppoſing the Wound could not be cured, 
unleſs the Tent reach'd to the Bottom of it. I threw 
out the Tent, and dreſs'd the Wound with a Pledgir 
of wngueut. baſilic. embrocated it with ol. reſ and ap- 
plied empl. e bolo, then let him blood.

And what could the Chirurgeon have 
advantaged the Cure by keeping ſuch little Wounds 
open, ſuppoſmg Blood had been extravaſated, which is 
the common Pretence ?

The Sutures divide the Bones of the Cra- 
nium, by which one Part of it may be preſery'd entire, 
while the other is broken, which otherwiſe would be in ha- 
zard. Theſe Sutures are weak in reſiſting Blows, and 
berween them Matter may be unhappily retain'd, and 
cauſe a Caries, and ſooner work through to the Dure 
Mater than in other Parts of the Scull. It is neceſſary 
to know them well, leſt, as Hippocrates gives good Cau- 
tion, you take them for Fiſſures. The way of — 
them is, by one String from Ear to Ear, an 
another from the Noſe to the Crown of the Head. 
The former of theſe will ſhew you the Coronal Suture, 
the ſecond the Sagittal, which uſually begins at that 
Point where theſe Lines interſect, being the Part where 
we make Fontanels, and reacheth to the Crown of the 
Head, and joineth with the Lambdoides. Sometimes it 
beginneth quite at the Noſe. The Lambdoides ariſeth at 
the End of the Sagitral, and forked down the two 
Sides of the Occipur.

in. Which Concuſſions if they be of the leſſer Sort, 
wherein no Veſſel is broken, or Blood extravaſated, ſo 
that the Perſon is only ſtunned, he ſoon recovers. But 


if of the greater Sort, with Rupture of the Veſlels, and 


Extravaſation of Blood, they produce Stupores, Verti- 
gines, Deliria, and many the like Symptoms, and are 
_—_ whit as dangerous, nay often more dangerous than 
Fractures themſelves. 

2. Contuſions, when great, do uſually produce a Fiſ- 
ſure or Crack of the Scull, either in the ſame Part where 
the Blow was inflicted, and then it is called Fifſura ; 
or in the contrary Part, in which Caſe it obtaineth the 
Name of aer ge Theſe Fiſſures are through both 
Tables of the Scull, or one only. If one only, then 
either outward or inward, the other Lamina remaining 
whole.

Contuſions are conſiderable whether they be with a 
Wound or nor. Thoſe without a Wound are for the 
moſt Part accompanied with great Concuſſions, and 
ſometimes Fiſſure and Fracture, or Depreſſion of one 
or both Tables: In which Caſe the ſpongy medullary In- 
terval that interceeds between the two Tables is fre- 
quently broken into its minute Fibres, and ſqueezed to- 
gether. Hereupon Extravaſation of Blood followeth, and 
other Accidents that will be taken Notice of in the Prog- 
noſticks, and in the Obſervations. | | 

4. Next to theſe are Contuſions with Wounds, which 
are generally attended with Fracture, properly ſo call'd, 
where a Piece is wholly divided from the reſt of the 
Scull. This Fracture ſometimes conſiſteth of many 
Pieces, ſome whereof are depreſs'd upon the Mem- 
branes, yea, into the Brain itſelf, while others lie en- 
tangled in the Fleſh. 

5. Next to theſe are Wounds made by any ſharp 
Weapon, which, according to the Force, cutteth into 
the e many Ways, which Cuts are call'd Sedes, and 
are reckon'd amongſt the Fractures; and ſo thoſe made 
by Pole-Axe, Halberd, and ſuch obtuſe heavy Weapons, 
may juſtly be rerm'd.

6. Out of theſe proceed ſeveral Species of com- 
und Fractures; as the Ecpieſma, Camaroſis, Eccope, 
Kc. which every Man's Experience will ſuggeſt to him. 
Celſus, in his eighth Book and fourth Chapter, ad- 
viſes, when you are call'd to a Patient in ſuch Caſes 
as above-mention'd, to enquire whether he was ſtun- 
ned or fell down with the Blow, or vomited preſently 
afrer. You are alſo to enquire how he was hurt, whe- 
ther by Blow or Fall. For from the Force of the Wea- 
pon, and Manner of the Fall, you may ſhrewdly gueſs 
at the Caſe. You are alſo to conſider the Tumour, 
whether it be great or ſmall. If there be a Wound, 
nothing is more ſure than your Finger to diſcover the 
Fracture. If you feel any Aſperity, if it be not a Su- 
ture, you may be {ure it is a Fiſſure or Fracture. But 
ſuppoling there be neither Wound nor Tumour, yet if 
the Patient ſuffer under a Pally in any Part, or lie ſtu- 
pified or raving, it is moſt certain the Membranes of 
the Brain are oppreſs d. And if the Hair lie cut in the 
Wound, you may ſuppoſe the Crazium hurt, it being no 
ſmall Force can divide Hair in that Place. The hold- 
ing a Thread between the Teeth, or biting a Cruſt, is 
mention'd by Authors, as a Way to find out a Fracture:

the Ferment in the Blood, by frequent Draughts of 
Emulſions, & The external Applications are much 
the ſame as have been — by ſhaving off the 
Hair, and embrocating the Head and Neck cum ol. rof. 
myrtill. album. ovor. aceto, and applying Cataplaſms, 
as abovelaid, decocted in Red Wine or Oxycrate. After 
ſome Days, when the Symptoms are remitted, apply 
_ Vigonis ad contuſiones, or this following, which is

Bur in Caſe the Concuſſion do not ceaſe by the preſcri- 
bed Remedies, then lay open the ſuſpected Part, and 
proceed as hereafter ſhall be ſhewed. 

In t Contuſions without a Wound, if the Tu- 
mour be large, feel pappy and increaſe, notwithſtanding 
your Application of Refrigerants; you may ſuſpect the 
Quantity of Serum, railing the Tumour, to proceed 
from within, through ſome Fiſſure in Crazio. In which 
Caſe (having conſider'd the Symptoms) make Inciſion 
into the Tumour proportionably. And if you feel no 
Part of the Crazium bare or depreſs'd, dreſs it up with 
Digeſtives, and make your Applications over it of ſuch 
Medicaments, as have been preſcribed in the former 
Contuſions. And if thereupon the Tumour do flat, and 
the Wound digeſt, proc in the Cure accordingly. 
Bur if there — or other ill Symptoms of in- 
ternal Parts hurt, lay the Hairy Scalp more open, and 
make Way for farther Inſpection. 

In the of Wounds of the Head, if they be made 
by a Rapier dividing the Scalp to the Cranium, nay, 
though it cut the Scull, if there be no Symptom of an 
internal Hurt, the Lips of the Wound ought to be 
brought cloſe together, and healed by Agglutination 
The Stitching of theſe Wounds is objected againſt by 
ſome, leſt Matter ſhould be thereby pent in, and foul 
the Bone. Burt if you can ſatisfy yourſelf that the 

ood to be healed, the Work is 1 
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if done judiciouſly. Abroad in Spain I have ſeen them 
as commonly ſtitch'd, as other inciled Wounds; and in 
the Wars we ſtitch'd them ſucceſsfully ; and here in 
Town I have ſtitch'd up great Wounds of the Hai 
Scalp. However, you ought not to crowd theſe Wounds 
wich Doſſils; for thereby you may raiſe a Fever, and 
rolong the Cure. Therefore, having clipt away the 
Hair, reſs the Wound cum. pulv. Galen. & empl. e 
bolo, or fore Defenſative, with Compreſs and Bandage, 
bringing the Lips cloſe together ; and afterwards let the 
Patient Blood, if he did not bleed ſufhciently at the 
Wound : and the Day following adminiſter a Clyſter, 
if the Body require it. Ar the next dreſſing, embro- 
cate the Parts about cum ol. roſ. &c. and dreſs the 
Wound with /iniment. Arcei upon Pledgits, and ig will 
ſoon cure. Bur if the Lips of the Wound wers not 
refain'd cloſe together at the firſt Dreſſings, it may be 
neceſſary to dreſs it with Digeſtives ex zerebinth. &c. + 
embrocating the Parts about, and apply Plaiſters ac- 
cordingly. Thus, ina few Days, all theſe inciſed Wounds 
may be cured. 

One Smith, ſometime a Tanner in Cheſter, was after- Obſervar. 
wards a Captain of a Company of Dragoons, which he of an inci- 
pick'd up in Haſte, to diſturb us in our Retreat from ſed Wound 
the Battle of Worceſter. He was wounded by ſome of #ranfver/e 
our Soldiers tranſverſe the Right Temporal Muſcle, and % Tempo- 
was bleeding almoſt to Death, when I was brought to Ae. 
his Quarters. I ſtitch d his Wound, taking the Artery 
up with the Lips, and, for want of other Remedies,

an Egg, applying over it a Compreſs preſs'd out of Vine- 
gar, . A on, Soon Bandage. F The third Day after, I 
took off the Dreſſings, and found the Lips near agglu- 
tinared. I being then better 2 by an Apothe- 
cup from Warrington, ſprinkled the Lips of the Wound 
with pulv. thuris & ſang. dracon. and applied a Pledgit 
ſpread with liniment. Arcei, and over it empl. diachal- 
cit. The ſecond Day after, I cut the Stitches, and ap- 
plied Epuloticks; and afterward by a Dreſſing or two 
more, cured him. I am ſure he was well of his Wound 
— he had recruited his Spirits he loſt with his 
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In Wounds of the Head, which you cannot cure by 
the firſt Intention; as where they are inflicted by a Wea- 
— with an obtuſe Edge, or where there is Loſs ot 

ubſtance, as Part of the Lips torn off, there you muſt 
digeſt; and to that Purpoſe the common Digeſtive ex 
rerebinth. cum vitell. oui, & farin. hord. is proper. It 
may afterwards ſerve for a Deterſive, if you add mel. 
com. aut 8 ireos, ſarcocol. &c. With a farther 
Addition of Myrrh and Aloes, it is a good Sarcotick. 
Or you may incarn with ſiniment. Arcei, which was by 
him deſigu d for Wounds of the Head.

If in the incarning the Wound the Fleſh grow luxuri- 
ous, touch it with a Vitriol Stone, and it will deterge, 
and diſpoſe it to cicatrize ; which you may then com- 
pleat with Pledgits of Lint preſs d out of ſpir. vini, 49. 
calcis, &c. | 

In Wounds: made by Contuſion, where the Cranium 
is a little naked, you ought not preſently to crowd in 
Doſſils; for if — contuſed Fleſh be well digeſted, 
the Bone will incarn underneath with the Wound with- 


out much Difficulty. In thoſe of the worſt Habit of 


Body I have happily incarn'd, by keeping the Orifice a 
little open by a ſmall Doſſil preſſed out of ſpir. vini, and 


_ defending the Parts about from Fluxion by Medica- 


ments and Bandage, as hath been ſhewed in ſuch Caſes. 
Take Care that the Matter be not ſhut in by your Dreſ- 
ſings; for thereby the Wound may be made more hol- 
low, and the Cure prolong'd. To prevent which, I 
have been ſometimes neceſſitated to apply a Compreſs 
round, leaving a Hole in the Middle of it, for the Diſ- 
charge of Matter, whilſt the Parts about incarn'd by 
Compreſſion. 5 

But if the Wound be with ſo great Contuſion, that 
it caſts off a Slough, and leaves the Cranium much na- 
ked; though it be not touFd either by the Matter or 
Air, yet it will then be neceſſary to raſp it: for the Bone 
is naturally ſmooth and ſlippery, as if it were _ 

an 
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and Fleſh difficultly groweth upon ir. Wherefore, to 
haſten the Cure, you ought, by the Authority of Galex, 
and the moſt practical Men, to raſp the Bone thin, till 
you ſee the Blood ready to come out of it; the Bone 
will thereby be the ſooner ſupplied with Materials for 
Generation of Fleſh. But if your Patient will not ad- 
mit of Raſpatories, then you ought to keep your Doſ- 
{ils cloſe to the Lips of the Wound, and make your Ex- 
foliation from the Edges, that the ſound Part may thruſt 
off the rotten Bone. For neither Crabs Eyes, nor any 
Medicine inwardly preſcrib'd, or Wine — ap- 
plied with Lint, or other Medicaments to the Middle 
of a Bone, will ſignify any thing to the Exfoliation of it: 
Nay, the while you are fo trifling, the Matter from the 
Edges will rot the Bone underneath, and in Continu- 
ance pierce through the firſt Table, and run don be- 
tween the two Tables, thereby doing much Miſchief, 
and ſo will put you upon the Uſe of the Terebra. After 
the Bone is ſcrap'd, you may dreſs them with Pledgits 
dipt in liniment. Arcei hot. If it require Digeſtion other- 
wiſe, apply them preſs'd out of bir. vini, either ſimply, 
or ſuch wherein hath been infus d pulv. radic. ireot, 
* ucedan, &c. 

t in a Wound of the Head made by a Sword, the 
Scull be cut ſlanting off, or into the ſecond Table, it 
there be no Symptoms of Concuſſion, you ought not 
to lay open the Wound to ſet on a Terebra, but cleanſe 
and dreſs it up with a proportionable Doſſil preſs d out 
of * vini, and digeſt the Lips of the Wound as above- 
ſaid, and attend the Exfoliation; then heal it. Some 
Authors have adviſed the Raſping of theſe Bones; but 
in this Caſe it is needleſs: for if the Bone be dreſs d as 
I have ſaid, the Fleſh will ſoon ariſe in that Cur of the 
Bone, and make Exfoliation of what is neceſlary, and 
incarn it, without your farther Trouble.

Fallopius tells us, that where the Craniam is contuſed, 
certain Spots will appear Red, not unlike thoſe White 
ones which are uſual in the Nails of the Fingers ; but 
after the third Day the Blood exhales, and that Redneſs 
ceaſeth. If by the Emplaſter you diſcover the Fiſſure, 
or that the Bone contuſes, you are to raſp the contuſed 
Part the whole length: To which Purpoſe, you ought 
to be furniſh'd with various Sorts of Raſpatories. Whilſt 
you are working with them, the Lips of the Wound 
ought to be cover'd with ſome ſoft Linnen, that you 
neither hurt them, nor yet the Air offend them. Some- 
times very ſmall Fiſſures, how inconſiderable ſoever 
they may ſeem, are the Cauſe of the Patient's Death; 


there being often found extravaſated Blood upon the

But in this 
you are to be guided by your Eye. If there be Series 
or Putrefaction, mel. roſ. ſpir. vini; and higher Deter- 
gents may be uſed, accordingly as the Putrefaction is 
d or leſs. If there be m_ — — or 
that you fear bleeding, that of Ceiſus may be proper: 
But if the Blood be recent, and exceed not in Quan- 
tity, it poſſibly happen'd from ſome Scratch of your 
Trepan, or ſome little Aſperity of the inner Table. If 
there be neither of theſe, but the Membrane freſh, and 
of its natural Colour, then you are not to grieve that 
Membrane, now expos'd to the Air, with Detergents, 
nor by the Acrimony of Vinegar: For if ſhall by 
ſcratching of the Membrane make it bloody, and then 
dreſs it with either acetum, or mel. roſ. ſpir. vini, &c.

Bur 
you muſt take care that you do not uſe Digeſtives un- 
ſeaſonably, for thereby you may relax Parts.

Some 
Authors have limited us a Time to dreſs with this or 
that Medicament; wiz. to uſe Digeſtives to the fourth 
Day, from that Time to deterge to the ſeventh, and to 
incarn to the fourteenth Day. But herein you muſt 
make uſe of your own Judgment, perſiſting to cheriſh 
the Native Heat. If the Wound penetrates to the Dura 
Mater, you muſt conſider the Force of the Weapon, 
and make haſte to relieve the Parts under the Crazium.

t ſometimes ha in great Concuſſions, that we 
lay the hai alp ; and though we diſcover nei- 
ther Fiſſure nor Fracture, yet we perforate the Cranium 


to relieve the Patient: But if notwithſtanding, the Sym- 
ptoms of Coma or Paralyſis do not remit, * may 
threwdly ſuſpect the Extravaſation of Blood lieth deeper. 

For it ſometimes happeneth in Concuſſions, that the 
extravaſated Blood lieth between the Dara and Pia Ma- 

ter, and otherwhile amongſt the Ventricles of the Brain. 

In which Caſes, if the Perforation of the Cranizm re- 

lieve them not, you muſt make Apertion through the 

Dura Mater; and if the Blood lie between it and the 

Pia Mater, it may wy be diſcharg d. How that is 

. to be dreſs d, I ſhall ſhew you preſently : But for the 
moſt part, the long Retention of Matter ſphacelates the 
Brain; and as the Patient ſuffer d from Beginning

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I took off Dreſſings, and viewing well the bare Bone, I 
found neither Depreſſion nor Fiſlure. I was deceiv'd

The next 
Day I return'd, and finding the Patient raving as I had 
left him, I ſuppoſing his Diſtemper proceeded from an 
Inflammation of the Membranes of the Brain, and that 
Venæſection only he was to be reliev'd, I let him 
on the ſame Jugular as before, about 10 Ounces, 

and ſo proceeded every Day or ſecond Day at leaſt, the 
Patient bearing it well, and ſeeming to be relievd. His 
Pulſe roſe upon it, and he ſlumber'd ſometimes, and 
took his Nouriſhment, which before he did not. About 
the ſeventeenth Day, I coming to Tottenham, met my 
Aſſiſtant going to London, who told me, that the Pa- 
tient was grown more ſenſible of his fractur d Thigh.

The Phyſicians and Chi- 
rurgeons viſited him no more after the firſt Dreſſing; 
but I retain'd the young Chirurgeon that had firſt dreſs'd 
his little Wound, he dwelling near the Patient. After 
three or four Days dreſſing, this Wound digeſted, and 
all the Symptoms went off. Upon which Conſideration 
Idiminiſh'd the Quantity of the ol. roſ. and increas d the 
Reſin; making good my Word in curing him with thoſe 
{imple Medicaments; I deterging and incarning as firm- 
ly and ſpeedily this Way as by = Sarcotick I ever us d. 
Wh e the Bones were caſting off, I cicatriz d the Lips 
as hath been ſet down in the preceding Obſervations.

Others I have been call'd to ſee open d, where there 
had preceded only a Contuſion of the Calvaria, without 
any Fiſſure, or more extravaſated Blood than is uſually 
ſeen in every opening or _ off the Cranium ; yet 
the Patient lay, as I am inform'd, under all thoſe Sym- 

of Delirium, Coma, &c. Then again, | have 
dreſs'd many that have been cut through the Scull, the Shi- 
vers of Bones lying paſh'd with rhe Fleſh and Hair upon 
the Dura Mater; yet the Patient hath been without any 
Symptom of ſuch a Wound: which, I ſuppoſe, hap- 
pg reaſon of the Bones lying looſe upon the Mem- 
rane. 

At Sterling, Mr. Jobx Chace was preſent, when J 
Servant- Maid came to me to be drels'd of a Wound ſhe 
had receivd on her Head by a Musket-Shot, in the 
taking of Calender Houſe by the Enemy. There was a 
Fracture, with a Depreſſion of the Scull. I fer on a 
Trepan for the Elevation of the eſs'd Bone, and for 
Diſcharge of the Series. She had labour'd under this 
Fracture at leaſt a Weck, before ſhe came to me; _ 
had none of thoſe Symptoms aforemention d But - ag 

| er- 
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Perforation, and raiſing up this depreſs'd Bone, and dreſ- 
ſing her Wound, ſhe went her way, and came daily thi- 
ther to be dreſs'd, as if it had been only a ſimple Wound 
of the hairy Scalp. Mr. Penycute, an eminent Chirur- 
geon of that Nation, did aſſiſt me in this Work. I 
think the Brain itſelf was wounded. I left her in his 
Hands, who I ſuppoſe finiſh'd the Cure. 
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At the beating up of ſome of our Out- guards near O6ſerva- 


Truro, the Enemy purſuing them, a Trooper, wounded tien. 


between the Right Brow and Ear, eſpying me amongſt 
the Crowd, importuned me earneſtly ro dreſs him, and 
would admit of no Excuſe. We ſtopt at an Apothe- 
cary's Houſe on the Right Hand going out of the Town 
towards Periz. I call'd to the Apothecary's Servant to 
bring ſomewhat to dreſs him. Mean while I haſtily 
lifred up the bloody Hair, and ſaw a Quantity of the 
Brain lie among it. I tœok it up with my Fingers, and 
 ſhew'd it him; the Sight whereof ſo calm'd his Paſſion, 
that I had Liberty to fly from the Enemy, who was en- 
ter'd the Town. Here the Prognoſtick was certain, yet 
there appear'd none of thoſe cruel Symptoms which ac- 
company Concuſſions or leſſer Fiſſures. 


From Battles, and Sieges of Towns and Gariſons, we Manner of 
meet with many ſuch Wounds: In them we haſten our «reſſng the 
— to the Extraction of extraneous Bodies, by cutting Nrain. 
off t 


he ſhatter'd hairy Skin firſt, then pulling out what- 
ever was Carried within the Cranium. If this be well 
perform'd, we then dreſs up the Brain and Membranes 
with a Sindon of Silk or ſoft Linen, of a Bigneſs pro- 
portionable to the Wound, dipping it in a warm Digeſ- 
tive, ſuch as is proper for the wounded Membranes. 
For however Chirurgeons have propos'd to dreſs'd the 
Brain with one Kind of Medicament, and the Mem- 
branes with another; that is not poſſible ro be done: 
For if the Membranes or Meninzes ſhould be waſh'd 
with the ſame Medicament, and be offended by the 
Acrimony thereof, Inflammation, Fever, and Delirium, 
will the ſpeedilier follow. Therefore, in the Cure of 
theſe Wounds of the Brain, I conſider the Brain as an 
inſenſible Body, and that the dreſſing of them conſiſts 
in keeping it within its Membranes, and treating it as 
Wounds of the Membranes, with Lenients, Cc. If 
this can be done, as in ſmall Wounds of the Brain it

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doth ſometimes happen, (if the Fracture of the Scull 
hath not been very large) then the Patient may re- 
cover. | 

But if the Fracture in the Scull be large, and the 
Wound in the Brain proportionable, ſo that the Brain 
cannot be retain'd within them; then it corrupts by 
reaſon of the external Cold, and offends the 1 
by its putrid Acrimony, and is frequently che Cauſe of 
all the ill Accidents that attend them. The Patient 
ſometimes lives until that Lobe be conſum'd, or hath 
wrought itſelf forth; as for Inſtance: 


A Few Days before the Battle at Worcefter, while we 
were dreſſing the wounded Soldiers, one was brought

lar Inciſion, and permitted it to bleed awhile; then 
cleans'd it with a — preſs'd out of Vinegar, and 


fill'd it e dry Lint. After an Hour or two, the 


Bleeding being ſtopt, we open'd the Wound again, en- 
deavouring to get out the Bullet ; but it not yielding 


thereto, we ſet on a Trepan cloſe by it in a dependi 


Part, and gave Vent to a Quantity of Blood: then paſ- 
ſing in a Levator, we rais d up the Bullet, and pull'd out 
the depreſs'd Bones, with which there came away ſome 
Blood, and a little of the Brain. This being wiped 
away, there appcar'd a large Wound in the Dura Ma- 
ter. We dreſsd it with a Sindon dipt in ol. ro. & re- 
fa, and fill d up the Cavity with Doſſils of Lint. Ha- 
ving fo likewiſe dreſs'd up the trepann'd Bone, we ap- 
plied our Digeſtives to the Lips of the Wound, with 
empl. e bolo, and Bandage over all. Before we had 
dreis'd him up, he lifted up his Eyes, and ask d how he 
came amongſt us. Several other things he demanded 
of us. We causd him afterwards to be remov'd, and 
continu'd our Care of him. The Wound did digeſt, 


and ſomewhat of the Brain came away cach Day; yet 


his Speech continu d: But what became of him after our 
Defeat, do not know.

it driven with the hairy Scalp into the Brain. The Man 
fell down as dead, but after a while mov'd; and an 
Hour or two after, his Fellow-Soldier — him en- 
deavour to riſe, fetch d me to him. I pulFd out the 
Pieces of Bones and lacerated Fleſh from amongſt the 
Brain, in which they were entangld, and dreſs d him 
up with ſoft folded Linnen dipt in a Cephalick Balſam, 
and with Emplaſter and Bandage bound him up, ſuppo- 
I ſhould never dreſs him — more. Yer he livd 
17 Days; and the 15th Day walk d from that great Cor- 
ner-Fort over-againſt Portland, to the Bridge which ſe- 
rates Weymouth from Melcomb-Regis, only led by the 
and of ſome one of his Fellow-Soldiers. The 2d 
Day after, he fell into a Spaſinus, and died, howling like 
a Dog ; as molt of thoſe do, who have been fo wound- 
ed. About the ſame Time, a Maid-Servant was ſhot 
into the Right Side of her Head by a Musket-Bullet deep 
into the Brain.

Some of 
the Officers deſiring to know what it was, look'd in, 
and ſaw this Man ng by the Door without Eye, 
Face, Noſe, or Mouth. The Colonel ſent to me, (my 
Quarters being neareſt) to dreſs the Man. I went, but 
was ſomewhat troubled where to begin. The Door 
conſiſted of two Hatches ; the moſt was > | 
and the Man ſtood leaning u other Part of the 
Door which was ſhut. His Face, with his Eyes, Noſe, 
Mouth, and Forepart of the Jaws, with the Chin, was 
ſhot away, and the remaining Parts of them driven in. 
One Part of the Jaw hung down dy his Throat, and the 
other Part paſh'd into it. I ſaw the Brain working out 
underneath the lacerated * on both Sides, between

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his Ears and Brows. I could not ſee any Advantage he 
could have —_ Dreſſing. To have cut away the la- 
cerated Part » had been to expoſe the Brain to the 
Air: But I bay him to clear his Throat, where was 
remaining the Root of his Tongue. He ſeem'd to ap- 
prove of my Endeavours, and implor'd my Help by the 
Signs he made with his Hands. I ask'd him if he would 
drink, making a Sign by the holding up a Finger. He 

reſently did the like, and immediately atter held up both 

is Hands, expreſſing his Thirſt. A Soldier fetch'd ſome 
Milk, and brought a little wooden Diſh to pour ſome 
of it down his Throat ; but Part of it running on both 
Sides, he reach'd out his Hands to take the Diſh. They 

ave it him full of Milk. He held the Root of his 
ongue down with the one Hand, and with the other 
pour d it down his Throat, (carrying his Head back- 
ward,) and ſo got down more than a Quart. After 
that, I bound his Wounds up. The Dead were remov'd 


from thence to their Graves, and freſh Straw was fetch'd 


for him to lie upon, with an old Blanket to cover him. 
It was in the Summer. There we left that deplorable 
Creature to lodge ; and while we continu'd there, which 


was about ſix or ſeven Days, he was drels'd by ſome of 
- the Chirurgeons, with a Fomentation made of Vulne- 


rary Plants, with a little Brandy-Wine in it, and with 
Stupes of Tow dipt in our common Digeſtive. So we 


bound him up. 


I could tell you of many more wounded into the 


Brain; but I think theſe may ſerve to prove what I 
would demonſtrate, viz. That the Brain is of itſelf in- 


ſenſible ; that thoſe Symptoms which accompany theſe 
Wounds, proceed from the Pain which the Meninges, 
Dura and Pia Mater, ſuffer; which, if oppreſs'd by ex- 


travaſated Blood, or a Depreſſion of the Scull, do quick- 


ly ſuffer the greateſt Symptoms, as Vomiting, Stupor, 
aralyſis, &c. much more if they be prick'd by any 
Speel of a Bone, or other extraneous ſharp Body. When 


the Brain itſelf ouzeth out between them, in the man- 


ner already mention d; it is a mild, ſoft Subſtance, and 
lenient to them; ſo that the Accidents appear not till 
that begins to corrupt between them, and with it the 
Membranes themſelves putrity: Upon which there fol- 


jo Convuttions, Howlings, and a Diſpatch of the Pa- 


tient. 
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tient. From. which Obſervation may be ſeen the 


Folly of dreſſing theſe Wounds with powerful Deſicca- 
tives, which, ſo far as I could obſerve, did always hurt 
the Membranes, but never either digeſt or incarn the 
Brain. For, according to Hippocrates, non coaleſcet ; but, 
as it gets Liberty, works itſelf forth not unlike unto 
Barm. At Sea, thoſe wounded into the Brain die ſoon 
after; we having no Conveniency of lodging them. or 
a—_ them, ſo —— as they —— — che Eni 
my Employment did not permit me to ſee iſhi 
of. the Ga; and here, in my Practice in and abour 
the City, I never was call'd unto any ſo wounded, where 
there were any Hopes of Cure; therefore muſt leave 
that to others to treat of. But by what I have ſeen of 
them heretofore, their Cure conlifts, as I have already 
faid, \in drefling them as the Wounds of the Dura Ma- 
zer, and in keeping the Brain within its Membranes ; 
without which no Incarnation can be made on the

ters frequently riſe about them, alſo the Matter is of a 
fœtid Smell. In this Condition the Wound is common- 


ly the firſt Day, and ſo to the Seventh; and, if not ſuc- 
cour'd, it gangrenes, and ſo the Patient commonly dies. 
If in thoſe Days the Learned were thus deceiv'd by their 
Aſpect, and dreſs'd them as venomous Wounds; it can 
be no marvel that they ſhould write ſo of them; I ve- 


rily believing, that in their way of Treating them they 


were directly as poiſon'd Wounds, difficult to digeſt and 
cure. 
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In theſe our later Times, although they do not call Errors in 
them venomous, yet is it a difficult Thing to diſſuade «re/mg 
many of our Chirurgeons from dreſſing theſe Wounds GCun-Sbot 
with Tinctures of Myrrh and Honey of Roſes, and Wownd.. 


thruſting in of great Tents : By which way of Dreſſing 
have ſeen theſe Wounds undigeſted the tenth Day; 
one whereof was in the Cheek, with dry and flaggy Lips. 
Theſe leſſer fleſhy Wounds being undigeſted, at laſt 


gangrene: and in Truth it is not to be wonder'd at. [ 
will undertake to ſhew you the Experiment every Day, 


and that in a Fontanel or Iſſue made by a Cauſtick. Cut 


you through this livid or black Eſcar, and pur in a Pea 


in the Middle of it, with Tincture of Myrrh and Honey 


of Roſes, as I have ſcen ſome of them dreſs Gun-Shor 


Wounds, and the next two or three Days after, when 
you dreſs it again, it will be to your Sight not unlike a 


Gun- Shot Wound: Continue your Dreiling with a Pea, 


and with your Tincture of Myrrh; and if it do not gan- 


grene, yet it will be inflam'd, and flow in Digeſtion. 


And this is from the improper Application in the dreſ- 


ſing it. For if you dreſs' d this Eſchar in the Fontanel 


with Emollients and Digeſtives, as you ought to do, the 
Eſcar would ſeparate with Digeſtion in the worſt Habit 
of Body: and fo it will in Gun-Shot Wounds with little 
Diſtemper or Difficulty, if you have rimely extracted the 
extraneous Bodies. Bur the Ignorance in ſome, and rhe 
Diſcontinuance of others, in this Kind of Chirurgery, 
hath occaſion d theic Errors. | 
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OZſervati- Thus at our entering into Worceſter, when the King

came out of Scotland, with an Army of that valiant Peo- 
ple, a Townſman was ſhot. The Piſtol being fired by 
the Cheek, ſhort him through his lower Jaw and Tongue, 
and out at the contrary Cheek. The Chirurgeon of the 
Town, upon Sight of it, concluded it gangren'd from 
the black Colour, and declin'd the Dreſſing it the Way 
he rationally ought : Upon which the Part grew exceed- 
ing painful, ſwell d and inflam'd , it alſo gleeted much. 
After two Days I was conſulted, and by lenient Medi- 
caments, and good Bandage keeping up the fractur'd 
Jaw, I aſſwag' d the Pain, and y'. Nor the Wound, 

S ſame Chirurgeon's Hands, who cured it. 
In this Perſon the Wound was burnt by the Flame, the 
very Powder ſticking in ſome Parts of his Cheek. This, 
with the Putrefaction, occaſion d by the hot Weather, 
and the improper Applications, contributed to our Bro- 
ther Chirurgeon's Apprehenſion. It is this ugly Aſpect 
that puts the inconſiderate Chirurgeon out of his Me- 
thod, and ſo renders Gun-Shot more difficult of Cure 


than otherwiſe it would be. For if ſuch Wounds were 


rationally dreſsd, they would digeſt and heal as caſily as 


any complicated Weund. What I have ſaid of Gun- 


Shot, happcneth at Sea frequently by Splinter, which, 
though ir may have loſt its Force ro make a Wound, yer 
it ſometimes bruiſeth the Skin to the Fleſh fo forcibly as 
to extinguiſh the natural Heat, and to make it black: It 
this be dreſs'd as a Gangrene with ſpir. vini and unguent. 
ZEgyptiac. or lapp'd up with a warm Stupe, the Eſcar 
will grow dry and parch'd, and the Humours which flow 
plentifully to it, will cauſe an Inflammation with Tumour, 
and an Apoitemarion is the beſt that can be expected 
underneath the Eſcar, and conſequently it will terminate 
in a hollow Ulcer ; but for the molt Part it corrupts 
and gangrenes. Whereas if this contuſed Eſcar were 
drels'd with Lenients, according to that Aphoriſm of 
Hippocrates, Omne quod contuſum, &c. and the Parts 
about embrocated with ol. ro/. cum album. ovor. & aceto, 
and a Detenſative applied over all to prevent Defluxion, 
the Eicar would ſeparate as eaſily as thoſe made in Fon- 
tanels by Caultick, and afterward incarn and Cicatrize 
with much Eaſe to the Patient.

X17 Ounds made by Gun-ſhot are the moſt complicate 
| Sort of Wounds that can be inflicted: For they 


are not only Solution of Coatinuity, bur have joined 


with them Contuſion, Arrrition, and Dilaceration, in a 
high and vehement Kind. To this we add all Sorts of 
Fractures and Accidents, as Hemorrhagia, Inflammation, 
Eryſipelas, Gangrene, and Sphacelus; beſides the extra- 
neous Bodies which are violently carried into the Wound, 
and multiply [ndications. The Number of the Indica- 
tions in compound Affections muſt anſwer to the Variety 


of Diſturbances. Were it a ſimple Wound, the Cure Compeand 
of ir would preſently be performed (as you have read Intentions. 


in the preceding Treatiſe of Simple Wounds) per aftrin- 
gentia & exſiccantia, ſuch Medicaments as are of an 
ingent and drying uality. The Cure of a Wound 
of it.

and then be careful, that in the reſtraining the Bleed- 
ing, you bring not on a Mortification by your crowd- 
ing in Doſſils.

Vet if the Wound be near a Joint, or the Shot 


amongſt the Tendons, tis much ro be feared the Pain 


will not ceaſe, and confequently the Wound will not 
digeſt. In which Cafe the Omiſſion of drawing out the 
Bullet may bring a Mortification. It hath the 

Cauſe of the Death of many à brave Soldier, and is the 
Ground of all the Miſchiefs theſe Wounds are ſubject to, 
as Pain, Inflammation, Spaſm, Convulſion, Gangrene, 
Sphacelus; what not? Every Battle producing I ces 
of it, to the Diſcredit of our Profeſſion. Therefore to 
prevent the Increaſe of ſuch Accidents, neglect not to 
make Extraction of it one Way or other. 
hut if the Buller be lodged in a leſs noble Part, as in the 
Muſculous Fleſh, you may with more Safety content 


yourſelf until the Seventh Day, or till the Fierceneſs of 


the Accidents be over, and Wound di 
withal it will require more Care, ſor the

And altho' he had many other 
conſiderable Wounds upon him to make a Derivation, 
yet was his Gun-ſhot more vexarious than all the reſt, 
until I extracted the Bullet, and Rags carried in with it : 
Yer this was but a Piſtol-Buller. But after I had drawn 
it out, my Digeſtion became good: And by equal 
Bandage, with gentle Compreſſion of the Parts, I united 
and healed it in ten or twelve Days, which I doubt 
would not have been cured in three Months.

And ſo another being wounded 
in the Our-!tde of the Arm, I have cut out the Buller 
below the Scapula. If the Bullet hath not lain in ſo long 

(as in ſome of theſe Caſes) that rhe Parts are extremely 
pained with Inflammation and "Tumour, the Pain

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' A common Soldier, ſhot in the Breaſt' through the 
Sternon, lay roaring very grievouſſy, complaining of a 


Pain in his Back. I was fetch'd to him, and 


turning 
him on his Side, I ſaw the Bullet lie like a ſmall Wen or 
Scrophula, thruſting out under the Skin not far from the 


Spine. I made Inciſion over it, according to the Length 


of the Part, and thruſt out the Bullet as eaſily as I could 
deſire. Then I drefled it with Digeſtives, the Soldier 


ceaſed his Crying, and acknowledged before us his Pain 


was from the Bullet in the Skin. For indeed the Lungs, 
and other internal Parts, are ſeldom fo ſenſible of Pain, 
though wounded through. | 

An Inſtance whereof I ſaw in one run through thet 
with a Rapier. He complained of no other Pain than 
that external one in his Back, where the Sword ed 
out. Some time after this being cured, he died of ano- 
ther Diſeaſe. I opened him, and ſaw his Lungs found, 
and that the Pain of his Back proceeded from the Edge 
of the Rib, which had been cut by the Sword's paſſing 
out. The Lungs diſcover their Hurt by other Symptoms. 
The common ier died, as moſt do that are ſhot thro” 
the Lungs. | 
If in your ſearching for the Bullet you light on the 
Part, tho' there be no Extuberance or ought to be felt, 
yet his Pain there will be a good Sign of it. If no Acci- 
dents occaſioned that Pain, make your Way there by In- 
ciſion, avoiding the Veſſels, and take out the Shot, and 
what elſe offers itſelf. By this you do both quit the 
Part of its troubleſome Lodger, and withal e Way 
commodiouſly for Diſcharge of Matter; which, in re- 
gard moſt of theſe Wounds are finuous, (the Bullet 
turning aſide when it is hindered in its Journey for- 
ward,) for want of Diſcharge, might in thoſe Places 
occaſion Fiſtula's and hollow Ulcers, not without ill 
Quality. |

It lay. partly under the Os jugale or Cheek- 
bone. It was a Wonder to me how it came there; but 
I drew it out: And from that time, his Wound above 
and the Apoſtemations below cured.

And theſe are vehe- 

ment Pain, Inflammation, Er yſipelas, from whence 
Gangrenes and Sphaceli do frequently happen. Theſe 

' Inflamma- latter take their Beginning from Inflammation. There- 
tion. fore [ have elſewhere particularly treated of Inflamma- 
tion and Eryſipe/as, that you, ſeeing what it is, may in 

its Beginning prevent its Increaſe. It commonly pro- 


ceedeth in this Caſe, either from a very ill Habit of 


Body, or from the ill handling of theſe Wounds in the 
Beginning. | 

| The Remedy is, timely to prevent the Influx of Hu- 

Wound The firſt Way is, by Bleeding and Purging ; 

both which are directed you in the firſt Day's Work.

The ſecond Way is, by external Applications: If Pain 
be the Caule, you mult ſuccour it by Anodynes, which 


may mitigate and repreſs the Heat of the Part: of which 


you may have your Choice in the Chapters of Phlegmon 
and Eryſpelas in general; and in the firſt Chapter of the 
Treatiſe of Wounds, where we have particularly treated 
of Pains, and propoſed their Relief, & c. viz. in their 
Beginning with Retrigerants and Repellents, and in their 
State, by moderate Caletaction and Diſcutients, and 
afterwards by Concoction of the Matter ; to which 
Treatiſe I refer you. 
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The next and moſt cruel Symptom is Mortification of Gangrene. 


the Part, which very often attends great Inflammations; 
and is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpected, when they yicld not 
readiiy to Diſcutients or Suppuratives. In theſe Wounds, 
it happens moſt commonly thro' a Suffocation of the 
natural Heat of the Part, by reaſon of the great Con- 
courſe of Humours, or too refrigerating and repellent 
Applications in the Time of — which 
have enfeebled and hindred the Tranſitus of Spirits into 
the Part. [t may be perceived by the Gleet and Change 
of Colour, it beginning to look livid; alſo by a Dimi- 
nution of the Tumour, e*c. 

When you ſee ſuch a Change begin, you mult pre- 
ſently prepare to withſtand a Mortification by Scaritica- 
tion, not only until the Blood come about the Lips of 
the Wound, but deep into it thro' the Eſcar to the 
Quick, and ſuffer it to bleed freely, and make the Part 
ſeniibly feel, that by ſuch Means you may disburthen it 
of Part of what would have choak'd it, and make way 
for the Entrance of the Operation of the Medicine. 
Then foment the Part with a good Lixivium made of 
Aſhes, to which may be added Salt and Vinegar : Or 
you may boil ſtord. abſinth. centaur. and ſuch like, in 
the atoreſaid Lixivium. After you have well fomented 
the Place, waſh the Scarifications, and dreſs the Wound 


with gypriac. cum theriac. Venet. diſſolved in aceto 


wvizi, adding calcin'd Vitriol, ec. then apply a Cataplaſm 
ex farin. hord. fabar. orobi, lupinor. decocted in ſome 
ot the ſame Lixiviam, with an Addition of Oxymel to 
it. But as to this Matter, I refer you to the particular

Gun-Shot Wounds, after Separation of the Eſcar, 
are apt to become Sinuous Ulcers, eſpecially after great 
Fluxion, and where Bandage cannot be uſed to preſerve 
the Tone of the Parts, as in the u Part of the Thigh 
and Hip, &c. Theſe Cavities cauſing much Pain to 


the Patient, and Difficulty and Trouble to the Chirur- 


goon we ſhall conſider their Cure, taking our Indication 
om the Parts affected, with the Largeneſs of the 
Wound, Contuſion and Laceration of Parts: For from 


ſuch Wounds there muſt neceſſarily be Loſs of Sub- 


ſtance, and the Quantiry or evil Quality of the Matter 
muft needs render it ſinuous, eſpecially where Band- 
age cannot be conveniently made to thruſt out the 
Matter. 

And if the Bullet, or any extraneous Body be yet re- 
maining within, and the Parts extremely rumified and 
troubled with Pain and Influx of Humours, the included 


Body will be the more ſtreightned in its Paſſage out, 


and render the Cure ſo much the more difficult. And 
if a Cacochymia or Lnes V. be joined with it, you will 
{carce cure your Patient without exhibiting Antivenereal 
and Scorbutick Remedies. |

I of- 
fered to his Conſideration the caſting in Injections, or 
piſſing a Probe into that Noſtril downwards, to try if 
either Way it might be waſh'd or thruſt downwards in 
the Guller, or be excreted into his Mouth.

Hung declared unto you the Way of curing Gun- 
Shot Wounds in the ſoft and fleſhy Parts, I pur- 
now to proceed to the curing them, as * are 

complicated with Fracture of the Bones, whoſe Firm- 

deis, Dryneſs, Stability, and Solidity, cannot defend 

them from theſe Inconveniencies; nay, in the Caſe I 

am to ſpeak of, they are rather Diſcommodities. For 

when the Bullet ſtriketh like Lightning, were they ſofter 
it were the better, that the Bullet might paſs, and not 
ſhatter them. There is not any of the five Sorts of 


Fractures mentioned by the Ancients, which theſe Blows 


will not occaſion. Sometimes they will cleave the Bone 
aſſulatim, according to the Length; and otherwhile they 
will break it athwart; other times they will divide it 
like the Scales of a Fiſh : Nay, if the Bones be drier 
than ordinary, (as in elderly Men, and ſuch in whom 
Nature or Diſeaſes have made them fo) they will gri

he Ways to know when there is a Fracture in the 
Bone, are many.

ſure. But to avoid theſe Inconveniencies, make your 
Extenſion ſo ſoon as you may, and reſtore the Bones to 
their former Place, with what gentle Dexterity and Le- 
nity you can poſſibly. If the. Wound be narrow, dilate 
it, as I have ſaid, by Inciſion at the firſt : For theſe 
Wounds require more Dilatation than any other, that not 
only the bruis'd and vitiated Blood, and other Excre- 
ments may have a free Paſſage, but alſo, by this Means, 
the Shivers of Bones (of which theſe Wounds uſe to be 
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very full) may, with leſs Trouble, be extracted by your 


ſelves, or diſcharged by Nature. 
If you make not this Dilatation in the Beginning, you 
may afterwards perhaps be forced to do it, when the 
Part is accompanied with great Defluxion and Pain, or 
when the Bones are corrupt by Retention of the Matter: 
And what Condition it will be in to admit of In- 
ciſion, way eaſily be gueſſed by any one that hath com- 
mon : 
After it is laid open, conſider whether the Bone be 
bare or not; which you may ſatisfy your ſelf in by your 
Eye, Finger, or Probe. If it be bare, you muſt apply 
next to it ſome dry or exſiccant Medicine; Sicca ficcis 
gaudent, dry to dry. Of this Sort are dry Lint, Powders 
of the Roots of Iris, Mytrb, Aloes, Thus, c. Forbear 
the Application of greafy Medicaments to it, for they 
make the Bones foul, and hinder Callus. Yet the Parts

ſo ſubject to Inflammation, or that it — — 2 greater 
Strength to ſupport it) you may uſe Paſtboard cur into 
Pieces proportionable to lay over thoſe Splemia : Or, 
having faſtned the Splenia by the broad Bandage, with

Theſe 
Laemine, or whatever elſe you uſe, muſt have a large 
Hole cut in them for the Wound to be dreſſed 
Bur I have always obſerved Inconvenience in theſe 
Plates; that there is not ſo Compreſſion made 
of the Wound thro' thoſe Holes, as to 
hinder them from thruſting out; whence there ariſeth a 
Laxity and Indigeſtion in the Wound: And beſides, the 
Matter that fo diſchargeth, heats the Parts, and in hot 
Weather corrupts breeds Therefore I 


make the Paſtboard, or Laminæ, over my firſt Bandage, 


to encompaſs ſo much of the lower Part, as may ſup- 
rt the Fracture, and come within an Inch of the 
Nound; and over the Wound itſelf, I faſten a Splenium 
ot Cloth folded four times double; or a Fer»/a of Tin, 


Copper, or Paſtboard, lined according as I judge the 


Part can bear, and ſuch as may be taken off at each 
Dreſſing. 

The firſt. „next to my Cerote, makes an 
equal 2 by its three Heads meeting over one 
another; the lowermoſt preſſeth the Humours from be- 
low upward, and with the Help of its next Fellow, keeps 
the Bones her, and forceth the Matter out of the 
Wound : „ Help this middle Bracer hath of 
the uppermoſt, Matter is d out of the upper 
Part of the Fracture and Wound, to the Orifice.

2. Equal; for if the Member be placed otherwiſe, it 
becomes diſtorted, and the Operation ſucceeds ill. 

. Laſtly, It muſt lie higher than the Parts next the 
Body, eſpecially the firſt three or tour Days. For if it 
incline downwards, the Humours, by their own Weight, 
will eaſily flow to the Part afflicted. How this Poſition 
is performed, I have ſer down in the Lecture of Simple 
Fractures, to which I refer you. |

over-cold Medicaments ; or for want of timely Di

The Signs of a Gangrene are, Change of the natural signs. 


Colour in the Skin to a pale livid, with Diminution of 
Tumour ; Bliſters alſo ariſe, and the Part turneth black 
ſoon after. In Wounds, the Lips fink and are flaccid ; 
a Gleet followeth, and the Fleſh within withers, alſo the 
Pulſe and Senſe in the Part do both languith. 


A Perſon having been ſhot in the Arm, and the 04jeruar, 


Wound undigeſted, I being conſulted, adviſed the lay- 
ing open of the Wound, and Extraction of the Bullet, 
Rags, &c. but was over-rul'd by others, and it was de- 
ferred to farther Conſideration. Two Days after I 
viſited the Patient, and ask'd the Chirurgeon, whether 
he had laid open the Wound? He replied, There was 
no Need, for he could turn his Finger in it, and pull 
out the Bullet and Rags, if it was neceſſary. As I was 
going out of the Houſe, I met the Phyſician, who en- 
uiring of me the Patient's Health, I replied, That the 
hirurgeon had unwittingly given me the certain Sign 
of his Death: For, in magnis wulneribus & pravis, ſi 
Tumores non apparent, ingens malum : That was a great 
Wound, and nor being digeſted, ſhould have been ac- 
companied with Fluxion and Inflammation ; the Lips 
ſhould have been full, and the Orifice contracted : But 
on the contrary, the Heat was decaycd, the Lips were 
lank, without Senſe, and at that time ſphacelated: A 
Day or two after he died, too certainly juſtifying my 
Prognoſtick. Rs 
Sphacelus is diſtinguiſhed from a Gangrene by the 
total Corruption and Stink, it being alſo inſenſible both 
of Knife and Fire. If a Gangrene proceed from Pain, 
the Tumour and preceding Inflammation will ſhew it, 
and the ſudden ſinking of that Tumour is the Beginning 
of the Gangrene. If the Gangrene be from Cold, the 
Part is firſt benumm'd, then accompanied with a prick- 
ing Pain, alſo a Redneſs, which by Degrees rurneth 
black, and Horror and Rigour ieizcth upon the Patient. 
If it be from Interception of the Spirits, by reaſon of 
over-ſ{trict Bandage, is neither Fluxion nor Pain, 
Vol. II.

Part. If it be from old Age, the Patient is lean, Na-

All Gangrenes are dangerous, as threatning the Life 
of the Patient they affect. Thoſe that begin in the 
external Parts, by reaſon of Inflammation, are of leaſt 
Danger, if the Habit of Body be tolerably good, and 
the Mortification timely treated. Thoſe that ariſe deep 


within the Wound from Gun-ſhot or fractured Bones are 


extremely hazardous, eſpecially if they be in or near the 
Joints, tho' the Habit of y be good. 

. Gangrenes ariſing from Parts abounding with too 
much Humidity, are in great Danger; for thereby the 


natural Heat is ſoon overcome: For which Reaſon,

4 cy in very fat and hydropical Bodies, eſpecially 
in the latter, are rarely extinguiſhed : So alſo, thoſe 
ariſing from an internal Cauſe, are exceedingly more 
dangerous than thoſe that ariſe from an accidental. Yet 
in all theſe there are ſome Hopes of Cure; but in 
Sphacelus there is no Remedy, ſave only by a ſpeedy 
Separation of the — Part: For if any of it 
remain, it ſoon creepeth up by the Nerves, & c. and 
infecteth the whole Member, and is accompanied with 
Watching, Raving, frequent Faintings, Convulſions, 
Hiccough, and cold Sweats; which foreſhew the Pa- 
tient's approaching Death. See the Treatiſe of Tumours. 

In the Cures of Gangrenes, I ſhall begin my Diſcourſe 
of that which ariſeth from Pain, with Flux of Humours 
and Inflammation. Theſe moſt frequently attend great 
Contuſions, Gun-ſhot Wounds, &c. and by ſuffocating 
the native Heat, produce Mortification. In which Caſes 
a cooling and ſlender Diet ought to be obſerved : 
The Humours abounding in the Body muſt be eva- 
cuated by Bleeding and 4 Revulſion ought alſo 
ro be made, to avert the Humours from flowing to the 
diſcaſed Parts. For the rational performing of which, 
I refer you to the Chapter of a P in the Treatiſe 
of Twmours. | 


Cordials and Epithems are alſo neceſſary to reſiſt the 


Putrefaction, and ſtrengthen the Vitals, from what Cauſe 


ſoever the Gangrene ariſeth.

ther Sort of Gangrene. Having thus provided in gene- 


ral, we ſhall in the next Place conſider the Part affec- 
ted, whether it be only a Tumour, or a Wound with a 
Tumour, c. In which latter, if the Tumour and In- 
flammation have been very great, and it change Colour 


ſuddenly, and fink, rhe Pain continuing, you may con- 
clude a Gangrene beginning. And if there be a Wound 


or Abſceſs, and that Wound, c. grow more painful, 


if the Fleſh alſo loſe its Ruddineſs, and look pale and 


withered, and the Matter change to be thin and gleety, 
my may ſuſpect it corrupting : In which Caſe it will 

neceſſary that you ſcarify to the Quick, and make 
it bleed freely. By your Patienr's ſenſible Feeling, and 
by the freſh trickling down of the Blood, you may judge 
of the Morrtification. But if the ene have crept 
deeper, or aroſe from the Bottom of the Wound, then 
ſcarify accordingly unto the fleſhy Parts: And if there 
be any Abſceſs lying under the Muſcles or Lips of the 


Wound or Ulcer, let it out. If in making ſuch Scari- 


fication, you chance to cut ſome Veſlel, whereby a 
Flux of Blood happeneth, have a Care you choak not 
the Heat of the Part, by crowding in ls ; for ſo 
the Mortification may be increaſed. To avoid which, 
I do rather adviſe the actual Cautery, for thereby you 
will not only ſtop the Bleeding, but dry up the Putre- 
faction. After the Uſe of it, dreſs up the Wound as 
hath been adviſed in the Chapter of Burning. If in 
ſcarifying you prick a Nerve or Tendon, you will in- 


creaſe the Gangrene : So you may do, if, Dy the actual. 


Cautery, you burn them but in Part, or if you apply 
ſharp Medicaments on them when newly hurt by Sca- 
rification : For we frequently ſee great Fluxions ariſe 
from little Diſturbance of the Nerves and Tendons :

and leaning for the moſt part on her Elbow, bruiſed it, 
and at length the Putrefaction reaching to the Skin, it

ers to Chirurgery, judging it 2 {imple Apoſtemation, 
thought it not wordy te conſulting a Chirurgeon, bur 
opened it, and put in it a Tent, with baſilicoz, and left 
it to an Apothecary to dreſs by their Direction, not for- 
bidding the Patient to ly upon it. It being thus drels'd, 
the Putrefaction within increaſed, and ſpread up towards 
that Axilla, and ſhe died of that Mortification before 
it was diſcovered by them; ſo that the Chirurgeon came 
in * time enough to embalm her.

bur not much ſpread externally, The Patient had reſted 
ill, and was delirions, and his Pulſe weak. Wel cari- 
fied the Lips and U'cer, and permitted them to bleed; 
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then fomented the Member, and dreſſed the Mortifica- 
tion with Merc. 7 a: ge and applied a Cataplaſm, as 
above preſcribed. e continued our Endeavours daily, 
but the Venom ſpread up and down that Side of the 
Foot, amongſt the Bones and Tendons. The Phyſici- 
ans preſcribed Cordials, ec. but his Delirium, G&c. in- 
crea ed, and he died before it had encompaſſed any 
Part of the Leg. an; . 

Cold extinguiſheth the natural Heat of a Part, and 
frequently happens to r People travelling in Froſt 
and Snow. Some Inſtances I have ſeen of this Gan- 
grene. The Recovery of them is not very difficult, if 
timely treated; otherwiſe they ſphacelate, as other Gan- 

enes do. When any particular Part beginneth to 
Jecay in its natural Heat, the common Remedy is, to 
rub it with Snow, and afterwards. to foment it with 
Decoctions of Turneps, or of the hotter Plants, ſuch 

, as are uſually found in every Kitchen Garden; then to 
embrocate it cum ol. lini, rute, ancth. and ol. terebinth 
mix'd with them, and afterwards to lap it up in wool- 
len Cloths : Bur if any Part be directly gangrened, we 
ſcarify and dreſs it, as hath been ſaid in the Method of 
Cure: If the whole Body be over-cooled, the Cure 
conſiſts in the uſing Brandy, aq. vitæ, and other good 
Spirits, theriac. and Mithridate diſſolved in Wine, and 
laying the Patient by the Fire, but not too near, or 
putting him into a warm Bed, and diſpoling him to

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Thus the Eſchar ſeparated, and my Kinſman 729. Nſe- 
max dreſſed and cured it. Before this was cicatrized, 
the Inſide of the other Leg, upon the Ancle- Joint, in- 
flamed as largely, and turned black : But by the ſame 
Way of Dreſling, a Separation was made of that Eſchar, 
and he was cured by my ſaid Kinſman, according to 
the common Method of Ulcers ; but it was well nigh 
the Work of four Months. Since that, new Inflamma- 
tions have begun to ariſe more than once, but hitherto 
have been timely remitted. 

From an Indiſpoſition, or malign Quality of the Hu- 
mours within our Bodies, Mortification frequently ariſe ;

T hole Difeaſes which will not cure with Medica- 
ments, are cured by a Knife ; and thoſe which yield 
not to that, are cured by Fire ; and thoſe which will 
yield to neither, are accounted incurable. 

The actual Cautery doth indeed not only reſiſt Pu- 
treraction, but corroborates the Part. * 
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But after all our Vigilancy and Induſtry in contriving 
Remedics to reſiſt the Gangrene, if it does yet delude 
us, and terminate in a Sphace/ns, there is then no more 
Need of taking Indication from antecedent Cauſes, or 


changing of Medicines, according to the Variety of the 


Cauſes chat introduced it: For, whether any Gangrene 
ariſe from a hot Intemperies, or cold, moiſt, or dry, 
phacelus is always the fame, Extinction of the native 

eat, and Deſtruction- of the Member: The Mortifi- 
cation creepeth on, and not only infecteth the Member 
bur the Spirits, to the very Heart; with its corrupt 
Vapours mortifying the Veſſels all along the found 
Parts, and leaving the Member immoveable, without 
Senſe or Heat, rotten, black, and cadayerous. Where- 
tore there is nothing more to be thought of in this 
Cale, but timely. Amputation, or cutting off the Mem- 
ber; the Cure of this Diſeaſe not conſiſting (as I ſaid) 


in outward Applications, but manual Operation: And, 


what Succeſs may be therefrom expected, is much to 


be doubted. At ſatius erit, with Celſus, anteps auxi- 


bam experiri, quam nullum. It is a miſerable kind of 


Help, yet it is the Determination of all Authors, that 


in Sphace/us membrum corruptum abſtindendum eſt. In 
this Caſe it becomes the Chirurgeon to ' acquaint the 


Friends with this kind of Remedy, and withal to make 
bis Prognoſtick accordingly. But before we proceed in 
this Operation, we ſhall take Notice of what ſome 


knowing Writers have writ hereof. For in thoſe Places 
where Amputation cannot be made, as in the Buttock, 
Shoulder, Back, ec. Fab. Hildamus propoſeth the Uſe 
ot potential Caureries applied to the mortified Part, and 
often renewed, till the laſt Eſchar reacheth to the live 
Fleſh : Yer he condemneth Arſenick, as being venom- 
ous, and producing many dangerous Symptoms. It is 
true, that I my felt have often uſed that Method of 
Cure, in Sarcowata, with good Succeſs ; but in a Mor- 
tiſication there appear to me many greater Inconveni- 
ences that attend it: Firlt, from the Cauſtick itſelf, as 
he propoſeth it, ot Sans; it will melt in the workmg, 
and is more diſpoſed to ſpread in the Skin, than pene- 
trate deep into the Fleſh. This every young Chirur- 
geon knows, in his making ot Fontanels, that he can- 
aot apply 2 Bit of Cauſtick 0 little, tho he uſe all — 
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Art in defending it, but that it will have ſpread much 


farther than he deiigned ir. Then the Separation of 
ſuch Eſchars is too ſlow to effect the Deſign : And in an 
ill Habit of Body, ſuch Medicaments are apt, of them- 
ſelves, to procure a Mortification rather than Cure: 
Whereas, on the contrary, an actual Cautery anſwers 
all Intentions; it not only conſumeth the Mortification, 
but drieth up the venemous Humour, thereby prevent- 
ing its farther Progreſs, and alſo communicateth Warmth 
to the ue Parts, by virtue of which the Sepa- 
ration is much furthered, and, by working upon the 
gangrened Sloughs, performed more ealily, as you may 
ſee in my Practice elſewhere. But where Amputation 
itſelf is feaſible, nay altogether neceſſary, as in the Limbs, 
there arileth a new Queſtion, Whether it ought to be 
done in the ſound Part, or in the dead. Fab. ab Aqua- 
pend. adviſeth the dead Part, within a Finger's Breadth 
of. the live, (as allo do many others). Then with a 
Cautery they burn up all the remaining Mortification. 
Others do pertorm the Operation with a hot Knite, the 
Figure of which you may ſee in Hildanut. Aquapend. 
= ſo confidently of his Succeſs in the Practice of 
this Way, that utterly ro deny the Thing were to give 
him the Lie. I ſhall only make this Objection, -Fhar 
the Sphacelus doth ſeldom affect the Member fo equally 
round, as that an Operation in the dead Part is feaſible: 
Nay, which is worſe, when once the Mortification 
ſeizeth on the great Veſſels, it runneth up ſo faſt under 
the Skin, that before any conſiderable Part of the Mem- 
ber is outwardly gangrened on the one Side beyond the 
Knee or Elbow, the other Side will have reached to 
the Inguen, or Axilfa. This, I confels, fruſtrates all 
Manner of Amputating, whether in ſound or mortified 
Parts : Yet, generally ſpeaking, the Gangrene doth not 
row ſo taſt, but that, if you make Amputation, two 
ingers Breadth, more or leſs, within the live Fleſh, 
you may prevent it, and that far better than it is — 
ible to be done by the other Way of operating: For 
it you work there by actual Cautery, with a hot Knife, 
our Knife will ſtick faſt in the Fleſh, till the Moiſture 
wholly dried up, and then you muſt repeat many 
Knives and Cauteries, in every one of which you will 
meet with the ſame Inconvenience: Yea, before you 
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can cut thro* with your hot Knife, it is very probable 
that you will, near the Bone, meet with ſome Parts that 
are alive and ſenſible, eſpecially when you come to the 
Perioſtæum; (for the Membranes do not uſually corrupt 
at the ſame Rate of Swiftneſs with the Fleſh ;) and 
then all your Pains and Trouble will be as great, or 
greater, than if you did it in the ſound Parr. to the 
other Inconveniences, I ſhall refer you to Hildanzs, who 
hath raken Pains in confuting this Opinion. | 

Both theſe Ways of Amputation ſeem to me much 
more difficult and painful than our common Way; 
which makes me preſume, they propoſed them to pre- 


vent the Effuſion of Blood. 


But modern 8 have anſwered this Objection 
by good Bandages Deligation of the Veſſels; and, 
when we cut above the Knee, by clapping Cauteries to 
the Veſſels only; which ſufficiently anſwers that Inten- 
tion. Thus have I ſeen, in my firſt Sea- Voyages, Am- 
putations made above Knee, and afterwards practiſed 
them with great Eaſe and — | 

Now, {ſince not only in this Chapter of Gangrene, but 
frequently elſewhere in this Book, we have mentioned 
Amputation, I think it neceſſary to take this Occaſion of 
ſhewing the Manner of performing it; the rather, be- 
cauſe Operation is much the ſame, whether it be 
done upon the Account of Gangrene, or for other Rea- 
ſons. I ſhall therefore, in general Terms, inſert the 
whole Doctrine of Amputation, tho' briefly, not mat- 
tering whether the Examples inſtanced be Sphaceli, or 
not, all Inſtances being alike inſtructive. 

In heat of Fight, whether it be at Sea or Land, the 
Chiru ought to conſider, at the firſt Dreſſing, 
what Poſhbility there is of 1 the wounded 
Member ; and accordingly, if there be no Hopes of 
ſaving it, to make his Amputation at that Inſtant, whilſt 


the Patient is free of Fever, &c. Therefore, that you 


— the better make your Judgment of the Wounds, I

Amputation: diz. It a Leg or Arm be ſhattered, 


Splinter or = Shot, the Loſs of Subſtance will di- 
rect you. If the principal Muſcles be rorn off, and the 


Bone fractured in Pieces; or if the Wound be with 
Muskot-ſhot in the Inſide of the Joint of the Elbow, 
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or in the Knee or Ancle, with a Fracture of the Bones 


of the {aid Joint: Nay, ſuppoling it hath not fractured

them, yet if the Bullet be ged, that you cannot 
extract it, you ſhall then preſently make Extirpation of 
the Part. If it be the Arm, cut it off in Place 
where it is {o ſhattered, and ſaw off the End of the 
Bone ſmooth, your Aſſiſtant the while pulling up the 
muſculous Skin and Fleſh. If the Ancle be thus maimed, 
ou ſhall then cut off the Leg within three or four 
|| wb Breadth under the Knee, in regard fo 2 
Stump would be troubleſome. But if the Leg be ſhat- 
tered off by the Calf, do not put your Patient to the 


Pain of new Amputation, for the ſhortening it a Hand's 


Breadth, or a little more. Save what you can of 2 
ſhattered Hand. And if the Toes, with Part of the 
Foot, were ſhot off, cut oft the lacerated Parts ſmooth, 
bur with Care to fave as much of the Foot, with the 
Heel, as you can ; it being much berter than a Wooden 
Leg. Bur if the Arm or Leg be not fo ſhattered, tho 
the Wound be large on one Side, and hang gapin 
down with great Fracture ot Bones, yet be nor a 
couraged, the Largeneſs of the Wound will make ſor 
your better pulling out thoſe extraneous Bodies, Shi- 
vers, Splinters, Rags, or ought elſe, and for the eaſier 
Diſcharge of Matter. Dreſs it as a Wound by a Splin- 
ter. 

If the great Joint be ſo ſhot, by Musket- Bullet, that 
you think it not reaſonable to cut off the Member, be 
ſure you make Extraction of the Bullet, and free it ot 
all extraneous Bodies, leaving not the leaſt Shiver to 
prick the Nerves or Tendons; and make ſuch Way 

reſently, that you may be able to dreſs the wounded 
erves, Tendons, &c. without making new [Incilion, 
when the Part is inflamed, and unfit tor it. 

If after ſome Days the Wound do not digeſt, but in- 
flame and gangrene- and the Gangrene do not yield ro 
your Applications, as hath been propoſed in ; 
then, as in a Sphacelus, you are to proceed with the 
Extirpation of that rotten Member, while the Patient 
is free from Delirium, and hath Strength to bear the 


Operation. 
Seat 
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Seat him ſo as it may be for your Conveniency. Ar 
Sea they fit or ly; I never took much Notice which; 
nor do I remember I had ever any Body to hold them; 
but with the Help of my Mates, and ſome one or two 
that belonged to the Hold, I went on with my Work. 
At Sterling I made an Amputation above the Knee, and 
had as little Help ; beſides my Servants, there was only 
a Sea-Chirurgeon aſſiſting me. We ſtopt the Flux of 
Blood by actual Cautery, and the Wound digeſted and 
cured without any ill Accident: Yet, where we have 
Convenience to proceed more formally, we always place 
the Patient to our moſt Advantage, where he may be 
held firm, and in a clear Light, and fo that our Aſſiſt- 
ants may come better about us. The Member is to be 
ſupported by ſome one, whilſt another ſtandeth behind 
the Patient, and draweth up the Skin and muſculous 


Fleſh : Then make your Ligature two Fingers Breadth, 


or thereabout, in the ſound Part; ſo that if you am- 
putate, in Caſe of Mortification, you may be ſure to 
quit yourſelf of ir. This Ligature is omitted by many 
of our Chirurgeons here in this City, they only making 
a Turn with a Tape, pinning it on as a Mark to cir- 
cumcide by : And, inſtead of the Ligature I propoſe, 
they make a Gripe, which Gripe is commonly made by 
ſome Aſſiſtant who hath Strength to do it. Indeed this 
is good where a ſhatter'd Member is to be cut off, to 
ſmooth the Stump; in which Caſe there is no great Fear 
of bleeding. But in Amputations, it ſeems to be very 
inconvenient ; for I never yet ſaw any Man ſo gripe, 
bur that ſtill the Artery bled with a greater Force than 
was allowable; yea, when Mr. Wooda!! griped, who was 
ſo ed, and in truth made for the Work. It be- 
ing ſo, in what a Huddle is the Stump then dreſſed? 
But „ the uneaſy Poſture, and the long Griping, 
tires the Griper, or that his Hand be 1 hile, 
What Condition is the Patient then in? Whereas, by 
this ancient Way of Ligature, the Veſſels are ſecured 
from bleeding, the Member benummed, and the Fleſh 


| held Ready, ready to receive the Impreſſion of your 


crooked Knite (or Razor, which I bave often ampu- 
rated with). This Ligature made, the Aſſiſtant ſtrength- 
ens it, whilſt he draws up the muſculous Fleſh. In the 
mean time the Operator, with a ſharp crooked * 
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by a Turn with his Hand. cuts the Fleſh off round to the 
Bone ; then with the Back of it he ſcrapes the Perio- 
ſteum from the Bone; if there be two Bones, then, with 
a dividing Knife, he ſeparates the fleſhy Membrane 
from them. The Bones freed of the Perioſtæum, Guido 
propoſes a Linen Cloth, and Hi/danus a kind of Purſe, 
to be brought over the upper divided Fleſh, to pull it 
upward, and make more Way for the Saw. But I think 
that needleſs. The Fleſh divided, the Parts ſeparate 
enough of themſelves, beſides the Aſſiſtant's pulling up 
the muſculous Fleſh and Skin is ſufficient. That done, 
you are at Liberty, whether you will cauterize the Veſ- 


ſels by a Button Cautery, or 47 ſtop the Bleed- 
e 


ing, or by Agglutination. ſe of Chalcant hum I 
do not approve. To apply Eſcharoticks to the Ends of 
the Nerves and Tendons newly inciſed, cauſes great 
Pain, weakens the Part, and makes way for Gangrene; 
it not being likely that yu can ſo apply them to the 
Artery but that you muſt burn the Parts about, which 
are, as I ſaid, the Nerves, &c. The Way Hildanus 
propoſes by drawing the Veſſels out by 2 Forceps, is not 
a Work 2 in Heat of Fight, not without a clear 
Day-light. If you attempt it on Land, his Arm would 
be bowed, and his Leg ſtretched our, that the Veſſels 
may be the longer after Extirpation, that you may the 
better take hold of them. Ambroſ. Par. propoſes a 
more eaſy and ſure way of Deligation, by paſſing a 
Needle with a ſtrong twiſted Thread thro' the Skin near 
the great Veſſels; making your Stitch over the ſaid 
Veſſels, by piercing thro' the raw Fleſh and Skin; then 
make your Ligature upon a Fold of a Rag. Thus you 
bind the Artery and Vein, Theſe ſeveral Ways have 
been practiſed, by eminent Chirurgeons, for the ſtopping 
the Blood of the Arteries in Amputation: But the late 
Diſcovery of the Royal Styptick bath rendred them of 
leſs Uſe. But in Heat of Fight it will be neceſſary to 
have your aCtual Cautery always ready, for that will 
ſecure the bleeding Arteries in a Moment, and fortify 
the Part againſt the future Putrefaction. They require, 
after Cauterization, no ſuch ſtrict Bandage as hy there- 
by you need to fear Interception of the Spirits. When 
we cauterize the Artery, we do then touch the End of 
5 haſtening che 2 The next thing 
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is the looſening the Ligature, and bringing the Lips cloſe 
over the Stump: Then, whether you ſhould with a croſs 
Stitch hold them fo, or content your ſelf by Bandage 
as well as you can, is by ſome controyerted. They that 
object againſt the former, fay, it cauſes Pain and Inflam- 
mation; ſo dot Bandage allo if it be made too ſtreight. 
Theretore they ſhould object againſt that alſo. The 
molt that I have ſeen without the croſs Stitch have, 
the next Dreſſing, been broad Stumps, ſome of them 
with Lips turned outward by the Bandage ; in the leaſt 
of them the whole Stump hath been bare; whereas in 
thoſe in which I have made the croſs Stitch, the Lips 
have been found cloſe to the Bone at the next Dreſſi 
covering the great Veſſels, and a third Part, or Half of 
the Stump hath been well digeſted, and by the ſecond 
W Nach been near agglutinated, ſo far as it lay 
Under that Skin, and, without Inflammation, happily 
cured : Whereas the broad Stump is a certain Sign of 
a long Cure, and commonly the Death of the Patient. 
The expoling theſe inciſed Parts too much to the Air, 
cauſes Pain; and the want of a native Heat makes them 
gleet : Or, if they do digeſt, the Diſcharge of ſo great a 
Duanticy of Matter commonly exhauſts the Spirits of 
the Patient. If the muſculous Fleſh and Skin are well 
pulled up in time of Amputation, and brought over by 
moderate Extenſion, as far as they will eaſil/ admit, you 
will fond it not painful. You ought to pierce the Skin 
with a Needle and ſtrong brown Thread, ceared about 
Half an Inch from the Edges of the Lips. Having 
made them cro's from Side to Side equally, tie them 
with a moderate :\itriction, then apply a Pledgit on the 
caurerized Veſſels with p. irid. ſucc. cepar. cum melle. 
But if no Cautery was uſed, the Buttons of Tow ſpread 
over with your Reſtrickive, and dipt in pulv. Galeni, 
- muſt be applied to the Mouths of the Vellels. After- 
Wards {prinkle the Stump thick with this Powder: R 
bol. Armen. farin. volatil. picis naval. an. Jilij. aloes, 
thurit, maſtichb. ſang. dracon. an. JIj. gypſi Zjs. pill. le-

ſome of the lame cuz album. ovor. and apply it upon a 
thick round Stupe, which hath firſt been wet in Oxy- 
- Crate, and dried; and over that another Stupe ſpread 
. with the lame, io broad as to come over the firſt, and 
| up 
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up a pretty Height above the Stump. This latter muſt 
be ſnipr deep in the Edges, that ir may lie ſmooth about 


the Member. An Ox-Bladder ready cut and wet, is to 


be turned over it, and a croſs Cloth next the Bladder, 
to hold the Dreſſing ſteady : Then, with a Rowler with 
two Heads, begin upon the Stump, and rowl up to the 
next Joint, and fo again about the Member, to retain 


your Dreſſings firm; then faſten it ſo as that it may 


not be capable of falling off: But before you make this 
Bandage, you ought to apply your Defenſative over the 
Parts above the Stump. Some apply it before they be- 
gin the Amputation; but then *ris apt to wrinkle, and 
to ſit uneaſy. In the dreſſing of the Stumps, you ought 


ſo to apply your Medicaments, that you may, without 


much Bungle, rowl up the Member ; then place it to 
the Eaſe of the Patient, one holding his Hand ſome 
while upon the Stump: Your Defenſative may be of the 
fame which is preſcribed in Gun- ſhot Wounds : Or,

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Whi'ſt I was a Priſoner at Cheſter, after the Battle of O5%rwer. 
Worceſter, | was carried by Colonel Duckenfie/d"'s Order of che i 
to a Man that, out of much Zeal to the Cauſe, pur- Corfequen- 
ſving our ſcattered Forces, was ſhot thro” the Joint of <0 


the Elbow ; the Buller entering in at the external Pa 
of the Os Fumeri and paſſing out between the L an 
Radius. He had been atflicted wrh great Pain the 


Space of Six Weeks. I found the Wound undigeſted, 
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and full of a looſe, ſoft, white Fleſh, the Bones frac- 
cured, and not likely to unite, many Shivers lying in- 
cluded wirhin the Joints, and incapable of being drawn 
out: The lower Part of the Arm was cedemiatous to the 
Fingers Ends, as full as the Skin could well contain, 
.and the upper Part was inflamed, alſo about the Os 
bumeri and Axilla a perfect Ph egmon was formed. The 
Patient thus tired with Pain, deſired to be cured or have 
his Arm cut off. To which Purpoſe he had procured 
.the Governor's Leave for my ſtaying with him. But 
while that Phlegmon was upon the upper Parts, there 
was no Hope of a proſperous Amputation, nor of Cure, 
while thoſe Shivers of Bones lay pricking the nervous 
Parts within the Joint. The Phlegmon was too forward 
for Repercuſſion, and yet not likely ro ſuppurate in leſs 
than a Week's Time; wherefore I endeavoured by 
Emollients, and ſome Diſcutients, to ſuccour the grieved 
Shoulder, and Parts thereabout, ty hindering the Increaſe 
of the Phlegmon, and to give ſome Perfpiration to the 
Part: Then with good Fomentations I corroborated the 
weak and œdematous Member below; to which End I 
allo raiſed his Hand nearer to his Breaſt; alſo, by Deter- 
' gents and Bandage, I diſpoſed the Wounds and fractur'd 

art to a bettet Condition, made made Way for Diſ- 
Charge of Matter, and endeavoured to extract the Shi- 
vers of Bones; then applied Medicaments to remove 
the Caries. After ſome Days the Abſceſs ſuppurated in 
the upper Part of the Shoulder, and in the Arm-Pit; 
and while the Matrer diſcharged from thence, the Tu- 
mour diſcuſled, and that upper Orifice cured ſoon after; 
but the continual Pain in the fractured Joint kept that 
Opening in the Axilla from healing. The Patient grow- 
ing weaker, and without Hopes of Cure, I was neceſſi- 
rated to proceed to Ampuration : To which Purpoſe I 
ſent to Cheſter for Mr. Murray, a knowing Chirurgeon, 
(fince Mayor of that City) ro come with Inſtruments 
and other Neceſſariẽs, whereby I might the better do 
the Work. He accordingly came, and we prepared 
3 ready, which were Stupes or Pledgits of fine 
ſhort Tow well work d, ſome like Splenia, others were 
round, and bi or leſs. We wetted them all in Oxy- 
crate, and dried them. We alſo made ſotme Buttons of 
Tow, Compreſſes of Linen Cloths dipt in 2 
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Three or Four Rowlers with one or two Heads, provided 
Needles threaded, and ceared for making the croſs Stitch, 
and leſſer Needles threaded for commonUlc, with Filleting 
for Ligatute, and Bladders ready cut and wet in Oxy- 
crate; alſo a Defenſative of the above mentioned Pre- 
ſcription ſpread upon a ſoft Linen Cloth, to apply upon 
the Parts above more diſtant, and a Mixture of the 
Aſtringent Powders, with Whites of Eggs, to ſpread 
upon the Splema and Buttons, which Buttons were alſo 
dipt in ſome of the fame Powders. Then for the 
round Pledgits, which were deſigned to be applied net 
to the Stump, Mr. M. ed, that they might te 
ſpread with a Mixture mber, and Calx viva, with 
hites of Eggs,. according to Dr. Read in his Obſerva- 
tion of an Amputation he perform'd oP a Servant of 
the Lord Gerrard's, at Gerrard's Bromley, whoſe Fame 
yet lives in that Country, and will, amongſt us Chi- 
X as long as his elaborate Lectures have a Being. 
he Apparatus thus made, and 'the Patient ſome 
while before refreſh'd with a Draught of a good Caudle, 
his Friends took him out of his Bed, and placed him in 
a. Chair towards the Light. One of his Servants held 
his Arm, another of his Friends held his other Hand ; 
then Mr. Murray drew up the Skin and muſculous Fleſh - 
of the Arm towards his Shoulder, whilſt I made a ftron 
Bandage ſome three or four Fingers above the affe 
Part; then with a good Knife I cut off the Fleſh by 
a quick Turn of my Hand, Mr. Merray pulling up the 
Fleſh whilſt I bared the Bones: After which, with a 
few Motions of my Saw, I ſeparated the Bone, the 'Pa- 
tient not ſo much as whimpering the while. After 
this, Mr. Murray thruſting his Hands downwards, with 
the muſculous Fleſh and Skin which he had drawn up- 
wards, I paſſed a ſtrong Needle and Thread thro' the 
Middle of the Fleſh and Skin on both Sides, within 
Half an Inch of the and brought the Lips cloſe 
within a narrow Compals ; and having tied that Liga- 
ture faſt, and cut oft the String, I paſſed the Needle 
ain ——_— two contrary Sides, which I tied as 
ſe, then looſened the Ligature above, and applied the 
little round Stupes of Tow ſpread with a Quantity of 
Galas Powder mixt cum album. ou. The long Pledg- 
Ks were applied from 7 „ 
a ay 
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Way upwards along the Arm, over which I put on a 
Bladder and a croſs Cloth, then rowled up the Stump, 
and made the Bandage under his other Arm, and over 
his Neck. This Bandage prevented an Accident Which 
hath ſince happened to a Patient here in London, where 
many of the beſt Chirurgeons were concerned. He 
being thus dreſs d, we put him into his Bed. The third 
Day we took off the ö and found the Stump 
well digeſted, and at leaſt two Spoonfuls of Matter diſ- 
charged. We then dreſſed it with a Digeſtive ex tere- 
binth. lot. in decoct. malvar. the Yolk of an Egg and 
ol. roſe ſpread on a large Stupe of Tow, on which was 
ſprinkled a Proportion of Galens Powder ; then embro- 
cated the Parts about with o. raſ. applying emplaſt. 6/ 
bolo over all, with, moderate Bandage, and. afterwards 
deterged with that of Parace/ſ and with Sarcoticks in- 
carned the Wound. During which the Bene: exfoliated, 
and the Stump ſoon after cicatrized. Then having pro- 
cured a Paſs to come to London, I haſtened away. . 

At the Siege of Htymonth, I was called at Break of 
Day, to an 1ri/dmar of Lieutenant - Colonel Ballard's 
Regiment, who ſhooting off his Musket, it brake, and 
tore his Hand to Pieces after a ſtrange Manner.

prized to think I ſhould leave the Ligature upon his 
Arm, that being a ſure Way to bring a Mortification 
upon the Part : I thetefore putting my Hand in my 
Pocket, and ferling the Ribbon on the Cale of Lan- 
cets, ſhew'd it him.

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A Fifula, according to the vulgar Denomination, is's 
Sinuous Ulcer ſuppoſed to be. of two or three 
Months Continuance. Burt to ſpeak Trey thoſe only 
are Fiſtal/e which are at leaſt of ſo many Years Growth, 
and are accompanied with a Callus. Every Part of the 
Body is ſubject to theſe Ulcers, but eſpecially the 
Arms, Legs, Thighs and Hips. The worſt fort of theſe, 
at leaſt that ever I faw, was from Guti-ſhot Wounds 
with Fracture, where there hath been Loß of Bone, of 
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the Parts are pained, or 


where, thro” long Continuance, the Caries hath cham- 
bered the Bone; in which Caſes the Lips of the Wound, 
2nd the Wound itſelf, become callous, by keeping ther 
long open, in order to the Exfoliation of the Bone, in 
which Caſe the Lips grow hard, and become thick and 
inverted. In theſe the Sinuss are more or fewer in 
Number, according as the Abſceſs or Wound was 
more or leſs ſinuous. | | 
This Callus of the Fiſtula is haſtened by the Tranſpi- 
ration and Reſolution of the thin and ſubtle Humours, 
and the Incraſſation of the more pituitous, by the Con- 
eſtion of which a long Pipe of Skin is made, which 
rancheth itſelf inwards from the Orifice, quite thro' 
all the Cavities of the Ulcer ; from whence it hath its 


Name. | | 
The Difference of theſe Fiſtule are made, not only 


from the Parts affected, as ſome are in fleſhy Parts, 


others in Tendons, or in the Bones or Joints, or in the 
Breaſt, Belly, &c, but alſo from the Figure, Magni- 
tude, and Number of the Sixus's ; as ſometimes there 
is only one, then again two or three, crooked or wind- 
ing, till they enter the Bones themſelves. . 
are known by the View, and by the touching 
of the Parts, or by ſearching with a Probe, and from 
the Diſcharge of a thin ſerous fœtid Matter, alſo from 
the arched Hollowneſs . If by your ſearching, 
if Blood follows your Probe, the 
Fiſtula is not confirmed: But if neither happen, then 
it is. 
All Fiffu/2's are hard to cure, and thoſe of long Con- 
tinuance with great Diſcharge of depraved Humours 
from the Viſcera arc worſt. ſe amongſt the Bones 
and 2 Joints are " difficult to cure, by reaſon of 
the Senſibility of the Parts, which, for the moſt Part, 
admits neither of Dilatation nor Inciſion. Thoſe which 
are in ſuch Places where you may ſafely lay them open, 
or remove the Calls, are more eaſy of Cure.

Operation, or by Medicaments. Bur before you pro- 
ceed in either, you are to conſider that theſe Fiftula's 
are ſubject to Pain and Defluxion ; wherefore you are,

Io proceed in the Cure by Manual Operation, you 
are to conſider the Part affected, whether the Callus be 
only in the Lips, or in the Baſis of the Fiſtula, or 
throughout the whole Length of the Sizvs. And this is 
diſcovered, as I have ſaid before, by the Probe, &. 
If there be neither Pain nor Matter, and the Fiſtula be 
tending only down directly ro the Bone, it will then be 
beſt to let it alone, accounting it as an imperfect Cica- 
trix, and that it will in Time grow more cloſe: But if 
it be otherwiſe, you muſt chen remove the Callus in 
order to the Cure, 
If the Sinus be in a Place where it may conveniently 
be laid open without Dilatation, divide it with Knife or 
Sciflers, the whole Length. If, after laying it open, 
the Sinus be not throughout callous, remove that which 
is, and heal it according to the common Method of 
Ulcers : But if the Orifice of the Fiſtuls be fo ſtrait 
and narrow, that yon cannot lay it open, you muſt then 
dilate it with Tents of Sponge, Gentian, Ariſtolochia, 
Eldern-pith, & c. until the Sizzus be large enough for 
your Purpoſe.

Bone is a ſimilar Part of the Body, and 
che hardeſt and dricſt of all. The gene- 
ral Uſe of which is Stabilimentum ac 
fundamentum reliquis omnibus partibus 
largiri, to be a firm Prop and Founda- 
tion, the Strength whereof all the 
reſt of the Parts are built. The whole — _ 
| e 
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ſidered jointly, may be looked upon as performing that 
Office to the little World, that Atlas hath been fabu- 
louſly reported to do to the great one: It bears the 
whole Bulk of it, and ſuſtains it in all its Motions ; 
-none of which could be performed, if either the Bones 
were not, or not fo articulated and jointed, as upon 
Defection they appear to be. Nam 55 oſſa abe ſſent, non 
flecteremus manus, non nervos & fibras : "Nay, if the 
leaſt Bone be but a little maimed, the Uſe of the Part 
is hindred. But they are not only Fulcimenta, as Galen 
fays, De Uſu partium, ſed etiam Defenſio, but alſo a De- 
fence. The Cranium, veluti Galea, as a Helmet defends 
the Brain from external Injuries : So PeFus Offibus clau- 
ditur ; the Heart, Lungs, and great Veſſels of the Tho- 
rax, are guarded by a Wall of Ribs. The Spinia is a 
Bulwark to the Marrow included in it; and ſuch a De- 
fence is the Os Pubis and the Os coxe, and Jleon, to the 
Womb and Bladder. Others otherwiſe ſerve the Uſes 
of __ As the three little Bones in — __ 
rio, by ing the Tympanum, are 2 t Help to 
Hearing : The Os hyoides aſſiſteth E. by 
managing the Root of the Tongue and the Epiglot tis: 
The Rotula ſerves the Motions of the Knee; and the 
[Teeth prepare the Meat by Maſtication. Not a Bone 


but hath its particular End ſet out. There was a Reaſon 


of the Temper, of the Magnitude, of the Number, 
of the Subſtance, of the Situation, of the Connexion 
of them; the wiſe Creator as much ſhunning Superfluity 
as Deficiency. Indeed the whole Fabrick is fo full of 
Excellency, that it would take up much Time to eſs 
it: But that is not my Buſineſs. The Subject I have 
undertaken to treat of is their Misfortune, and that is 
two-fold ; to be fractured, and diſlocated. That of

Blow or Contuſion of Parts, the Bone in ſundet, 
and then wounds the neighbouring Muſcles, even to 
the thruſting of itſelf very often quite through the Skin. 
Theſe are (Cafes of Battle excepted) the moſt frequent 
of all Fractures; yet not without ſome Violence to be 
reduced to anꝝ of theſe latter Definitions. I ſhall there- 
fore chuſe to define a Fracture in the following Words: 
It is a Solution of Continuity in a Bone, ſuddenly made, 
. either by Contulton or Flexure. By Contuſion I mean 
either a Blow by a blunt Inſtrument, or a Preſſure b) 
a great Weight ; either of which uſually bruiſeth the 
Fleſh about the Bone, as well as the Bone itſelf. In 
Contrafiſſures indeed the Bruiſe is not immediately upon 
Fracture, but in the Place where the Blow is given. 
Flexure, there is ſeldom any Bruiſe, but what is 
made by the Edges of the Bone itſelf after it — 9 
in ſunder.

The Signs of a Fracture without a Wound are, for Signs. 


the moſt part, evident. The firſt and moſt certam is, 
when in our handling the Part, we feel the Pieces of 
Bones ſevered aſunder, and hear them crackle. Se- 
condly, the . of the Member. Thirdly, ve- 
hement Pain. Fourthly, a Diſtortion of the Part. It 
may alſo be diſcovered by comparing the one Member 
with the other, the fractured being the ſhorter. But 
if there be a Wound joined to the Fracture, then if 
the Bones thruſt themſelves not forth, yet you may 
know the Member to be fractured, it you ſearch wi 
your Finger or Probe. There is alſo a Curvednes 
which may be reduced to a Fracture. I have ſeen it in 
Children often, as in D. C's little Daughter in the 0% 
Baily, and Mr. N's Son in Blackfryers, and others. Ic 
is as it were when you break a green Stick ; it breaks, 
but ſeparates not, ſo is cured by a due Extenſion, with 
little Trouble to the Chirurgeon, or Pain to the Patient, 
after the Extenſion is made. 1 

If the Fracture be ſecundwm longitudinem, it will ap- 
pear firſt by the unnatural Thickneſs of the Member, 
then by the Pain and Inequality of the Parr. 
As to the Prognoſtick or Preſage, a Fracture of the 
Bones cannot be without Danger; for of Neceſlity the 
Solution of Continuity caſt be grez:. If a Wound be

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made in a fleſhy Part, it is then proportionable to the 
Weapon that made it, & Ton ultra: But if the Bone 
be broken, propter rigiditatem & continuitatem non poteſt 
frangi, ni totum frangatur.

dangerous in a great Bone than in a ſmall ; and the 
ter, if both rhe Bones be broken, as the two Focils 
in the Leg, or if it be in the Arm, where the Radius 
and Ulna are; yet if it happen in the Middle of the 
Bo nes, it is the leſs dangerous. Thoſe in or near the 
Joint are more painful, and difficultly cured. And if 
_ any Shivers preſs upon the nervous Parts, ill Accidents 
commonly follow: But of all the Fractures, that with 
a Wound is moſt dangerous. 
As to the time of Cure, the leſſer Bones are perfected 
in fourteen, eighteen, or twenty- five Days, the bigger in 
forty or fifty, according to Guido. Yet let me adviſe 
you not to be too haſty in taking the Patients out of 
their Beds ; for in ſome Bodies the Generation of Callus 
is very flow, and a new Diſtortion may h » and 
WM Accidents follow. I have been called into Conſulta- 
tion upon ſuch an Accident ; the Patient did recover, 
but lying oy Ao, within Doors, contraCted ſuch an 
. of Body as was not got off in a long while 


In the Cure of Fractures Unition is required: But 
that cannot be made, unleſs Pain and Inflammation be 
prevented. For a Fracture of the Bones is not made 
without an internal wounding of the Perioſtæum and 
Parts next to it, whence Pain ariſes, which ſtirs up De- 
fluxion, and is attended often with great Inflammation; 
and from the Weakneſs of the Member many Excre- 
ments are made and received, which it is neither capable 
to aſſimilate, nor yet expel.

If 
at the firſt or ſecond Day the Fracture be not reduced, 
it is in danger of Inflammation and Mortification: For 
indeed, after the ſecond Day, it is ſuppoſed the Fracture 
is accompanied with great Defluxion, and fo yields not 
to Extenſion, without hazard of drawing ſuch ill Acci- 
dents upon itſelt. r x 


Therefore Fallopius, in his Expoſition upon Higpocre- 


ter, De Capitis wwineribus, and by his Authority, tells us 
What we ſhould do in ſuch a Caſe*: © Sr os now fuerit in

heſe are to be done until the ſeventh or ninth Day. 
Inflammation abating, gives you Opportunity for re- 
ducing the Fracture. The Inſtruments for Extenſion 
are threefold : Firſt, the Chirurgeon's Hand, for gentle Infra- 
Extenſion ; and let him place his Hand near the Frac- ments of 
ture, otherwiſe he ſhall hurt the ſound Part by too much Extenſion. 
Compreſſion, and not avail himfelf much in his Ex- 
tention. Secondly, for the middle Extenlion, there are 
Funes and Habenæ, a ſort of Bandage fit to pluck at, in 
order to Extenfion. Thirdly, there are Organa and MH 
_ chmamenta, Engines uſed often by us, but invented by 

the Ancients; and they are for the moſt ſtrong Exten- 
fon. But before you make your Extenſion, conſider 
whether the Member be not fractured in mote Places 
than one. An old Gentleman came out of the Coun- 
try, and by a Fall going down Ludgate-hill, brake his 
Right Arm a little above the Wriſt, tranſverſe, and near 
the Bending of the Arm was a ſecond Fracture, oblique, 
This double Fracture hath happened to others in the 
Leg. It requires your Circumſpection, leſt the one 
eſcape —— and the be lett deformed, 
and weakned in its Action. 

The Extenſion made, the Extenders are to be looſened 
gently, and the Operator muſt, with his Hand, endea- 
your as gently to preſ down the Ends of the Bones, and 
join them ſmooth and even together: And it there be 
any little Shiver that will not be placed even wich its 
Fellows, cut upon it, and rake it our.

Natura enim os wnire 
nequit, niſi pars fit ſana; Nature cannot knit the Bones 
while the Parts are. under a Diſtemper; and that can- 
not preſently be removed: For tho fractur'd Bones be 
very well ſet, yet there will remain ſome Ca vernulæ, 
which will be apt to fill with Sanies, which the Part 
thro' its Weakneſs, can neither well aſſimilate nor ex- 
I, and ſo is like to be burthened with Excrementitious 
Fe Therefore Phlebotomy may be here of ſ. 
cial Uſe, and the keeping of the Bell ſoluble by Cly- 
ſters, or otherwiſe ; and a ſlender Diet muſt be pre- 
ſcribed. This is the Work of the Phyſicians. But they 
not being always at Hand, I thought fit to mention ir, 
and ſo to proceed to our own Work, in keeping up the 
Tone of the Part: And hereto we have need of ſuch 
Medicines, que materiam influxam deſiccant, & inflam- 
mationem repellunt, which dry up Seroſities, and repel 
Inflammation : And theſe, in a Word, are Aſtringen- 
tia, of which we have Choice.

Authors commend (at this time) Offal of Fleſh, and

or Wheat. They alſo allow ſweet Wines: But this Li- 
berty in Diet, I think, is better forborn, for thereby we 

often ſee great Obſtructions ariſe, eſpecially there where 
our Patients are inclinable to feed plentitully. There- 
fore, in ſuch Fractures where the Patient is conſtrained 
to keep his Bed, I propoſe a ſlender Diet, and of ſuch 

ings as are of eaſy Digeſtion ; for without that Liberty 
ſurely we cannot fail to complete our Cure, the Bones 
having naturally a Porineſs in them, in which is always 
contain'd a Matter fit for their Nouriſhment ; and, ex 
illo ipſo nutrimento in fracturis generatur Callus, of that 
Nouriſhment Callus is made: So if we be careful to 
prevent Inflammation, and the like Miſchiefs, which 
diſturb Nature in her Actions, and apply ſuch Reme- 
dies 2s may dry —— Nouriſhment into Callus, we 
ſhall not fail then of our Deſire: And thoſe Remedies, 


according to Galen, ought to be emplaſtick, and mode- 


rately hot. For, ſaith he, Ea Callos tum promo vent, 
tum augent : Quæ digerendi vim obtinent, ea magnos jam 
Callos diminuunt. Therefore it behoves us with Care to 
fir our Medicines to the Age and Conſtitution of our

of his Mizzen Top-maſt, it breaking his Leg tranſverſe 227 Leg. 
near the Ancle, the Edge of the e thruſting out 
chro' the Skin,” He not ſuffering the Bone then pre- 
ſently to be ſet while it was warm, afterwards, when it 
was ſwelled and ſtiff, it did not yield to Extenſion, but 
became painful and inflamed. After ſome few Days he 
was brought to London, and I was ſent to him. He 
was of an ill Habit of Body, ſubject to the Gout and 
Dyſentery ; and the Fracture being accompanied with 
rear Defluxion, 'was not in a Condition to admit of 
xtenſion: Therefore, according to Fallopius and Hr, 
pocrates, before cited by me in this Treatiſe, I propoſed 
to his Chirurgeon ro proceed by Lenients, to miti 
Pain, Inflammation, ec. and by Bandage to hinder De- 
finxion ; which we did, and his Chirurgeon continued 
that Method a few Days, by which the Accidents were 
remitted. When we met again, finding the Patient in 
Eaſe, we took off the Dreſſings, and agreed to make 
Extenlion, and reduce the Fracture. The Patient was 
of a dry tough Body, and the Member yielded difficultly 
to the Stretch; upon which Confideration we ſatisfied 
dur ſelves with a moderate Extenſion, doubring that, 
upon a more forcible one, ill Accidents might follow, 
(as an Inflammation preſently did). We dreſt it up as 4 
Compound Fracture; and after ſome Days Dreſſing, a 
Callus thruſt forth, and united the Bones. That Ca!lus 
being confirmed and dried, we haſten'd the Exfoliation 
ot the foul Bone by a little eyptiacum and pu v. myrrhæ 
diſlolved in m. vii, applied hot upon an armed Probe. 
Thus the Bone was exfoliated, and the Ulcer cured by 
the ordinary Intenſions in ſuch Caſes; yet the inward 
leaning of the Bone continued a Weakneſs in the Mem- 
ber a long time, as is uſual where the Fracture hath not 
been timelv or well reduced.

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Tendons and muſculous Fleſh were ſorely torn, and 
ſtretcht by the t Extenſion, ſo it was not likely to 
be attended with leſs Miſchief than afterward it. 
We let him blood that Night, and gave him an Ano- 
dyne Draught to diſpoſe him to reſt; but he ſlept little, 
his Pain continuing with much Diſturbance: A Fever 
alſo followed, and within two or three Days he became 
delirious, and in the Abſence of his Attendants got out 
of his Bed; upon which the great Focil flew out, as at 
firſt, and the poor Man fell down on the Floor as half 
dead. We were both preſently fetch'd, and taking off 
the Dreſſings, we ſaw the Bone diſtorted, the lower 
Stitches broken, and the Wound of an ill Aſpect, as it 
were tending to Mortification; alſo the Bone thruſt out 
ſo far, that there were no Hopes of irs being any more 
reduced by a new Extenfion : Upon which Conſidera- 
tion, we reſolved to ſaw off the End of it, and to that 
Purpoſe having prepared all things ready, we cut out the 
remaining Stitches, and turn'd the Foot on one Side, 
towards the Small of the Leg, thruſting the Bone more 
out, the one ſawing the End off, whilſt the other, with 
2 Spatula, defended the Tendonous Fleſh underneath 
from being wounded by the Saw. That done, we 
cleanſed the Wound from the Saw-duſt, as alſo from 
the Shivers of little Bones which we had not diſcovered 
in our firſt they lying pricking the Perioſtz- 
um, berween the d Bones and Membranes, by 
which thoſe ſad Accidents had been haſtened. The 
Wound thus cleanſed, we turned the Foot right into 


its natural Place, there being no Need of Extenſion ; 


which being done, we ſcarified the Lips of the Wound, 
and waſh'd them cum ſpir. vinz, with a little Agypriac. 
diffoly'd in it, and applied to the Ends of the 
Pledgits dipt in che ſame, and preſt out. We alſo dreſt 
the reſt of the Wound cum gent. baſilic. with a little 
ol. terebinth. warm, and ied a Mixture of an En- 
laſtrum 3 and diachalcit. over the Wound and 
1 77 abads, then a Compreſs aud Bandage over that, 
as in Compound Fractures. The great Work was 
now, how to fu the Foot, and keep it even with 
the reſt of the there being ſo great a Diſtance 
berween them wi any Bone. But we having

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his Bed, and fitted it in a Wainſcot Caſe, where it was 
kept ſteady and 5 and lay conveniently for our daily 
dreſſing him. is done, we committed him to the 
Care of his Friends, to keep him there quiet, and ordered 
him Cordial Juleps, G c. After ſome Hours we let him 
Blood again. From that time his Pains leſſened, and 
his Fever and other ill Symptoms went off as the Wound 
digeſted: But after ſome Days the Heel became very 
painful, and a Slough was diſcovered to us inflamed 
with an Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone. The Pa- 


tient not permitting to have the Caſe, wherein his Foot 


and Leg was, ſtirred, it had not been raiſed up, as for 
Preſpiration it ought to have been; whence this Ulcer 
became very troubleſome to us. For a preſent Reliet, 
we laid him upon his Side, and dreſſed the Ulcer with 
Linients, to haſten Separation of that Eſchar. And be- 
cauſe the Patient grew ſoon weary of his Poſition, which 
allo was inconvenient for our dreſſing the great Wound, 
we therefore deligned an Inſtrument of Tin to receive 
his Foot and Leg, his Heel to ly hollow in a Place cut 
for that Purpoſe, whereby we could daily dreſs it with 
out diſturbing the Patient, only placing him down lower 
towards the Bed's Feet, that the Heel might ly over it. 
The Side of this Inſtrument that came up by the Wound, 
was to be taken off at the Time of dreſſing his Wound, 
and afterward :ed cloſe again; whereby he was 
dreſt without di 2 the weak Member. Ic lay alſo 
ſoft, by reaſon of the Folds of Linen we placed under 
and between the Leg and Inſtrument; it was alſo kept 
ſtrait, in hopes it might be ſupplied: with Callzs. But 
the Wound became finuous, and the Matter fouling the 
Bones, hinder'd the Growth of Callus ; and while we 
waited for Exfoliation, the Lips of the Ulcer became 
callous, which prolonged the Cure. The Ulcer in the 
Heel we digeſted ; and after we found the Bone would 
not incarn, we dreſt it with Ungzent. /AEgyptiac. with a 
little Aferc. ſ#bl. diſſolv'd in it; by which Dreſſing we 
haſten d the Exfoliation of the Bone, and cured the 
Ulcer. The Wound above was a larger Work ; but 
after the Generation of Callut, it cured as a Fiftu/a with 
carious Bones, the Patient lived many Years after ; bur 
thro” the ill Diſpoſition of the Ulcer, the Callas was 
hindred in its Growth, whereby the Leg - the

ſhorter, almoſt as much as had been ſawed off of the 
Bone. Yet this was better, I ſuppoſe, than to leave the 
Bone diſtorted until Digeſtion, as in ſuch like Caſe I 
have ſeen done. Bur if the Bone be nor ſo much diſ- 
torted as that you may come to ſaw off the End of it, 
or if you cannot reduce it after the ordinary Way, then 
you may, with a Chizel-like Inſtrument thruſt between 
the fractur'd Ends of the Bone, and uſe it after the 


Manner of a Lever, for the Reduction of the Promi- 


nencies. But then it is ſuppoſed theſe fractur d Ends of 
them are within the Wound, and have not much over- 
ſhot one another, and the Fracture is tranſverſe or ob- 
lique, otherwiſe this Way will do no Good; nay, may 
ſſibly rive up the Piece of Bone, and make another 
nd of Fracture, and grieyouſly pain the Patient to no 
Purpoſe. And that you may eaſily do, if the Ends 
break off upon your hard and unſteady Extenſion. 
Therefore it becomes you to be very wary in making 


this Extenſion; elſe, I ſay, you may put the Patient to 


{ad Pain, and do him little good. 
But to conclude, after your Extenſion is made, and 
the Bone reduced, you are to feel if there be any Shi- 
vers of Bones looſe, and pull them out. And if you 
perform this Operation in a Fracture newly made, then 
you are to prevent Inflammation and all other Accidents, 
by dreſſing up the Patient with ſuch Medicines as have 
been propoſed in Compourd Fractures, and make your 
Ban ſo that you may come to dreſs the Wound, as 
Occaſion ſhall offer, with as little Moleſtation of the frac- 
tur d Member as is poſſible, having a Care you grieve 
not the tender Parts with Splints, until the Inflamma- 
tion be over, and the Wound well digeſted. 

Then afterwards, tis to be endeavoured, that the Bones 
robb'd of their Perioſtzum may again be incarned or 
exfoliated ; which is the Work of Nature, yet ought 
to be help'd by Medicines which have a manifeſt hot 
and drying Quality, and a peculiar Faculty thereto, of 
which there are enough ſer down in the Treatiſe of 
Gun-ſbot Wounds . | |

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CHAP. 1I. 
Of Luxations in general. 


IN ſeveral Obſervations iin this Book I have had Occa- 
fon to take Notice of the Inconvenience many Peo- 
have fallen into thro' the Wickedneſs of thoſe who 
zretend to the reducing luxated Joints, by the peculiar 
ame of Boxe-Serters, who (that they may not want 


Tmployment) do uſually repreſent every Bone diſlocated 


they are called to look upon, tho” poſſibly it be but a 
Ganglion, or other crude Tumour, or preternatural Pro- 
tuberance of ſome Part of a Joint. In which Caſes 
their raſh Extenſions do frequently caufe fad Accidents : 
But their more gainful Way is by extending and dreſ- 
ling up Joints rather wrench'd than diflocared ; in which 
if they eſcape undetected, they muſt needs reap great 
Credit, the Patient recovering fo ſoon the Eaſe and Uſe 


of them. Whereas if the Joints happen really to be

find to be of two Sorts : 1. Symphyſis. 2. Articulatio. 
1. x in its Original Signification denotes a 


Comnaſtency, or growing together, and ps is meant 
of thoſe Bones which in 1 diſtinct, 


but after ſome Years, unite and confolidate into one 


Bone. So the Os ileon and Os pubis are two diſtinct 
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Bones in a Child, but unite into one in a Man. The 
Epiphyſs of the Os femoris, is a diſtin Bone from it 


in a Child, whereas in a Man they do inrirely unite. 
But Cuſtom, and the Uſage of Authors, hath found out 
another Senſe of the Word, fitred to adult Perſons, in 
whom it is uſed to mean ſuch a Connexion of two Bones 
ther as is immovable ; and of theſe are two Sorts. 
An immediate Conjunction, or Juxtapoſition (if 
I may fo call it) without the Interpoſition of any other 
Body : Of which we find three Species. 

Firſt, Sutura, or the indented Conjunction of Bones 
in the Scull. . 

Secondly, Harmonia, when without toothing or inter- 
fering, they do join immovably in a ſtreight Line, as 
the Bones in the upper Jaw. 

Thirdly, Gomphoſis, or the Connection of a Tooth to 
its Socket. 

2. Mediate, where the Connection is made by In- 
terpoſition of another Body. Of theſe we likewiſe find 
three Sorts, which, notwithſtanding, are not ſo peculiar 
to the Symphyſes as it is oppoſed to Articulatio, but that

AS s of this Kind we have of the Ster- 
xox to the Ribs. Articulations are moſt of them fo 


joined, there being few Bones deſtin d for Motion which 
have not cartilaginous Heads for the Facility thereof. 
Theſe two latter Sorts of Union are compounded in 


ſome Articulations, as in the Oſſa cox, where you

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have Tendons and Griſtles both to join them together.

Articulatio II. Articulatio is a Connection of Bones with Apt- 

neſs of Motion. Something hath been anticipated al- 

ready- concerning this Head, becauſe of irs Coincidence 

with Symphyſis, in the forementioned Inſtances. Bur 

take ir as it is in itſelf, and you will find it to have this 
Difference. There is, _ | 

1. A conſpicuous Motion, which, where it happens, 
the Conjunction is called Diarthroſis, as in the Elbow, 

2. An obſcure one, where the Conjunction is called 
Synarthroſis, as in the joining the Carpus to the Meta- 
carpus, the Tarſus to the Metatarſus; and both theſe 
are divided into the three following Species. | 

Firſt, Enarthroſis, where a — round Head enters 
into a Cavity, whether it be Cozyla, or profound Ca- 
vity, as that of the Os Coxæ receiving the Head of the 

Os Femoris; or Glene, which is more ſhallow, as in the 
Scapula, where it receives the Humerus. Of more ob- 
ſcure Motion is that Connection of the Os tali with the 
Cymbiformis, which is an Enartbroſis. 

Secondly, Arthrodia, where the Cavity is very ſuper- 
ficial, as between the Head and the firſt Vertebra af the 
Neck in Diarthroſis, and between the Carpus and Meta- 
carpus in Syuarthroſis. 111 
Thirdly, Gizg/ymus, which is a mutual indenting of 
two Bones into each other's Cavity, of which the El- 
bow is an Inſtance in Diarthrofis, the Vertebra of the 
Back in Synarthroſis. 3 

Many other things might be ſaid on this Subject, 
were it pertinent to my preſent Deſign, which is only 
to regard the Union and due Conformity of Joints, in 
order to the Doctrine of Luxations, in which the Ar- 
ticulations are chiefly concerned: For when thoſe 
that are united by Symphyſis, as the Sutures of the 
Head, and the Bones of the Maxilla ſuperior, or diſlo- 
cared, there is always 2 Fracture concomitant, and the 
whole is treated as a Fracture. When the Teeth are

The Signs of Luxation may be taken from the Loſs or 
imperfect Motion of the Joint, and from the different 
Reſemblance ir hath with the contrary ſound Member, 
there appearing to the Eyes, or Touch, a Cavity in the 
Part whence it receded, and a Protuberance where 
it is lodged. The Member is alſo rendred longer or 
ſhorter, according as the Bone is diſtorted. | 

Signs of The Signs of Reduction are contrary to what have

Deſcription T HE Joint of the Elbow is made by the Concur- 
of the El- * rence of three ſeveral Bones: 1. The Os humeri, 
bow-Foint. 2. The Ulza, 3. The Radius. The Os humeri ends 
broad towards the Cubit with a double Head, the in- 
ward fitted for the Reception of the Ulna, the outward 
for the Radius. The inward Head is exactly ſhaped, 
and covercd with a Griitle, which rendereth it ſmooth, 
and fit for the Motions of the Una, which, with a 
ſuitable Cavity plays about it, inſerting upon every Ex- 
tenſion of the — 2 its utmoſt Proceſs (called the Ole- 
eranon or Ancon) in the larger Cavity that is ſituate on 
the Backſide of the Humerss. In every Flexure its leſſer 
Protuberance plays into a leſſer Cavity in the exterior 
Part of the ſaid Humerxus. The Radius, mean while, be- 
ing round and flat, with a very ſmall Excavation, doth 
play upon the outer Head. Theſe Heads have yet a 
tarther Uſe, viz. by their reſpective Proceſſes, to make 
2 Station for ſeveral Muſcles, the outer Protuberance 
giving Original to all the Extenſors of the Hand and 
ingers, the Inncrmolt to all the Flexors of the ſame. 
The Joint itſelf, beſide: the Ginglymoide Connection of 
the Ulza to the Humerns, is tied faſt by a ſtrong Liga- 
ment, and well bound in with Muſcles, viz. on the Inſide 
i is lined with a ſtrong and thick, but very faft, End 
of the Brachieas internus, whoſe Ligament, tho' hard 
and thick enough, yer hath a ſoft Pillow of Fleſh inter- 
poſed between it and the Joint, that fo the Preſſure 
may not hinder the Motion thereof, but rather give way 
to it; yet is the Preſſure ſtrong enough to keep the 
Place firm, which the Acce ſſion of the Tendon of the 
Biceps doth much more corr oborate; ſo do the Pronator 
radti teres, and Swpinator longus, &c. The Outer-part is 
well guarded by that great ſtr ong Muſcle which uſually is 
| | TeCEOnes 
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reckoned for two, viz. the Biceps and Bracbiæus exter- 

nus, which uniting together, have a fleſhy ſoft Inſide, 
but with a ſtrong broad Ligament fixed on the Outſide 
to the Olecranon. There is allo a little Muſcle called Au- 
coneus, which reaching from the End of the Humerus 
obliquely tranſverſe, doth inſert itſeif into the Ulza, 
corroborating the Joint. : 

The Radius alſo is bound cloſe to the Side of the Ulza, 
and to the Humerus, by two remarkable Ligaments, viz. 

the circular one that involveth the Joint, and the broad 
one that uyiteth it and the Ulna together; it is allo ._ _ 
bound down by the neighbouring Mulcles, eſpecially the 4 
two Supinators and the Pronator teres. 

He that conſidereth the Figure of the Ulza, and the 
Strength whereby it is tied to the Humerys, will think 
the Luxation of it almoſt impoſſible ; yet even this alſo 
is ſometimes made by the Force that may be put upon 
it, and that four ſeveral Ways, if we may believe Au- 
thors; as, outwardly, inwardly, and to each Side. 

If the Luxation be forward, the Arm hangeth ſtraight Sig-. 
out, or rather outward, and he cannot bend it, a Pro- 
minence appeareth in the Bout or Inſide of it, and an 
unwonted Cavity where the Elbow ſhould be : Bur if 
the Luxation be backward, the Cavity will be in the 
Fore-part, and the Arm curved. If the Luxation beon 
the Inſide, the Cavity will be on the Outſide; and ſo 
the contrary, if it be externally diſtorted. 

The perfect Luxations of this Joint do rarely happen: Pregneſicł. 
When they do, they are difficultly reſtored ; and if there 
be a Fracture of any of the Proceſſes of the Joint, the 
Caſe is deplorable. 

If the Cubit be luxated forwards, the Arm muſt be Cure. 
extended, but not in a ſtraight Line, left you break the 
Tip of the Ulxa, but obliquely. To which End two 
Perſons being employed, one to hold the Humerus, the 
other to pull the Arm below, a third Perſon muſt guide 
the Elbow fo as to keep it bent, and to direct the Bone, 
which is done by preſſing a Bolſter upon the Bend of 
the Joint, or by a Girt, or other Bandage, pulled be- 
hind, or by one in the Nature of a Stirrup, in which 
the Chirurgeon may put his Foot, and make Extennon 


that Way.

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If the Luxation be backwards, the Extenſion bei 
made obliquely, as before, the Repoſition is eaſily guid 
by the Chirurgeon's Hand; yet ſince the enepding

HE former of theſe Luxations happened to a 

. Servant-Maid in Whitefryers, carrying a Pail of 
Her Feet ſlippi e endeavoured to fave her- 
but tlic backward, ſhe pitched upon her Right- 
d, and diſtorted the Head of the Bone inward a 
great way. The poor Creature was carried into the 
next Houſe, being an Alehouſe, and Mr. Clark a neigh- 
boaring r and my ſelf were fetched. Dreſ- 
ſings being made ready, and the Wench ſeared, one of 
the Company ſtood on the contrary Side of her, with 
both his Hands upon that Arm, below the Shoulder, 
and held her firm. Mr. Clark made an Extenſion be- 
low the Cubit, and myſelf, with a bolſtered Girt u 
the promirient Bone in the Bout of the Arm, pulled it 
backward. After we had thus come to the very Brink 
of the Joint, Mr. C/ark bowing the Arm ſuddenly for- 
ward, I drew it back into the Place, then embrocared it 
cum ol. roſ. myrtill. & aceto, and applied empl. e bolo, 
with Bandage, and left her Hand upon her Breaſt ; but 
ſhe was lame long after. 1

Deſcription H E Joint of the Hip is a Connection of the Head 
of the Hip. T of the Os femoris o the Acetabulum of the Os 
iſchion, which is done by two ſtrong Ligaments ; one 
outward, and membranous, encompaſſing the whole 
Head of the Femur, from the Edges of the Acetabu- 
lam to the farther End of the Neck, where it toucheth 
the great Trochanter ; the other inward, of a round 
Figure, like a Cord, tying the Apex of the Capat fe- 
moris to the inner Side of the Acetabulam, near the 
Centre. This Articulation is confirmed and ſtrengthened 
by great ſtrong Muſcles : viz. on the Outſide by three 
Glutes, on the Inſide by the Triceps, . 25 with the 
Levidus, and the four little Rotators. All which being 
duly conſidered, it muſt needs follow, that the Force 
muſt be great that doth drive this out of its Place: 
Yer when the Weight of the Body, and the undue Po-

Luxations of the Hip are difficultly reduced, and be- pyognoftick 


ing fo, are extreme apt to prolapſe, by reaſon of the 
over-great Extenſion or Ruption of the internal Liga- 
ment, which ſhould hold the Bone in its Acetabulum. 
And if it be not reduced, it will be ſubject to great Pain 
and Fluxion from the over-ſtretching of the Muſcles, 
and Preſſure upon them with its great Head : Yet after 
ſome Months thoſe Muſcles become callous, and having 
yielded to the Extenſion, the Patient makes a Shift to 
go upon it, tho' lamely ; but the Member ſuffereth an 
 Atrophia, and is ſhorter than the other. 

When the Luxation happeneth by Congeſtion, it is 
ſubject to Apoſtemations, and the Head of the Bone cor- 
rupts by 'ying flabb'd in the Humour, and the Patient 
languiſhes and dies emaciated. | 

f the Thigh-Bone be luxated inward, and the Patient Reduction

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Bone do ſtart again, I ſhould forbear any farther forci 
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made by two Men, the one pulling him by that Arm- 
pit, the other Dy the Leg; which latter Extenſion 
muſt be made obliquely rowards the ſound Leg. 

If the Luxation be backward, he muſt be then laid 
upon his Belly, and the Pin placed, as aforeſaid, in his 
Twiſt : It ought to be as thick as a Rowling-pin, and 
covered with Cotton, that its Hardneſs may not be of- 
fenſive. The Extenſion may alſo be made upward, by 
a Towel or Girt between his Thighs ; and the while that 
Leg muſt be ſtretch'd by Pullies, or ſuch like Strength, 
and the Bandage faſtened above the Knee. - 

The Bone once reduced, dreſs it up with Reſtrictives, 
and good Compreſs and Bandage, then bind it to the 
other Leg, and keep him in Bed ; for theſe Bones are 
apt to ſtart, eſpecially if the Ligamentum teres be bro- 
ken.

CHAP. IX.

THE Joint of the Knee is made by the Connection 
of the lower Head of the Femur, and the upper 
Head of the Tibia and the Patella. The firſt of theſe, by 
a double Protuberance, is inſerted into the double Cavity 
of the latter, and ſuffers Conſtriction on the anterior 
Part, from the great and large Muſcles, which running 
to and beyond the Patella, join that to the Os _—_—

and bind it down upon the Articulation, ſo as of the 
whole to make a Joint. On the hinder Side it is guarded 
with the two Hamſtrings, ſo called, viz. the Tendon of 
the Biceps outwardly, and of the ſartorius, gracilis, 
ſemimembranoſus, & ſeminervoſus, inwardly ; berween 
which, thro? a little Cavity made for that Purpoſe, all 
the great Veſſels have their Paſſage to the Legs. Now 
the Joint being thus ſtrengthened, doth ſcarce admit of 
any Luxation forward, unleſs the Cauſe be excceding 
violent. Backward, on each Side, it is ſubject to bath 
Luxation and Semiluxation. 
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The Signs of the ſeveral Luxations of the Knee are Signs of 4 
apparent to the Eye, by the Protuberance in the one | «xared 


art, and Cavity on the contrary. 8 | 
are not difficult to reduce, nor ſubject to ſuch 
Accidents as thoſe of the Elbow. 


Thoſe Luxations which happen on either Side of the 


Knee, may be reduced by a moderate Extenſion with your 
Hands. e Luxation backward is reſtored by extend- 
ing it a little, then bend the Leg ſuddenly backward, 
bringing his Heel to his Buttock, and you ſhall hear it 


knap into its Place. It being fo, ſtretch it out again, 


and embrocate the Joints and Parts affected, and apply 
Aſtringents, with a Compreſs in the Ham, with good 
Bandage. I ſhall ſhew you the Manner of reducing the 
perfect Luxation more particularly, as followeth.

Gentleman of about thirty Years of Age, riding upon 05/ervar. 
the Road ſome few Miles out of Town, was, by of « luxs- 


the ruſhing of a Cart, tumbled: with his Horſe into a 4 


Ditch, and brought back to London extremely lame and 
bruiſed. I being fetched to him, found him in Bed. 
The Head of the Os tibiæ was ſhot under the Thigh- 
bone, and lay ſtretched our ſtraight, exceedingly ſwel- 
led, and much Blood extravaſated amongtt the Muſcl 
of the Calf of his Leg. I cauſed the Patient to be 
on the con Side ; then one of the Com held 
him down, and kept that Thigh Ready, whit f took 
him by the Foot and Calf of his Leg; and after I had 
2 little drawn it ro me, I forced it backward towards 
his Buttock, by which very Motion it knapt in to its 
Place. That done, I extended it again, pacing, the 
while, my Hand in the Hollow of his Knee. The

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Motion of that Joint to and fro, and the filling up that 
Cavity under the Rozula, were certain Signs of its Reduc- 
tion. I embrocated the cum albumine ov. ol. roſ. 
myrtill. & aceto, and applied empl. e bolo over all, with 
a Compreſs in his Ham, then rowled it up, and laid his 
Leg upon a Pillow, to the Eaſe of the Patient. Thar 
done, I let him Blood in his Arm, preſcribed him an 
Emulſion of the cold Seeds, ec. and kept his Body 
ſoluble by Clyſters, and adviſed him a {lender Diet. 
The third Day I repeated Embrocations with the fore- 
ſaid Oils, cum aceto, and thereby repelled the Humour 
ſo, that there only remained ſome Remarks of the ex- 
travaſated Blood: I then embrocated thoſe Parts cum 
ol. cham. lumbric. ſpir. vini, and applied empl. ſtict. Pa- 
racelſ. & diapalmæ on the weak Joint. From the firſt 
Application he grew daily eaſier, and by theſe latter the 
Joint waxed ſtrong, and he roſe and walked with a 
Crutch in his Chamber; and ſome time afterwards I ſaw 
him walking Abroad, with a Stick in his Hand.

cloſe underneath in the Hollow of the Calcaneum, by

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lis; inward by the Tibialis poſticus ; outward by the 

Preconei ; forward by the Tibialis anticus. Theſe joined 

to the ſtrong Ligaments that every where bind up the. 

Part, and aſſiſted by the Figure of the Bones, do make 

a Joint that would not eaſily be diſlocated, did not fo 

great a Weight lie thereupon : But from great Weight 

and Force it ſuffereth four Ways. 

If the luxated Bone be diſtorted inward, the Soal of Signs of 4 
the Foot lieth turned outward ; ſo likewiſe, if the Luxa- l«xared 
tion be in the exterior Part. If the Luxation be for- cle. 
ward, the broad Tendon of the Heel lieth hard, and 
ſtretch'd out, and the Foot appeareth ſhorter, becauſe 
the Joint is moved forward, and poſſeſſeth moſt Part 
of the Foot : But if the luxated Bone be diſtorted back- 
ward, it lieth over the Heel-bone, in which Caſe the 
Soal of rhe Foot ſeemeth bigger and longer. Accord- 
ingly as theſe Signs are evident, the Luxation is perfect 
or imperfect. 

The Reduction is not difficult, yet theſe Luxations p, nail. 
are ſubject to great Pain, and are accompanied with 
TI and Ecchymoſis, and the Patients are long lame 

them. 
The Way of Reduction in tender Conſtitutions, may Redution] 
be by Extenſion with your Hands, the one taking hold 
of the Leg, the other of the Foot. During which Ex- 
tenſion, the Chirurgeon muſt preſs the Bone the con- 
trary Way to which it was fallen. In caſe the Exten- 
ſion by your Hands ſuffice not, you may make uſe of 
Pullies, or other Engine. The Bone being reduced, 
apply Reſtrictives, with Bandage, as aboveſaid. 
Sometimes the Ancle Bone is apt to turn out on ei- 
ther Side, by reaſon of Relaxation of the Tendons: In 
which Caſe, tho' you do reduce it, yet upon the leaſt 
walking on it, the Bone flips out again. Some Years 
ago, ſuch a one was brought to me; I reduced it eaſi y, 
and it as ſoon ſlipt out again: Whereupon I cauſed 
a Shoe to be made, by which the Ancle was kept ſteady, 
and at length, by Application of Aftringents, &c. it 
recovered Strength. 
The Bones of the Metatarſus, and Toes, are fre- 
2 fractured, dur farely luxated, by reaſon of their 
Ligation by ſo many Tendons: But if it ſo happen, 
their Cure is the {ame with that of the Fingers and Hand.

them, as likewiſe numbered amongſt the Cauſes of In- 
fection. 


Theſe are all ſuch convenient Excuſes for the more 


ſhy and coy Patients, who will not otherwiſe be brought 
to confeſs their Diſtempers, that it is Piry to diſcounte- 
nance them. Nor will I deny the Differences of Con- 
ſtitutions to be ſo great, and ſome of them ſo liable to 


this Diſeaſe, by ſome other previous Indiſpoſition of 


Body, that they may be infected with the Tenth-part of 
what another would eſcape ſound from. And this eſpe- 


cially I do acknowledge in Women, the Softneſs and 


Tenderneſs of whoſe Sex being frequently attended with 
thin and ſharp Serum in the Blood, renders them liable 
to very quick Impreſſions; yer in Men, and indeed in 
_ the Generality of Patients, we find the Diſeaſe not ſo 
active as to convey itſelf from ane Subject to another, 
without actual Coition, or ſomething very equivalent to it. 
And as to wearing of the ſame Cloaths, it is notorious 
that many Hundreds, cured by us Chirurgeons here in 
the Town, do commit that Error (if it be one) with- 
out the leaſt Inconvenience. Nay in ſound and firm 
Conſtirutions, impure Coition itſelf is not always ſuffi- 
cient to infect : Of which I have ſeen the frequent Ex- 
periment during the three Years I ſerved in the King of 


Spain's Navy, where our Mariners, as ſoon as their 
ockets were full of Money, would be getting aſhore to 


the Negro's, and other common Women, that uſually 
attended their Landing, and ſerved their Pleaſures in the 


192 neighbouring Broom, which grew very plentifully on 


ſome of thoſe Shores. I have known, and dare ſay, 


more than twenty Men lay with one and the fame Wo- 


man the ſame Day, and only ſome of them infected, 


i reſt going Free, tho' they all equally deſerved it. 


But Nurſes may either infect Children, or be infected 
by them. Children that have had no Ulcers in their 
Mouths or Lips, or any other viſible Symptom of the 
Lyues, have notwithſtanding betrayed their own Infec- 
tion, by tranſmitting it to the Nipple of the Nurſe. In 
which Caſe it is frequent to ſee ſerpiginous Ulcers ariſe 
one after another, growing at length into ſo many round 
cruſty Ulcers ; alſo Nodes thruſting out of the of 
the Shins, Ge. 

. ES | Infec- 
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Infections of Children are more obſcure; for though 
many of them, after they be born, have ſuch Scabs and 
Ulcers as do ſufficiently manifeſt the Diſeaſe, yet it is 
not always ſo; for generally they do often come into 
the World very clear, and with the Appearance of very 
ſound Bodies, which, notwithſtanding, have been cer- 
tainly infected, and have died of it, or at leaſt have 
been very infirm ; and tho? they were brought to their 
Ends by ſome other apparent Diſeaſe, yer the Pox hath 
been judged the Foundation of all. 

I ſhall give you a Three-handed Inſtance that may 
confirm ſeveral Parts of this Diſcourſe. | 
A luſty young Fellow brought me to ſee his Wife, 


Venereal Ulcers ; yet, not only her Husband was ſeem- 


7H, ingly ſound, but her Child alſo, who being Half-a-year

d, appeared luſty and ſtrong, played merrily in the 
Nurſe's Arms, but that Day died ſuddenly ; nor could I 
impute that Accident to any other Cauſe but the fore- 
mentioned Infection. 

Yet I would not have any Man raſh in judging all 
Ulcers to be Venereal that do reſemble them ; for I haye 
feen Nurſes with chapt Nipples, and ſerpiginous Ulcers 
on the Breaſts, and Maids likewiſe in the ſame Condi- 
2 who have been cured without any Reſpect to the

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which I did in the Company of Dr. Maplietoft: We 
found upon her Face a great Cluſter of round cruſty 


I have ſeen alſo many Infants broken out about the 


Lips, Face, Head, and Body, with many ſuſpicious Pu- 


 ffule and Ulcers, that were born of chaſte Parents. In 


our publick Healings we preſent many ſuch; if there 
be any diſeaſed Glandules found about the Muſculus 
maſtoideus, I ſuppoſing them rather to be ſtrumous. 
Having thus far treated of the Original of the Lues, 
it will be now ſeaſonable to deſcribe the Diſeaſe itſelf : 
For the doing of which it will not be neceſſary to run 
thro all the nice Diverſity of Opinions which Sexxerrus 
and other Authors have reckoned up; ſuch an Attempt 
would better become a Chair in the Univerſity, than a 
Practical Treatiſe: I do only in ſhort ſay, That it is a 
Diſeaſe produced, not by Exceſs of any of the four Qua-

roms; Degrees of Infection. In the firſt he ſuppoſeth only the 
Hair to fall off, without any other Hurt of the Body; a 
Caſe, I doubt, very rare. In the ſecond, the Skin grow- 
eth 7. and ſpotted, with many little Protuberances. 
In the third, downright Scabs appear in the Head, Face, 
c. In the fourth, the ſolid Parts are infected, as the 
Bones, ec. But theſe Degrees are either ill ordered, or 
at leaſt not juſted to the Appearance of the Diſeaſes 
that occur in this Age; therefore I ſhall endeavour to 
rank the Degrees or Symptoms of it according to the 
Events which we uſually obſerve in our Practice. | 
Therefore, when a Man hath had to do with an im- 
pure Woman, either he hath ſome Hear or Inflamma- 
tion on the Penis with Excoriation, which ariſeth ſoon 
after Coition, and is cauſed by the Affriction of a viru- 
lent Humour, or elſe he finds a Heat in his Urine, and 
in a Day, two, or three, a Gonorrhæa, or iſſuing of vi- 
rulent Matter out of the ſeminal Veſſels, thro' the Ure- 
thra. This Inflammation is very apt to produce Exco- 
riation and Ulceration, upon which chancrous Ulcers 
ariſe ; and ſometimes when the Infection hath been ve- 
hement, or the Inflammation neglected, it tends to a 
Gangrene, and Cryſtalline Bladders ariſe, and the Part 
mortifieth. | 
Sometimes a Gonorrhea ſucceeds not; only the In- 
fection taking rather along the Cutis to the Groin, doth 
make Impreſſion on the neighbouring Glandules, and 
oduce a Bubo, which, according to the Degree of its 
| Malignancy, either proves eaſily curable, or elſe improves 
in its Venom, and terminates in a Phagedznous — 
with jagged Lips. At this time of the Diſeaſe, I have 
ſeen many round hard Venereal Ulcers upon the Scro- 
tum and Perineum. Sometimes, where none of the 
other Symptoms have preceded, a ſmall Chancrous 
Ulcer atiſeth between the Prepuce and the Glans, above 
or below, on one Side, or in the Entrance of the Ure- 
thre ; one while cating thro” ir, another while deſtr 
ing the Fræuam, &c. Theſe Ulcers are ſometimes only 
| | corroſive,

corroſive, and ſometimes callous, or a Calloſity without 
an Ulcer. 


The Attendance of a Chancre is commonly a Break- 
ing out all over the Body like a Flea-biting, which ter- 
minates in various Sorts of Tetters or Ulcerous Scabs ; 
or it may be, that Puſtules ariſe in one or more Places 
of the y, as Head, Face, Arms, Thighs, or Legs, 
or Ulcers in the Tonſil, Palates, &c. 0 at the ſame 
time I have ſeen a Gummineſs upon the Muſculus maſtoi- 
deus, drawing the Neck on one Side. 

The wandring Pains begin towards Night to affect 
either the kt Nui Arms, Legs, or Head , ſometimes 
this laſt is affected alone to great Exceſs, and about this 
time, Verruce, Condylomata, Mariſca, or Ficus, appear 
in the Podex ; alſo Ozæna and Ulcers of the ſpongieſt 

Part of the Os ethmoides and Griſtles of the Noſe ; alſo, 
about this time, Tumours by Congeſtion ariſe in the 
ts Arms, Legs, and become Ulcers of difficult 

ure. 

The Pains growing more fixed, Gummata, or Nodes, 
uſually ariſe, and continually afflict them, but towards 
Night grow more intolerable, and at length the Bones 
corrupt. | 

Coincident with ſeveral of theſe latter Degrees, are 
the Noiſe in the Ears, Deafneſs, a Polypus, Ophthalmia, 
Fiſtula Lachrymalis, fierce Catarrhs, Colicks, Diarrhea, 
and Tabes. | 

Theſe dreadful Symptoms have frequently poſſeſt the 

' Tmaginations of ſome People, who having taken the 
Way to get the Pox, are ſoon perſuaded that they have * 
it. Theſe Men will ſtrangely 2 all the Pains 
and other Symptoms they have or have heard 
other Men talk of. Many of theſe Hypechondriacks 
have come to Sir F. P. in which Caſes he hath been 
pleaſed to ſend for me to conſider of their Complaints 
with him. They commonly went away from us unſa- 
tisfied, nor could they quiet their Minds till they found 
ſome Undertaker that would comply with them; which 
done, they were never the better, the Imagination, in 
which the Diſeaſe was ſeated, remaining ſt ill uncured ; 
whereupon preſuming they were not in Hands skilful 
enough, they have gone to others, and fo forwards, till 


1 uincd both their Bodics and Purſes. : 
There f 
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There have been three of theſe People with me lately; 
one a Tradeſman, who told me, that ſince his Wife's 


Death he had fallen into ill 8 and being heated 


with Drink, ſtrayed, and got a Clap, for which he had 
been under ſeveral Hands, that it had coft him Forty 
Pounds amongſt them, but he was ſtill worſe and worſe. 
I asked him, if he had ever a Gonorrhæa? Yea, ſaid 
he, with great Pain in my Back, which till continues; 
alſo, ſuch a Pain in my Noſe, that I fear it will fall. 
Upon more particular Enquiry, I found no ſuch thing; 
only, upon ſtraining to make Urine, or upon the Cloſe- 
ſtool, he had an involuntary Effuſion of Seed, which 
was an old Infirmity he had quite forgot. I endeavoured 
to ſatisfy him that he eſcaped better than he deſerved. 
Whether he continued in the fame OO. he ſeemed 
to have received from me of his Condition, I fome 
time doubred, but lately have ſeen him, and been 
aſſured, that fince he ſpake with me he had taken no 
Phyſick, nor felt any Cauſe for it, he continuing very 
well.

bur later Ages, and long Experience, have made it leſs 
formidable; yet even to this Day it muſt needs be 
acknowledged difficult to cure, in conſideration of its 
malign and contagious Qualiry, and the ungovernable 
Diſpoſition of the Patients. | 

If the Habit of Body be ſtrong, the Cure of all theſe 
Species of Lues Vexerea whether they be Chancre, Pa- 
ftule, Serpigo, Herpes Miltaris exedens, Phagedena, 
Oz2na, Ulcers in the Palate or Tonſils, they are all 
much eaſier cured than the ſame are in any other Chro- 
nick Diſeaſe: But to eradicate the Virus, that it doth 
nor return with more Malignity, is ſomewhat more 
difficult. 

If the Patient hath been formerly clapt, it will be the 
more difficult to cure him the ſecond Time, and worſe 
the I hird. | 

If he hath paſſed thro' long Courſes of Mercurial 
Remedies inc ually, his Cure will be difficult; 
and if he hath been ſalivate ] by Unction and — 
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the Cure will be hard, by reaſon the Mercury is be- 
come familiar to him, and his Body is, for the moſt 
part, emaciated and ſqualid. 3 

Gummata and Nodes are more difficult of Cure than 
the Species above mentioned, and thoſe whoſe Bones 
are corrupted are yet more difficult of Cure; but if the 
Habit of Body be ſtrong, and the Vſcera ſound, all the 
Species of this Diſeaſe are curable, if the Patient keep 
his Chamber, and ſubmir to the Rules of Phyſick and 
Diet, without which Submiſſion we can ſcarce cure 
the leſſer Species; and accordingly as they have been 
ſlubber d over, the Malignity that remains will, at one time 
or other, ſhew itſelf, either in ſome Chronick Diſeaſe, 
as, Aſthma, Catarrh, Cholick, Diarrhea, Stranguria, Rheu- 
matiſmus, Hydrops, & c. or in ſome Species of the Lues 
Venerea, when poſſibly the Patient will not be fo willing 
to acknowledge the Diſeaſe ; and what Hope is there 
then of his Cure ? 
Alſo, if the Viſcera be unſound, or the Patient hec- 
2 a Maraſmus will attend it, and the Cure is impoſ- 
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Of the Remedies generally uſed in the 
Cure. | 
HE Medicines alter a 


rding to the Degrees of the 
Malady, and other — — in which the 
following Diſcourſes will inform you. My preſent Bu- 
ſineſs is, to give a general View of them all, with their 
Natures Uſes. Now the known Remedies, all or H. Cure. 
ſome of which we uſe in this Cure, are, Bleeding, 
Purging, Vomiting, Salivating, Sweating, Cordials, and 
Opiates; to which we may add, Dietetical Directions, 
pecially Alterative Drinks, and Topicks. 
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Bleeding. 
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Concerning Phlebotomy, tho it do not cure the Dif- 
eaſe, yet in the very Beginning of it we uſually let 
Blood, to calm the fermenting Humours, and diſpoſe 
them for Evacuation, and preſcribe a Clyſter before or 
after. | 

If the Diſeaſe be of long Continuance, and they have 
been ler Blood ſome Months before, yet if we deſign 
Salivation, we do again ler them Blood, if the Body 
be not too much emaciated : For in ſome of thoſe a 
Fever hath happened in the time of raiſing the Saliva- 
rion; and in ies of ſtronger Habits, I have often 


_ ſeen them to break out in Heat all over in the Begin- 


ing of the Flux, ſo that then I have been neceſſitated 
to let them Blood when it was not fo proper. When 
this Diſeaſe appeareth in the Groin with a Bubo, we do 
not let Blood; yer ſome have adviſed it in the Foot, as 


2 Way to lead the Humours thither. 


Purging is more unive neceſſary, few Caſes bei 
to be pur in this Dies Wee 2 1 52 retained : For 
whoſoever is infected, either is _ cacochymical, or 
will quickly be ſo, if by a ſudden Evacuation of the 
Matter you do not prevent it. It is alſo uſe- 
ful in keeping the Blood low, which, the higher ir is, 
the more apt it is to be inflamed. Of ſome are 
_ lenitive, fit for weak and extenuated Perſons, alſo 
to diſpoſe the Body for more ſtrong Purges. The Le- 
nitives are, Manna, with Cremor Tartari, in Whey or 
Poſſet-drink, alſo the Decoctions of Tamarmd:s, Caſſia, 
with the Infuſions of Sena, Rhubarb, exc.

This I the rather add, becauſe of the Wickedneſs of 


2 Pretenders, who will in this Cure declaim againſt 


ſe of Mercury, in which, if they ſpeak honeſtly, 
and follow their Judgments (and do not give it at the 
fame time when me ſpeak againſt it, as many do) 
will prolong their Cure to no Purpoſe, and meet wit 
| at laft; it being very ſure, that no Species of ir 
will be cured without it. I know, Fermnelivs and ſome 
of his Diſciples writ vehemently againſt ir, but the whole 
Current of the able Practitioners have written on the 
other Side : And, by what I find by my Experience, I dare 
fay, that Fernehus never Cured a Confirmed Pox without 
it, unleſs the Patient had been » 
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fore who had fluxed him; in which Caſe ſome ſudori- 
fick Courſe preſcribed by him might get the Credit of a 
Cure, whoſe Foundation was laid in Mercury. I write 
this the more confidently, becauſe of the many Attempts 
I have myſelf made, and ſeen endeavoured by ſome 
worthy late Practiſers in our Faculties without Mercury; 
but by omitting of it our Cures were rendered tedious 
and 1 the Ulcers the while ſpreading and 
breaking out freſh in ſome Parts, while we were endea- 
vouring to cure them in others, the Diſeaſe becoming 
more = in ſome of them, whilſt their Bodies were 
with Catharticks, without Mercury. Nay, where 
one of thoſe Inveighers againſt Mercury gave it in a 
Courſe of ſeven Weeks, he could not, by all his Endea- 
vours of Mercurial Emplaſters, Unguents, or Waters, 
outwardly applied, nor with his Sweating, Diet-drinks, 
ec. cure one ſmall Herpes in the Face, yet was better 
paid for his Phyfick than I was for the Cure.

Salivation is not intended, we are forced to diſpoſe the 
Humours that Way ks Mercury, that being fo diſpoſed 
they may be rendered more obedient to purging and 
ſweating Remedies. For the Truth of this, I need nor 
produce any Authority, common Experi will make 
it evident to you; but of this hereafter. 
The Methods of ſalivating are divers, but all by Mer- 
cury; beſides which . = - 
attenuates, reſolves, provokes Urine, and moves 
noxious Humours upwards and downwards, by which 
| not 
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not only the more ſubtle, but the more groſs and fecu- 
lent excrementitious Humours are expelled, and that, 
according to its ſeveral Preparations, either inwardly 
given, or outwardly applied. | | 

Inwardly are preſcribed various Preparations of Mer- 
cury, viz. Merc. ſublimatus, dulcis, Merc. præcipitat. 


albus, rubr. citr. niger, viridis, exc. There are alſo dif- 
ferent Preparations of ſome of theſe, as the Turbitb Mi- 


zerale, the 2 of Mercury with Gold, The- 
riaca Metallor, &c. they purge, vomit, and falivate, or 
are ſudorifick, and are ſtronger or weaker in their O 
rations, according as they are freed of their corroſive 
Quality. The ſtrongeſt of them are capable of being 
rendered ſweet, and of being diſpirited of their vomi- 
tive and falivating Qualities. 

When we deſign Salivation by Mercurivs Dulcis, we 
give it from 20 to 25 Grains, and ſometimes to 30, ei- 
ther in a Spoon-full of white Bread and Milk, or in 
conf. roſ. rub. conſ. boraginis, confect. Alchermes, or ſome 
ſuch like Cordial Electuary. hen we ſuſpect it may 
work by Stool, we preſcribe it in Elect. Diaſcordii, or 
Theriace at Night going to Bed, and then it alſo ſerves 
to alleviate their Pains, and diſpoſe them to reſt. If 


after the taking it 4 or 5 Days their Chaps do not ſwell, 


it may be reaſonable to move it upwards by a few Grains 
of Turbith Minerale. Accordingly as their Chaps {well 
| os will falivate. If their Mouths be much ulcerated 
ſwelled, the Salivation may laſt 18 or 20 Days dur- 
ing which _ are to be kept warm, eſpecial ers - 
their Head, Neck, and Chaps, and to drink Chicken 
Broth, or Poſſet-Ale. | 
In the Declination of the Flux, we preſcribe them a 
Decoct. Sarſz, and before it ceaſeth, we purge them with 
ſome Cathartick Apoꝛeme, and proceed in the reſt, as 
ſhall be ſhewed in its proper Place. 

But the falivating with Merc. Dulcis alone will ſcarce 
cure the middle Species of this Diſeaſe : For tho' the 
Ulcers do cicatrize, and wandring Pains remit thereby,

Red Præcipitate is alſo vomitive, but being well 
waſh'd may be taken as ſafely as the White Præcipitate. 
Bur ſince I practiſed here in the City, I have nor uſed 
it. Præcipitatus viridis is allo yomitive, and the moſt 
churliſh Preparation of Mercury ; the Doſe is much 
about the ſame as that of Arcan. Corallty. Hartman 
preſcribed it to 8 Grains. | | 

Turbith Minerale, as it is ſold in the Shop, is a rough 
Medicine, but being ſomewhat dulcorated, firſt procureth 
Vomiting, then Salivation, and is proper to make a 
ſudden Revulſion in ſuch Caſes where there is a Neceſſity 
of giving a ſpeedy Relief to an afflicted Part, and con- 
tributeth to the Cure of this Diſeaſe in ſuch Caſes where 
Merc. Dulcis hath not Force. That which I commend 
to your Uſe is made out of Vigo's Præcipitate, and may 
be given from 12 to 18 Grains, but I rarely preſcribe it 
to any that have not firſt taken Merc. dulcis. It takes 
off nocturnal Pains, and reſolves Gummata and Nodes 
which have not been of long Continuance, and haſtneth 
the Cure of the moſt malignant Ulcers that accompany 
this Diſeaſe. | | 

Mercury Amalgamed, with Gold, doth Vomit and 
raiſe Salivation, but is generally corrected and made a 
Sudorifick ; ſo the Turbith Minerale is made Diapho- 
retick. 

Bezoardicum Minerale, and /Ethiops Mineralis are 
alſo Diaphorerical, and of their Uſe you may ſee more 
hereafter. | 

Mercurius ſublimatus corroſivus diſſolved in Aqua = 
tis given inwardly doth alſo raiſe Salivation and Vo- 
miting, if the Doſe be proportioned.

terials. If you ſhall make up an Unction at that rate, 


you will find your Curioſity in the Choice of the Oint-

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Nurſe, ſuch as hath been accuſtomed to the Employ- 
ment, that ſhe may, in the Abſence of the Chirurgeon, 
know how to waſh the . Patient's Mouth, and direct and 
encourage him in ſuch Rules as may be neceſlary in 
the time of Salivating. . 

The moſt proper Place for Unction is a Stove, if it 
may be had, and the Patient can bear it; if he be weak, 
his Bed muſt be uſed, otherwiſe, for want of a Stove, 
he muſt fir, encompaſs'd with a Screen (as I ſaid) by 
the Fire ſide, but not too near it. If in the anointing 
he uſe his own Hands, he may fave his Chirurgeon 
much Trouble, and do the Work betrer than ir can 
be done for him: But if other Help be required, then 
we arm our Hands with Bladders or Gloves, and fall to 
it. The old, and ſtill moſt common Method, adviſeth 
to begin at the Feet, and thence to ariſe to the Legs, 
Thighs, Hips, and fo upwards on the Spine to the Neck, 
taking in Hands, Arms, Shoulders. The Belly ought ro 
be avoided; and indeed much of the other Trouble, in 
weak Bodies, may be ſpared; for in ſuch, the anointing 
of the Legs and Arms, (or Thighs, if Modeſty prevent 

ou not) will obtain the ſame, and it is ſufficient, if the 

lercury mix once with the Blood to ſuch a Degree as 
to Cauſe a Salivation. Whatſoever the manner of the 
Unction be, the Parts firſt anointed ought to be covered 
before you proceed to the next, as the with Stock- 
ings, Thighs with Trouzes, &c. till at laſt his Neck be 
well wrapped with a Napkin, tacked up to his Cap 
round about to his Ears, and faſtned before to keep his 
Chaps warm. After this, a warm Bed will be conve- 
nient, and a 5 of Poſſet· drink, in order to a 
breathing Sweat. Having ſo repoſed himſelf an Hour 
or two, he may riſe and provide for his Dinner, which 
muſt conſiſt of Meat of eaſy Digeſtion, roaſt or boil- 
ed. To his Dinner he may drink Beer or Ale, with a 
Toaſt, the reſt of the Day he muſt be confin'd to 
Poflet-drink. Unction may be repeated twice a Day if 
you ſee cauſe. Bur if the Chaps ſwell apace you muſt 
moderate your Hand, and, it may be, quite hold it off, 
leſt you bring on the Salivation too faſt, and endanger 
the Patient: When he comes to this State, you mult 
keep him to the uſe of Poſſet-drink and Broth, which 
ought to be ready in a Allo burnt Wine, 49. 


3 Tveriacaſis, 
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Theriacalis, ec. muſt be ready to prevent fainting. 
His Mouth muſt be ſyringed with a Decoct. Hordei cum 
Liquiritia, Rad. Althææ, &c. New Milk held in his 
Mouth, or Chicken Broth will eaſe the Pain, and digeſt 
the Sloughs that ariſe. A rolled Clout ought to be 
placed between his Teeth, to keep his Chaps from cloſe- 
ing. He'muſt be raiſed high in his Bed, if his Weak- 
neſs conſtrain him to it, and kept forward, that his 
Rheum may run out, and not down his Throat ; but if 
he can riſe, he will ſpit better and more plentifully. 
Salivations by Unctions commonly laſt twenty four or 
twenty five Days, ſomerimes to the thirtieth Day. 

In the Height of it, our Work is to keep up their 
Strength; and if, thro' Coſtiveneſs, they ſpit wY give 
them a Clyſter that they may ſpit better, and attend the 
waſhing their Mouths; but as the Sloughs begin to ſe- 
yore; which will be towards the Declenſion of the Sa- 
ivation, — rms them a Decoction of Sarſa, & c. to 
drink at leaſt thrice a Day; and before the Slough is 
quire caſt off, purge them with ſome cathartick Apozeme 
made in ſome of the aforeſaid Deco. Sarſæ; and as they 
are able to cat Meat, put them into a drying Diet, and 
ſweat them, &c. as ſhall be ſhewed in its proper Place. 
It happeneth ſometimes, in anointing , that their 
Mouths are much ulcerated, and their Bench ſmell 
ſtrong; yet their Cheeks do not fwell, nor they ſpit 
conſiderably; in which Cafe forbear the anointing, and 
conſider the Cauſe of it; and if the Body be ſtrong and 
plethorick, vomit them with Turbith. or Infuſ. Croc. 
Metallor. but if they be weak, or coſtive, adminiſter 2 
Clyſter, and if afterwards it ariſe not, diſpoſe them to 
ſweat with Draughts of warm Poſlet-ale, or bath them; 
for that way it will be ſometimes raiſed, when by the other 
it will not. But if they have Faintneſs, or — 
of the Heart, Shortneſs of Breath, Fever, &C. your beſt 
way will be to purge it off by ſome Infuſion of Sera, 
ec. or Deco. Senæ Gereonis, with the Addition of Syr. 
Ro. ſolut. Syr. de Spina cer vina, &c. and keep up their 
Spirits the while with Cordials and good Broths. If 
their Lungs be opprefs'd, let thera Elood, and preſcribe 
Lolochs; but if there be alſo a Suppreſſion of Urine, 
or that they make but little Urine, and high coloured, 
purge them with Barre: or Em Water wor into 
| | offer, 
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Poſſet, and quicken it with ſome purging Syrup. If, by 


theſe ways of purging, the Accidents remit, and the Sali- 


vation riſeth, it is well; bur if it do not, yet there being 
a Colliquation made, you may, by well purging, ſtrict 
Diet, Sweating, &c. obtain your end. While you are 
removing the aboveſaid Accidents, you muſt have a 
ſpecial Regard to the Ulcers within their Mouths; for 
it is from the fixing of the Mercury that thoſe malign 
Ulcers are made, which the leſs Enlible they are of 
them, the more corrupt they are. 

Sometimes in raiſing the Salivation by Unction it 
paſſeth downwards by Stool, in which Caſe we preſcribe 
Theriaca Diaſcord. Laudanum Opiat. &c. which being 
5 at Night will not only ſtrengthen their Bowels, 


ut diſpoſe them to Reſt, and encourage them to go 


on in the anointing. A Vomit of Turbith Minerale, af- 
ter the Unction hath been ſome while uſed, doth fre- 
quently raiſe the Salivation; and after it is once well 
raiſed, you may heighten or continue it by the Applica- 
tion of ſome of the Emplaſters following. But if, after 
all your Endeavours to raiſe the Salivation, it doth not 
diſcharge itſelf in a Diarrhea with great Evacuation, 
you are then to defend the Inteſtines from the Acrimo- 
ny of the Humours by Clyſters of Chicken broth, Milk 
with Ol. Olivar. Vitel. Ovor. leſt a Dyſentery do follow. 
Suppolitories of Deer Suet, or Ol. Hyperici, &c. caſt up 
with a Syringe, are proper to appeaſe the Tereſmus. In- 
wardly we preſcribe large Draughts of Chicken-broth, 
Decacl. Corn. Cervi uſti, Milk and Water boiled with a 
Stick of Cinnamon. 


After the Flux is ſtopt, you muſt conſider the Strength 


of the Patient, and the Quantity of the Unction which 
was applied, and the Greatnels of the Evacuation. If 
it was to the extream weakening of the Patient, do not 
inſiſt long upon the Thoughts of Salivating again, but 
proceed with Sudorificks, ec. as aboveſaid; not doubt- 
ing of Succeſs in the Cure; for ſuch Diarrheas do, for 
the moſt part, contribute as much to the Cure as if 
they had ſalivated. 

There is yet another way of 5 that is by 
the Application of Mercurial Emplai ahour the 


Arms, Legs, &c. They were firſt deſigned, I ſuppoſe, 


for the more tender and delicare fort of People, who 
| would 
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would not admit of the Unction. There are various 
Preſcriptions of them, whereof I ſhall- offer you one, 
viz. FR; Empl. Diachyl. ireat. Bj. Empl. de Minio Sviij. 
Gum. Carane, Tacamabacce, an. iv. Benzoini, Styracis, 
Calamite, Succini, an. ij. Styracis liquid. & Balſam. Pe- 
rv. an. q. ſ. Miſceantur ſuper ignem, deinde amove, G. 
addantur Mercur. crudi Zvüij. cum Terebinth. extintti, 
& fiant Magdaleones. Theſe being ſpread upon Cloth 
thick, and applied, you muſt then put them into a warm 
Bed, and, with a 2 of warm Poſſet-drink, ſweat 


them daily, and treat them as hath been ſaid in the Sa- 


livating by Unction. If it ariſe not by the firſt Plaiſters, 
you muſt apply freſh once in four or five Days, and if 
there be occaſion, you may haſten the Salivation by a 
few Grains of Turbith Mineral. I have ſometimes ſa- 
livated Perſons by theſe Emplaſters, but for the moſt 
— F uſe them to raiſe a Salivation, or continue it in 
uch, where I began it with Internals, and to that Pur- 


pole it is of excellent Uſe. 5 


Sweating. | 


The Humours being evacuated by Salivation and 
Purging, Sweating will be neceſſary; therefore we ſhall 
now ſay ſomewhat of their Manner of Sweating. They 
may ſweat in Bed, or out ot it. The Bed is proper for 
the weaker ſort, and there they may ſweat by Bottles 
of warm Water, or Bricks heated and placed about 


them, or they may ſweat under a Frame. If they 


ſweat with Bottles or Bricks, they muſt have many 
Cloaths, as Blankets, &c to cover them cloſe, and the 
Bottles or Bricks may be wrapt in Napkins, and applied, 
accordingly as you delign more particularly to ſwear 
any one Part. Generally they are placed on each Side, 
near the Axilla, the I/ebia, and at the Soles of the Feet. 
If you ſweat with Bricks, let them be heated, rather 
by boiling Water than Fire, leſt in the Bed they burn the 
atient. | 
The way by a Frame is this; you are to fold a well 
aired Sheet four double, and lay it under the Patient, 
then his Shirt being ſtript off, the Frame mult be placed 
over him, and a Sheet over that Frame, and as many 
Blankets over that Sheer, and both Sheet and Blankets 
muſt be brought over the End of the Frame, and be 
rucked down cloſe ro the Neck; then a Pan of well 
burnt Charcoal or Spirit of W:ne mult be put * the 
| ower 
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lower End of the Frame; this done, ſhut the Door, and 
take care that the Heat be kept in, eſpecially about 
the Patient's Neck, leſt it ſtifle him. His Head ought 

alſo to be covered warm that it may ſweat. If he took 

not his Sudorifick before he was J under the Frame, 
he may take it now; the Diet-drink muſk be warmed, 
and may be commodioully given with a Co 
There is required a couple of Servants to attend the Pa- 
tient during his being in the Frame: The one of them 
muſt attend him with a warm Napkin to wipe the Sweat 
off his Face, and to give him Cloths to rub: his Body, 
which Cloths ought to be thruſt in and taken out at the 
one Side of the Frame. This Servant ought to have 
Regard to his Maſter, that upon the leaſt Complaint he 
may give Warning to his Fellow to renew the Fire, or 
take it out, according as there ſhall be occaſion. The 
Fire being removed, and the Sheet next the Frame 
ſomewhat cool, the one of the Servants ſhall hold the 


Cloths cloſe to the Patient's Neck and Shoulders, 


whilſt the other draws the Frame away. Then ſhalt 
on both tuck the Blankets and Covering cloſe ro him, 
and give him another Draught of his Diet- drink, and 
continue him in his Sweat half an Hour or more, if he 
can admit it; then gradually cool him, and pull away 
the wet folded Sheet from under him; then rub him 
with dry Cloths, and put on his Shirt; and if he be diſ- 
poſed to {lumber an Hour, he may, otherwiſe he may 
riſe and dine at his Pleaſure. They commonly ſweat 
three Quarters of an Hour in the Frame, and an Hour 
in Bed, aſter the Frame is pulled away. 
Thele are the ways of ſweating in Bed. 


The ways of ſwearing out of Bed are by Stove, Tub, 


Chair, or Cradle. The Stove is the moſt eaſy, in re- 
gard they may ſit, ſtand or walk up and down; but 
when they go out of them to Bed, the Danger is in 
taking cold, whence new Pains do ſometimes arile. 
Therefore thoſe Stoves that are near to a good Bed are 
beſt; the other, which you mult go up or down Stairs 
to, are not allowable. Tx6 and Chair were the old way 
of Sweating ; but if the Patient ſwoons in either of 
them, it will be troubleſome to get him out; poſſibly 
he breaks his Shins, if he did not hang ſome while by 
the Neck before they got him out. To avoid which, 
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n 


they muſt take them out upon the leaſt Complaint of 
Fainting, and have ſome Cordial to relieve their Spirits. 

In the Cradbs they are ſubje& to Accidents by the 
disjointing of the Frame or breaking of the Girts, c. 
but in every of theſe I have ſweat my Patients with 
much Safety, and. ſo may you. 

Bathing is of great uſe in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, 
whether it be new or old. In the recent it ſerves to 
contemperate the great Heat and Acrimony of the Hu- 
mours, eſpecially. in the Gonorrhea. | 

In ſqualid and dry Bodies, where the Lues hath been 
long confirmed, Bathing is neceſſary to humect and ra- 
refy the Humours, and diſpoſe them to ſalivate. The 
are alſo proper, after the Patient hath paſſed . 
the ſtrict Courſe of Salivating, Purging, Sweating, &c. 


The Body being thereby dried and emaciated, is hereby 


cooled, moiſtened and reſtored to its natural Temper. 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and 
„if there be Plethora; but in poor emaciated 
Bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their Bodies may 
be kept ſoluble by a lenient Bolus of Caſia, Manna, 
Syr. Jiolar. &c. and before the Patient enters into the 
Bach he may drink a Draught of Caudle or Broth, end 
in the Bath he may take a Spoontul or two of Hart's- 


horn Jelly, &c. 

The Vellal we bath in is a Tub, wherein he may ſit 
up to the Neck. For want of ſuch, a Barrel may ſerve, 
the one End being beat out, and a Stool placed in it ro 
fir upon. The Bath Liquor is according to the Occa- 
ſion and Quality of the Patient; ſometimes it is all Milk, 
other times Milk and Water, or only Water, with a Bag 
ot wheaten Bran, which ſerves the Patient as a Cuthion, 
and makes the Water Milky. They are ſometimes per- 
famed with Lig. Ca/fe, Rhod. fant. Citrini, Calam. aro- 
nur. Func. odorat. Flor. Roſ. damaſc. &c. The Baths of 
Milk are apt to four, therefore ought to be renewed 
daily, the other will laſt longer ſweet. In the time of 
Bathing there ought to be Plenty of hot and cold Wa- 
ter to continue the Bath of a moderate Temper, nei- 
ther too hot nor cold. Some Hoops ſhould be faſtened 
over the Head of the Tub, whereon a Blanket or Sheet, 
23a Canopy, may be caſt, in caſe the Air be cold. A 
Servant or two ought alſo to be attending, in caſe of 

Poaain ing, 
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Fainting, leſt he ſink into the Water. Therefore, up- 
on his Complaint, raiſe him up, and, caſting a Sheet 
about him, put him into a warm Bed, where he may 
refreſh himſelf, and at his Leiſure riſe and cloath him- 
ſelf, and dine or ſup as his Appetite ireth. 
may bath twice a Day, but never upon a full Stomach. 
ring the Cure of this Diſeaſe it will be requiſite 
that the Patient keep his Chamber, and that it be made 
temperately warm; the taking of Phyſick and rambling 
abroad in the Cold being extremely 3 to their 
Cure, and is frequently attended with a Diarrhea, or 


Noiſe in their Ears, with Deafneſs: There is alſo a ſpe- Dier. 


cial Care to be taken concerning their Diet, that on 
thoſe Days they purge, their Dinner be of good Nou- 
riſhment, boiled or roaſted. We alſo allow them good 
| Broth, and Beer or Ale to raiſe their Strength ſo as ws 4 
may be able to bear the Evacuation which is required, 
bur in the time of their Sweating we confine thera to a 
very ſlender and drying Diet, only ſufficient to ſupport 
their Spirits. A Chop of a Neck of Mutton, or two 
Ribs dry roaſted was the old: Stint. I permit them 
to make choice of ſame one ſort of Meat, and keep 
them to that, which among the better fort is a Par- 
_ tridge, and that without Sauce. Their Suppers may be 
Bisket, Raiſins of the Sun, and a few blanched Almonds, 


and their Drink Decoct. Sarſz, &c. But in weak and 


extenuated Bodies, China Broths, or a Mixture of Milk 
with their Diet-drink may be neceſſary. | 

Exerciſe is of uſe in the Beginning of this Diſeaſe, 
and may ſerve to rowze the native Heat, to thruſt 
forch the Malignity, and waſte Superfluities. But after 
the Diſeaſe is more confrm'd, violent Exerciſe is hurt- 
ful, exhauſting the Spirits too much, and renders them 
leis able to reſiſt the Malignity. | 

Sleep is allow'd in the Day to refreſh them, they be- 


ing for the moſt part diſturbed in the Night by their 


| Pains, which are therefore called Nodturnal. 

In the time of Salivation they muſt when it af- 
fects them. To ſleep allo after Bathing Sweating is 
neceſſary to refreſh them. 

Venery ought to be avoided during their Courſe of 
Phyſick, it being one main Cauſe of the Unſucceſful- 
neſs of it: Yea, the very Thoughts of it is deſtructive 
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to their Healths; nay, tho he believed himſelf cured, I 


would not have him over-confident that way till he hath 
paſſed a Spring or Autumn; for if he be married, 

and bed with his Wife, and afterwards relapſe, he may 
poſſibly fancy that ſhe infected him; which may not be 
unlikely, if he bedded with her before he entred into 
Cure. However it was, the Conſequence of it _— be 
very ill, and may cauſe a Loathing in him of her Bed, 
when it is poſſible he was not well cured, and would 


have relaps'd with a Gonorrhæa or Chancre, though he 


had not touch'd any Woman. 
The Paſſions of the Mind ought to be calmed, and 
the Patient to be well ſatisfied in the Integrity and Skill 
of his Phyſician or Chirurgeon, that he may the more 
chearfully ſubmit to the Rules preſcribed in order to his

CHAP. III. 
Of the Specificks in this Diſeaſe. 


1 N the former Diſcourſe I have had occaſion to ſpeak 

of the Decoct᷑. Sarſæ, &c. as Sudorificks. Indeed thoſe 
kind of Decoctions are the great Hinges, on which the 
Cure depends, as being ſuppoſed ro contain in them, 
beſides the ſudorifick Virtue, other ſpecifick Qualities. 
Which Appropriation of ſome Simples to the Diſeaſe 
more than others makes it neceſſary, before I proceed 
any farther, to diſcourſe of the Nature of theſe Speci- 
fcks, Which I reduce to three Heads, viz. either Vege- 
table, Antimorial, or Mercurial. 

The Pegerab/es are uſually reckoned theſe ; Gwuatac. lig. 
& cort. liz. ſaſſafras, rad. chinæ, ſarſaparilla, ſaponaria. 
Of theſe all bur /apoxaria are known Sudorificks, and 
may be eaiily ſuppoſed to perform all that is pretended 
to by them, by taat only Faculty, unleſs we pleaſe A. 
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add Dulcification. Whether Saponaria be a Sudorifick 
I know not; nor indeed whether it ever cured the Pox, 
otherwiſe than in Conjunction with the former Speci- 
ficks, and ſo any other Herb will do it. Laureola is in 
the Weſt of England, much commended. I ſuppoſe 
what it doth is only by ſtrong Purging ; and when it is 
| mix'd in Diet-drinks, it ſerves to keep the Body open. 
What other Vertues it hath, I know not. | 

Antimony and Mercury are Medicaments of ſo large 
a Compaſs, that they take in all the Intentions of Phy- 
fick. Hence we have Vomits, Purges, Sudorificks, Sa- 
livations: Vomiting and Purging are certainly of great 
Uſe in this Diſeaſe; ſo is alſo Sweating, which is very 
effectually procured by ſeveral Preparations of both theſe, 
viz. Ceruſſa Antimon. Diaphoret. & c. Bezoard. Minerale, 
ZEthiops Mineral, &c. — have the Vogue of exceed- 
ing other Medicines, both by their Strength and Power 
of Dulcification. And therefore it is that in Purging 
alſo we make ſo much uſe of Mercurial Preparations. 
But that Mineral hath alſo another Faculty more emi- 
nent than all theſe, ſo peculiar to it ſelf, that we find not 
yet any other Medicine, Mineral, Vegetable or Animal 
that can imitate it, and that is Salivation; by Vertue of 
which it melts down the Serum of the Blood, and wich 
it all the acid Venom contracted in it by this Diſeaſe, 
| bringing it away by the Mouth. 

7 e are the ſo highly commended penn, of 
which the former are the conſtant Ingredients of the 
Decoction to be taken during the whole Courſe, but are 
accommodated to the Palate and other Neceſſities of 
the Patient by the Addition of other Simples. Mercury 
is alſo boiled either crude or prepared. So is Cinnabar 
and crude Antimony, which Practice I have declined, and 
therefore I ſhall not ſay more of it. I ſhall only uw 
ceed to inform you how to mix other Simples with theſe 
already mentioned, as Occaſion ſhall require. 

Firſt therefore for Aromatization we add Sem. aniff, 
fenic. dul. coriand. calamus aromaticus, lig. aloes, caſſia : 
For other Gratefulneſs, Liquorice, Raiſins, Ivory, Harts- 
born. In Complication of Diſeaſes, if the Head be af- 
tected, we add Betony, Sage, Roſemary. If the Breaſt, 
Adianth. Tuſfilazo, ſcabioſa, marrbubium, H "ſee, Figs, 
Dates, Sebeſtens, Fujules. If the Heart, . angelice 
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Borag, Violets, Balm, Scorzonera, Seordium, Clove-Fuly- 
flowers, Saffron. If the Stomach, Wormwood, Agrimo- 
1% Centaur, Card. Benedict. If the Liver, Rhubarb, 
Turmerick, Liverwort, Succory, Dock-root. If there be 
Dropſy join'd with it, then Briony of both ſorts, Spurge, 
Laurel, Eſula. For the Spleen, Dodder, Fern, Capers, 
Tamarish, Spleenwort, Germander, Calamint, Hellebor, 
&c. In the Diſeaſes of the Kidneys, the five opening 
Roots,alſo Rad. Althee, Gram. Ruſci, Alkekengi, Eryngii, 
the cold Seeds, &c. If the Cholick infect the Patient, Bacc. 
Laur. Funiperi, Galangal, Zedoary, &c. Then there are 
the greater and leſſer Scorbuticks, alſo Rad. Bardan. and 
Petaſitidis, which are believed to have Vertue ro miti- 
gre Pain in the Membranes of the Bones, and reſolve 

odes; alſo Rad. Caryophyllate conſolid. Biſtort. Tor- 
mentil. and many others which are thought proper to be 
added to Decoctions, and to medicate Ale or Hydro- 
mel. All which ſeveral Forms of Medicines may be 
varied according to ſeveral Intentions. In weak Sto- 
machs we add Wine to the Decoctions. In emaciated 
Bodies Milk. Of the Sarſa Decoctions I ſhall, for the 
Eaſe of the young Chirurgeons, ſer down ſome particu- 
lar Preſcriptions, ſuch as I have ſeen preſcribed by wor- 
ray Phyſicians, and have practiſed with my ſelf ſucceſs-

I am not againſt the applying of Medicaments to fur- 
ther the reſolving of Nodes, but the laying them open 
till they have made their way by Apoſtemation, ſeems to 
me unreaſonable, it being not only painful but alſo a 
Prolonger of the Cure. For ſuppoling you do remove 
the Node and cure the Ulcer, yet unleis you do eradi- 
cate the Malignity, other Nodes will ariſe. Whereas if 
Antivenereals be rightly adminiſter d, you may reſolve 
the Nodes by them at the ſame time. I once ſaw a 
very large Node upon the os Front5s reſolved merely by 
a Courſe of Diet-drink, Purging and Sweating. Sir Fr. 
Prujean was the Phylician, and Mr. Pearce the Apothe- 
cary attended the Patient for his Maſter Laxtes, as 1 
ſuppoſe. The Courſe was long, and more ſtrict than 
our Patients will now endure; but by Mercurials we do 
more cer:ainiy reiolve them, and in a leſs time.

But he no ſooner 
found his Chaps cured, but he returned to his wonted 

Liberty; and —— told that he would moſt certainly 
relapſe, if he did not proſecute the Courſe preſcribed 

by his Phyſician: He replied laughing, It's thy Courſe, 
and not the Phyſician's, that he was very well, and if I 
would dine with him I ſhould be a Witneſs of it. I 
took leave of him, and ſaw him no more in half a 
Year; and about that time he became more extreamly 
diſeaſed : For it is moſt certain, that Mercurial Reme- 
dies ſerve only to diſpoſe theſe Humours to be evacu- 
ated by Decoding of Sarſa, &c. with Sweating. How 
he was at laſt perfectly cured you may ſee in ſome of 
the following Obſervations.

was at length commended by Doctor Bate to the Cure az O2x0a. 


of Doctor Faſper Needbam and my ſelf. The Matter 
had corrupted Part of the Septum, and other Bones 
within her Noſe, and made its way externally between 
the Ridge-bone and Cartilages of the Noſtrils, and 
fouled the ſaid Bone to the very Brows. The Griſtles 
being thus ſeparated from the foreſaid Bone, and having 
loft that Part of the Septum which ſhould have been 
their 3 it ſunk downwards, leaving ſuch a 
Breach, that the Injections which we caſt into her No- 
ſtrils with a Syringe ſpurted out there. After we had 
thus diſcovered the evil Qgality of the Ulcer, we con- 
ſidered how to proceed in the Cure; and in regard of 
the Difficulty of the Cure, and the length of Time 
which might be required ia the Exfoliation of theſe

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Bones, we reſolved wichout farther Diſpute to ſalivate 
her by Unction. To which Purpoſe we let her blood, 
and purged her with an Infuſion of Sena, ec. duri 
which Errhina were prepared of a lenient Quality, ſuc 
as have been propoſed in the Method of Cure, to looſen 
the cruſty 1 and we enlarged the external Ulcer, 
along the Ridge-bone, as far as it was carious, in or- 
der to the Exfoliation of it. We digeſted thoſe Lips, 
and dreſs'd the Bone dry, according to the Method ſet 
down in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with Caries. Afrer we 
had, by Errhina and Lotions, cleanſed the internal Ul- 
cers of their Filth, we then proceeded by deterſive In- 
jections, as preſcribed in the Method of Cure, and put 
up a Canula in each Noſtril, made of a Gooſe Quil, 
cover'd with a Bir of empl. diachyl. fimp. ſpread on a 
ſoft Rag. Theſe ſerved to bear up the Cries of the 
Noftrils level with the End of the Bone (which before 
ſtood as it were looking over them) that they might be 
in a Capacity ( if it was poſſible) to unite with it. 
While we were thus diſpoſing the Ulcers to cure, we 
proceeded in the anointing her Legs and Arms, and 
thereby. raiſed a Salivation, which continued upon her 
more than three Weeks. During that time the Ulcers 
cured within her Noſe, and the Cartilages ſtood firm, 
and even to unite internally with the Bone, without the 
Uſe of the Canula; bur the Bone there not being exfo- 
liated, we continued the Salivation longer, by preſcribing 
Mercurius dulcis, &c. and all that while we took care o 
her Mouth, that no Inconvenience ſhould happen to 
her Jaws, Cc. and kept up her Spirits with way 
Poſſet- ale and _ ang ſaw the _ _ 
ating, we er with an me, and preſcri 
derott ſar, , Wich Sudorificks © oe.”

which the Bone exfoliated, and the Ulcers cured with

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Shin of the right Leg, and another on the Outſido of 
his Left, which latter was ſoft and inflamed, and was 
by ſome propoſed to be opened, but it ſeem d to me to 
be a Gumma. He had been long afflicted with the Diſ- 
eaſe, and was lately come out of a Salivation raiſed by 
mer. dul. in which he had ſpit very much. I touched 
the Ulcer with Aqua divina warm, and adviſed the 
dreſſing it twice a Day after the ſame Manner; to the 
inflamed Gamma I applied an empl. e bolo to prevent its 
apoſtemating. The reſt of the Nodes I deſigned to 
ſcatter by a Salivation with Unction. To which Pur- 
poſe I let him blood, and directed a Clyſter, and the 
next Morning purged him with gj. Calomel. in a leni- 
tive Bolus; and to diſpoſe him to Reſt, I gave him 
ſome Nights aj. Calomel. in Zj. diaſcord. whereby the 
Ulcer in his Palate was the better digeſted. wo 
ing thus prepared his Body for the Unction, I cauſed 
his Limbs to be anointed daily till his Chaps ſwell- 
ed much; then I deſiſted, and adviſed Poſlet-drink, 
Broth, &c. to be always ready for him to drink, 
and keep up his Spirits. There was alſo Care taken 
to ſyringe and waſh his Mouth. During his Saliva- 
tion, the Ulcer in his Palate caſt oF a Scale of a 
Bone half an Inch at leaſt in Length, and preſently after 
cicatrized firmly; his Pain ceaſed, and the Gumma re- 
ſolved, and all the Nodes diminiſh'd much, fave that 
on his Shin; yet he did not ſpit a quarter ſo much in 
this Courſe as he ſaid he had done in the former raiſed 
by mer. dul. I continued him in the Salivation about 
twenty Days, then purged him with the bitter Decocti- 
on five or fix Days, and from that time kept him ſtrict- 
ly ro his Diet-drinks, and wich Sudorificks ſweat him, 
and proportioned his Diet more drying, accordingly as 
his Chaps healed, till I thought him cured; and then I 
ave him more Liberty to nouriſh his Body, and to 
drink the Decoction of Sarſa with Milk twice a Day, 
and bathed him four or hve Days; and kept his Body 
toluble with a lenient Electuary. Thus I diſmiſſed him, 
yer there remained ſomewhat of that Node on the 
Shin, bur it being without Pain, I ſuppoſed it would 
reſolve, as indeed it did within a Fortnight after, and he 
continued well. 
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Of the leſſer Species Book VIII. 
One of about thirty Years of „of a full Body, 
having been long afflicted with Nodes and exceſſive 
Pains on divers Parts, eſpecially on his Head, put him- 
ſelf into my Hands for Cure. I deſigned a Salivaticn 
by Unction, to which Purpoſe I prepared his Body by 
a Clyſter, Venæſection, and a purging Apozeme; then 
cauſed him to be placed near the Fire, and to anoint 
himſelf from the ls of his Feet to his Groins, and 
ſo the Arms and Shoulders, and having put on his 
Stockings, Drawers and Waiſtcoat, he was laid in a 
warm „ and, with a Draught of warm Poſlet-ale, 
diſpoſed to a breathing Sweat. Thus I proceeded daily 
in the anointing him, till I had waſted two Pound of 
Unction; but Ne had formerly taken ſo much Mercury, 
that it ſeemed to be familiar to him, upon which Ac- 
count I proceeded in the anointing of him; but it ran 
downwards one Night in a Diarrhea. I was fetched to 
him early in the Morning, and was informed he had had 
near ſixty Stools. During the time I was with him they 
were mucous and bloody, with much Pain, he havin 
a Teneſmus with it, which put him upon a continu 
Excretion. I cauſed a Clyſter of Milk with Yolks of 
Eggs to be caſt up, and preſcribed decoct. C. C. calcinati 
to be made, and drank with Milk, to ſome of which I 
added a few mag. of liquid Laudanum. I alſo injected 
in ano three or four Spoonfuls of ol. Hperici with a 
Syringe, and adviſed it to be often repeated, to defend 
the interior Coats of the Inteſtine from Excoriation. I 
preſcribed him a Pearl Julep and El#. diaſcord. as it 
is fer down in the Method of Cure, to be taken once 
in three or four Hours; thus in four or five Days the 
Diarrhea ſtopped. Then I preſcribed him a Sarſa 
Drink, with an Addition of Milk, till he had ſome- 
 whar recovered his Strength, purging him in the Inter- 
val with ele. diacatholic. Ge. By this Diarrhea he 
was freed of his Pains, and of ſome of the Nodes. 
Thoſe which remained were much leflencd, and by a 
ſtrict Diet, deco. ſarſæ and Sudorificks, were quite re- 
tolved, and he enjoys a good Health to this Day. 

It may here be objected by ſorne, that if this Perſon 
had been more purged, or well bathed before the anoint- 
ing, the Salivation would have riſen eaſier, and thereby 
the Diarrbæa might have been prevented. I do confeſs 

that 
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that the bathing doth much facilitate the raiſing of the 
Salivation, but we cannot have always that Conveni- 
ency. Belides, where we do bathe, theſe Accidents 
have happened, and will befal any one of us in ſpire of 
all our — Yer I muſt tell you, when 2 Di- 
arrhea thus happeneth in the raiſing a Salivation, it ren- 
ders your Cure certain, if you proſecute the Method as 
I here did. For whether the Mercury work upwards 
by Vomit or Salivation, or downwards by Stool, it is 
not material, ſo the peccant Humours be evacuated, 
and diſpoſed to be carried off by Sudorificks, &. Bur 
if the Patient grow froward upon ſuch an Accident, and 
will not ſubmit to a Regulation in Diet, Purging, Sweat- 
ing, &c. the Humours do again ferment, and render the 
Cure more difficult.

toms, Nodes, Gummata, and an Ozæua, and had paſſed Ozzna, 
through many Courſes of Phyſick, came to me extreamly Nodes, and 
extenuated.

very great, and another upon his right Eye-brow ; others 
upon his Arms and Legs. I began with the letting him 
blood, and ſent him 2 Glyſter that Evening. I ſyringed 
his Noſe with decoct. hordei, rad. althææ, ſem. cydon, Exc. 
and after I had cleanſed it of its cruſty Matter (with 
which ſome Bones came forth) I daily injected ſome of 
the Lotions preſcribed in the Method of Cure. I bathed 
him five or fix times, and the while kept his Body ſo- 
luble by Clyſters, or by a lenitive Electuary, and allowed 
him boiled Mutton, Veal, or Chicken for his Dinner, 
and a couple of new laid Eggs for his Supper, a ſmall 
Ale for his Drink. I alfo preſcribed him a Grain of 
Laudanum, or ſome anodyne Draught to appeaſe his 
Nocturnal Pains. After I had done bathing him, I 
cauſed his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine, and Hips to 
be anointed daily, and ſweat him in a warm Bed with 
a Draught of Poſſet-drink. After he began to ſpit, I 
anointed him more ſparingly, only his Legs and Arms; 
and when I ſaw his Chaps ſwelled ſufficiently, I forbore 
the anointing, and kept him to his Poſſet-drink and 
Broth, waſhing his Mouth with decoct. hordei, rad. al.

Theſe Propoſals diſmay'd the 
Patient, and diſturb'd me nor a little ; for, in truth, he 
was too weak to falivate. I perſiſted in my former 
Opinion, and prevailed with the Patient to retire two or 
three Miles into the Air, and there to drink a Decocti- 
on of Sarſa, &c. with Milk, and to give himſelf Li- 
berty to feed upon Mears of good Nouriſhment, and 
adviſed him to bathe in Milk and Water ſome time.

care of his Mouth. His Noſe was alſo dreſſed daily, 
as hath been ſhewed in the like Caſe. In the Decli- 
nation of the Flux, I purged him with the bitter De- 
coction, and preſcribed a ſtrict drying Diet, decoct᷑. ſarſæ, 
Purging and Sweating, and diſmiſs d him cured of the 
Ozæua, and the Nodes and Pains reſolved. But ſome 
Months after, he relapſing came to me again, and ac- 
knowledged that he had not been ſo regular in his Diet 
as I had directed him (and in truth I had heard he had 
bragged of it) and that he would enter into a new 
Courſe of Phyſick. I let him blood, and purged him fie 
or ſeven Days with the bitter Decoction, then vomited 
him with Turbirh minerale three or four times, pre- 
ſcribing Clyſters between while. After I had thus heat- 
ed his Chaps, and diſpoſed the Matter for Sudorificks, 
I put him into a Decoction of Sarſa, and with merc. 
diaphoret. (weat him twice a _ and kept him to a 
ſtrict drying Diet; and by this Method I cured and ſe- 
cured him from Relapſe; and ſo ſhall do as many as 
will ſubmit to it; an Inftance whereof may be ſeen in 
many of theſe Obſervations. |

1 alſo dreſſed the Nodes. 
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Addition of Milk to drink daily, and every other Morn- 
ing gave him a few Grains of Theriac. metallor. in 51s. 
conf. meliſſz, and thereby vomited him moderately, and 
purged him once or twice, and continued the Uſe of 
Clyfters accordingly as I faw Cauſe, and bathed him 
often, I ſuppoſe eight Days. Thus I removed his Pains, 
and cured the Ulcers, and purpoſed to have put him 
into a ſtrict Diet, and to have finiſhed the Courſe by 
Sudorificks, &. but ſome of the Nodes remaining, 
and the Patient having long before met with great 
Difficulty in his Cure, earneſtly importuned me to fali- 
vate him by Unction, alledging it the ſure Way to pre- 
vent Relapſe. I ſeeing his Deſire, and ſuppoſing it might 
be reaſonable, did comply with him, and cauſed his 

Legs and Arms to be anointed daily till his Cheeks 
ſwelled. Then I kept him to Poſſet-drink and Broth, 
and took Care in the waſhing his Mouth. He ſalivated 

well about ſixteen or ſeventeen Days; but then growin 

weak and faint, I cauſed his Feet and Legs to be bath 

with warm Water, and freſh Linen to be put on, and by 
Clyſters diſpoſed the Matter downwards, and kept up 
his Spirits with Cordials. Having thus refreſh'd him, ; 
purged him proportionably to his Strength, and finiſhed 
the Cure by a Courſe of drying Diet, decoct. ſarſæ, Su- 
dorificks, &c. in three Weeks. Bur he being extreamly 
ined in all his Limbs, ſuſpected his Cure; but the 
Nodes being reſolved, and the Ulcers fo long before 
cured, I encouraged him to rake his wonted Nouriſh- 
ment, ſuppoling theſe proceeded from the Emaciation of 
the Muſcles; yet I preſcribed him a medicated Ale, and 
adviſed bathing a few Days; he did fo, and found as his 
Strength recovered, ſo his Pains leſſened.

He was let blood, and purged four or five ties of the 
Days with the bitter Decoction, and took every other Os Frontis. 
Night 3j. Calome/. After I had thus purged him, I laid 
open the Ulcer by a circular Abſciſion, and dreſſed it 
up dry. The ſecond Day I opened it again, and ſcraped 
the Bone and looſe Fleſh off, and applied Doſſils preiled 
out of the Tincture of Vitriol, and dreſſed up the recent 
Lips with the Digeſtive,- ex terebintb. cum vitello vi. 
Aer had thus digeſted the Ulcer, and diſpoſed the 
Bone to Exfoliation, I raiſed a Salivation by a fe Doſes 
of Turbitb. min during which his Landlady diicovering 
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his Diſeaſe, would not permit him to lodge longer in her

The poor Man believing what was ſaid, took care 

to have it dreſs'd accordingly by the fame young Chi- 
rurgeon, till the Caries had infected the Bone almoſt 

the whole Length from the coronal Suture to the Brows.

He had alſo ſome Breakings out about Nodes, 
ſeveral Parts of his Body, and Caries in both his Jaws. _ the 


He had paſſed through many Hands, and came then out 


of a Salivation raiſed by ſome Mercurial Pill, and (as he . 


ſaid) had ſpit between four and five Quarts a Day the 
Space of three Weeks. I deſigned Salivation by Unction. 
In Preparation thereto I ler him blood, purged and 
bathed him, then cauſed his Legs and Arms to be 
anointed till his Chaps ſwelled, and the Salivation aroſe 
moderately; then I put him to the drinking Poſſet- ale 
and Broth, and took care of his Mouth. All things 


thus likely ro ſucceed well, I having a Command to 


make a Journey of four or five Days into the Country, 
recommended him into careful Hands, purpoling at my 
Rerurn to raiſe the Salivation higher, if there were Oc- 
caſion. About the ſixth Day after, at my Return, I 
found my Patien: much indiſpoſed, with a Shortneſ⸗ 
of Breath, and frequent fainting.

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Whilſt theſe various Accidents affected the Viſcera inter- 
nally, his Nodes and Pains diſcuſſed, his Skin alſo was 
freed of its Foulneſs, and he ſeemed perfectly cured ;

to continue his Diet-drink, and to ſwear with Antimon. 
diaphoret. &c. and to purge between while. To which 
Purpoſe I ſupplied him with Materials, and he retired a 
few Miles out of Town, and proſecuted the Courſe, 
and came from thence to Town well-feth'd, and enjoys 
a good Health to this Day. 


A Man, aged forty eight Years, having been long diſ- 69. 04/er- 
eaſed in the Country, and taken much Phylick unſuc- vation of 
ceſsfully, was afterwards adviſed to the Bath, whither Lues Ve- 
he went; but thoſe Waters not being ſuitable for his nerea, 
Diſeaſe, he returned to London much emaciated, and with Com- 
very ſick and weak, and conſulted two Phyſicians and Plication of 
my ſelf. He had Nodes upon his Arms, Hands, and P!/eajes. 


Fingers, and indeed had no uſe of them. His other 
Limbs were affected with Pain. He had an Ozena of 
an old Date, whence ſeveral rotten Bones had caſt off. 
His Jaws were alſo carious. There were ſmall Hopes of 
his Recovery, yet we were obliged to attempt ir ſome 
way, and in order thereto Lodgings were provided for 
him near me, and we began his Courſe of Phyſick with 
an Infuſion of Sena, Rhab. &c. but his Stomach was 
ſo weak, that he had a long time nauſeated all forts of 
Suſtenance, and vomited — Upon notice where- 
of we preſcribed him ſal. Vitrioli, and emptied his Sto- 
mach of much viſcous Flegm. A Clyſter was admini- 
ſter d that Evening, and we laid him to Reſt that Night 
with an anodyne Draught. The next Morning he was 
let blood in the Arm, and purged the Day after 
with a Solution of Manna, Crem. Tartar. in a Draught 
of Poſſet-drink, and the next Day we bathed him in 
Water luke-warm : He fainted in it, and was ſerzed 
with a Shortneſs of Breath after he was in Bed, which 
laſted about an Hour; yet we procceded in the bath- 
ing him daily the Space of a Week, and relieved bim 
in thoſe Firs with Cor4ial Waters, and kept his Body 
ſoluble by Clyſters. Having thus prepared him for other 
Remedies, we preſcribed him Calomel, but which way 
ſoever he took it, he vomited ſoon after. We then 
tent a Pot of anxgeent. Neapol. by a Servant, who rubb'd 
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him afterwards to a breathing Sweat wi 
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Part of it on his Arms, Thighs, and Legs and diſpoſed 
th a Draught of 


Poſſet-drink: Thus he was anointed ſeveral Mornings, 
till his Chaps ſwelled and his Mouth ulcerated. Then 


we took care in waſhing his Mouth with lenient De- 


coctions, and nouriſhed him with medicated Broths and 


Poſſet- ale, permitting him ſome time to take a little 


burnt Wine, aqua theriacalis mag. to ſupport his Spirits. 
By which Method he ſalivated twenty {ix Days, and was 
freed of his Pains ; the Nodes alſo reſolved, and he re- 
covered the Uſe of his Hands, and rhe rotten Bones 
caſt off from the Ezhmoides, &c. The Salivation de- 
clining, the bitter Apozeme was preſcribed him ; De- 
coctions of Sarſa, with the Addition of a little Aqua 
Mirabilis were alſo allowed: But our Patient had 
been obſtinate and ungovernable in the whole Courſe, 
and was now at laſt fo averſe to every thing was pre- 
{cribed him, that in truth he neither purged, drank his 
Diet-drink, or ſweat as he ought; and through that

mer Obſervarions for his Irregularity in that Courſe of 
Phyſick, came to me again within a Year after, lamenta- 
bly afflicted with Ulcers in his Tonſils, Palate and Noſe, 
Ce: (I being then impriſoned by the Fanaticks in Lam- 
bech Houſe) he conſulted others, but came afterwaras 

- ro 
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to me, defiring my Opinion of his. Diſeaſe, and what 
Hopes I had of reſtoring thoſe ulcerated Parts to their 
former Uſe and Shape. The Ulcers in the Tontils and 
| Noſe were large, and accompanied with Inflammations 
and Tumour, and thereby occation'd a great Dithculty 


in ſwallowing his Drink, the moſt Parr of it running out 


at his Noſtrils. On the Ridge of his Noſe there was an 
Herpes exedens with a Caries in that Bone, and upon the 
left fide of his Noſtril another, which had penetrated 
thro” that Cartilage, and an Ozexa within, which had cor- 
rupted Part of the Ethmoides and the lower Part of the 
Septum, inſomuch as there only remained the exterior 
Skin to divide the Noſtrils, and that being ulcerated, 
could not detend it ſelf long from being eaten in pieces. 
He had alſo ſome Nodes upon his Legs, but the Ulcers 
in his Noſe were they which threatned the Danger, yet 
there were Hopes of curing them, if a Courſe were 
ſpeedily taken. He returned ſomewhar ſatisfied, and the 
next Day ſent for two eminent Phyſicians, and procured 
leave for me of my Keeper to meet them. I repre- 
{ſented the Condition of the Ulcers to the Phyſicians, and 
| propoſed to them the railing a Salivation by Union as 
the ſpeedieſt way to prevent the farther Eroſion. They 
had no great Opinion of Salivating, but did comply 
with me, and promiſed the Patient to viſit him often 
during the Courſe. 

The Patient had been let blood, and purged by their 
Preſcriptions; upon which Conſideration I preſcribed 
him 3j. Calomel in a Spoonful of white Bread and Milk 


to take that Night, and adviſed them to bathe him the 


next Day; alſo to repeat the Calome! for ſome Nights, 
hoping thereby to check the corroſive Quality in the 
Ulcers; and I alfo adviſed ro repeat his bathing, in or- 
der to the Salivation I intended by the Unction. Care 
was alſo taken to keep his Body ſoluble by Ciyſters, or 
lenient Boluſſes. I directed one of my Servants ro dreſs the 
Ulcers, ſome with Lenient:s, and others with Deterſives. 
Whiltt the Cicers were thus diſpoſing to cure, my 
Liberty was procured, and I again attended the Patient; 


and having prepared al! things ready, 9 to raiſe the 


Salivation, by anointing his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine 
and Hips, and repeated it daily, and afterwards put him 
imo a Warm Bed, and diſpoſed him to a breathing 
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Sweat, with a Draught of butter'd Ale to gratify his 
\Palate. The reſt of the Day he drank Poſlet-drink, exc. 
During the anointing, ſome of the Lotions were ſyringed 
twice or thrice a Day into his Noſtrils. Gargles were 
alſo uſed to waſh his Throat, and the Ulcers of the Ton- 
fils and Uvula touched with lac ſublimat. Thoſe Ul- 
cers without were deterged and ſmoorhed fit to heal, as 
Nature ſhould be diſpoſed thereto. And that little Bit 
of Skin, which ſerved to divide the Noſtrils, likewiſe 
- healed. | 
I continued anointing this Patient till I had waſted 
near three Pounds and a half of the Unction, yer his Chaps 
would not ſwell, nor did he ſpit a Quart in twenty 
four Hours. Bur during this anointing he was freed of 
his Pains, and the Ulcers cured as well as I could de- 
fire. But how far this would ſerve to eradicate ſuch an 
inveterate Lues, I much doubted. The Phyſicians 
ſeemed alſo ro diſtruſt my Undertaking, conſidering I 
did not falivate him, as I had propoſed. The Patient 
alſo became weary of the frequent 1 Upon 
which Conſiderations I was ſomewhat troubled, and en- 
deavoured by Clyſters to move it downwards, wiſhing 
it would end in a Diarrhea; but it not moving that 
way, nor any other way diſturbing him, I concluded 
his not ſalivating to proceed from the Quantity of Mer- 
cury he had formerly taken, and that poſſibly it was 
become habitual to him. Suppoſing it might be ſo, 
I cauſed ſome mercurial Emplaſters to be applied to his 
Feet, Legs and Arms, and ſweat him again in his Bed 
moderately. And after theſe, ſeeing the Salivation not 
yet ariſe, | gave him Turbith. min. gr. xvj in a Pill with 
eonf. boraginis. It vomited him twice or thrice conſi- 
derably. Bur from that time he began to be feveriſh 
and taint, and the Matter much indiſpoſed, by which J 
judged it neceſſary ro purge off. To which Purpoſe a 
Clyiter was adminiſtred, and the Plaiſters taken off, 
and freſh Linen put on. He took the bitter Decoction 
tive or {x Days, making large Evacuation that way. 
During which his Mouth was frequently waſhed and diſ- 
ed to cure; and I put him into a Decoction of 
Sarſa, and ſtrict Diet, ſweating him with anrmon. dia- 
phorer. & c. as before hath been preſcribed in ſuch like 
(uses. I continued him a Month in this Courſe, and

being then ſatisfied that he was well cured, and ſecured 
from farther Relapſe, the Phyſicians were ſent for, and 
ſaw the ſeveral Ulcers cicatrized ; that on the Ridge of 
his Noſe, where the Bone had been 

ſmooth, without any viſible Exfoliation. If the Carti- 
lage on the Side of the Noſtril did exfoliate, it wis caſt 
off into the Noſtril, for the Cicatrix lay cloſe and tranſ- 
verſe as a ſmall Seam. Within his Noſe there was 2 
great Vacuity, but nothing of Caries or bare Bone, nor 
did he blow any thing of Filth, as formerly he had done. 
And that his Palate and Tonſils were as well, —_—

both by his Voice, Eating and Drinking. is Legs 


were allo as free from Nodes as Pains. The Phyſicians 
judged him cured, yet would not yield the Cure to the 
Salivation; but in other Caſes of that kind, where I 


afterward propoſed Salivation, they would reply upon 


me, that I did not falivate ſuch a one, meaning this Pa- 


tient: To which I always anſwered, the Cure conſiſts 


not ſo much in the ſpitting a great Quantity, as in put- 
ing the Matter upon ſuch a Ferment as might fit it to 
be carried oft by the Sudorificks, Purging, cc. 

This Perſon retired afterwards into the Country, and 
returned to London at the End of two Years, and ac- 
knowledged to me his Cure, by ſettling thirty Pounds a 
Year upon me during his Life, and paid me fixty Pounds 
for the two Years palt. | 

I am not ignorant that there are a People who pretend 
to cure all the fore-mentioned Species of Lues Venerea, 
without running ſuch long Courſes, or keeping their 
Chamber: But it is their Undertakings which make us 
ſo much Work; yet truly, I do believe, that all thoſe 
who are of a flethy and ſtrong Conſtitution, may be 
cured without Salivating by Unction, it they would pa- 
tiently ſubmit to ſo ſtrict a Courſe of Diet, &c. as that 
way requireth.

Ge. in general, may ſignify any Flux of Seed 
from the Body; but Cuſtom hath appropriated it to 
that which is involuntary. | 
The Antients have contined that Appellation to a Loſs 
of Seed which happens without Erection or Texrigo ; or is 
you will have it in Celſus his Words, fine venere vel no- 
cFurnis imaginibas.' But Moderns have given à larger 
„ of Goxorrhea, and do find many Differences 
of it. 172755 
As Firſt, That which comes from a Fault of the Veſ- 
feis: As firſt, from natural Coldneſs or great Refrigera- 
tion, in which Caſe they loſe their retentive Faculty ; or 
feconaly, which is more frequent, from Friction and Ma- 
ſturbation among young Boys (hen they firſt come to 
Puberty ;) zhird!y, from violent ſtraining; fourthly, from 
the Laxity of the ſeminal Veſſels in general; ffthly, 
from Eroton of the Caruncle in the Uretbra, which co- 
vereth the Exit of the Veſculæ ſeminales and Vaſa de- 


ferentia, and is indeed the Sphincter of them; fh 


in epileptick Caſes we find Profiutia Seminis, which 

ſeem to be cauled by the Strength of the Convulfion. 
Secomaly, "I har which cometh from Fault in the Mat- 
ter of the Seed, viz. 1. When i is too crude, thin 
and cold, and ſo ſweeps away inſenſibly. 2. When it 
is ſharp, and comes away either with Titillation or 
Pain, ſometime to the Erotion of the Urethra and the 
t xcoriation of it. 3. When it is infected with a Viru- 
lency in the Laes Verner ca. — 
It is this latter Species that is the moſt uſual Employ- 
ment ot our Profeſlion, the Diſeaſes of thoſe Parts be- 
mg mol? frequently gotten by the too predominant Vice 
ot the Age. I {hall therefore confine my Diſcourſe to 
that 
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that Subject, not only becauſe it is one of the firſt 
Symptoms of the Lues Venerea, bur alſo for that through 
the Patients ſlighting and neglecting its Cure, many ill 
Accidents do happen in Proceſs of Time, which ren- 
ders it much more difficult to cure than any other Spe- 
cies of the Pox. 


A virulent Gonorrhœa is an involuntary Emiſſion of Definition. 


Seed, occaſion'd by Venom contratted from an unclean 
Woman. | 


Seed thus emitted is doubly peccant, both in Quantity 


and Quality. The latter is always proportionable to 
the Degree of the Infection, and to the Increaſe of Pu- 
trefaction. | 

The Quantity is likewiſe always far greater than the 
Veſſels in their natural Eſtate are able to breed or to diſ- 
Charge, which hath cauſed a great deal of Contention 
among Phyſicians about the Seat of this Diſeaſe, or the 


Original of it. And indeed it is very odd to conſider, 


that a Man upon Coition ſhall ſomerimes have nothing 
outwardly appear upon him, either by way of Chancre, 
Bubo, or any other Evil, bur ſhall find his Urine hot, 
with a Fiux of ſharp and acrimonious Seed from within, 
the Continuance of which ſhall ſpend his Strength, 
erode the Urethra, make Caruncles and other Miſchiefs. 
On the contrary, if ſtopped, ſhall cauſe Inflammarions 
in the Teſticles, or elſe a Bubo or Chancre; and if theſe 
happen not, ſhall infect the whole Body, breaking out 
in Scabs and Ulcers, or making Nodes, intolerable 
Pains, rotting the Bones, Cc. 

Where this Venom thould enter, what Parts it ſhould 
originally infect, and how intinuate it ſelf, and afrerwards 
cauſe ſuch grear Separations of ſpermatick Matter, &c. 
is worth our while to enquire. 

The Way of its Entrance in a Woman is intelligible 
enough, but in a Man it can be no other than either 
the Paſſage of the Urethra, or the Pores of the Skin of 
the Pers, Pubes and Incuina. 


The former ſeemeth not very likely, becauſe it is not A anger of 
ſuitable to any other Circumſtances of the Diſegte, conrracting 


which doth ſeldom or never originally infect the Ure- it. 
tra itſelf, or the Proſtatæ, &c. and never aiccends into Me. 
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the Bladder; whereas on the other ſide we find viſible 
Affections of the Gaus, Præputium, Inguina, &c. to be 
the firſt Effects of the Infection. | 

We have therefore reaſon to believe that the Venom 
lurking in the Vagina Uteri of an infected Woman, doth, 
upon the Friction and Warmth that happens in Coition, 
faſten upon thoſe Parts whieh it toucheth, viz. If ir lie 


high within the Vagina, or the Penis enter not far in Co- 
tion, the G/ars and Prepuce ſuffer to the Production of 


a Chancre. If the Coition were cloſer, and the Ve- 
nom have polleſled the Labia Pudendi, then the whole 
Skin of the Penis is infected, and the Pubes itſelf ; where 
inſinuating into thoſe Pores, it doth not produce ſo viſi- 


ble Effects as it doth in the Prepace and Glaus, becauſe 


the Skin is thicker. But then it is tranſmitted not only 
into the Maſs of Blood in general, but alſo into the 
ſpungy Glandules of the Iaguina in particular. If theſe 
or either of theſe be ſufficiently ſwelled, and Nature 
ſtrong, the Venom may diſcharge here; but if this hap- 
n not, then it creeps into the Blood, and there pro- 
uceth Fermentations ſuitable ro its Nature. The Mat- 
ter of the Venom being originally corrupted Seed, doth 
therefore raiſe Seminal Fermentations, but withal one 
that is peccant, after the Nature of the Venom that ex- 
Cited it; by which means it happens that Spermatick 
Matter of a vicious ſort abounds in the Blood, exhauſts 
it of its beſt Spirits, and derives the Flower of it to 
the Seminal Veſſels. This Matter is too much and too 
ſharp to be long contained there, where it immediately 
provokes and ſtimulates Nature to an Excretion ; and 
according to the Degree of its Acrimony and Corrup- 
tion the Sged will be more or lets thicker or thinner,

Which Opi- 
nion is ſufficiently confured by Doctor Wharton, who 
gives him the infoluble Objection "of the Tumour of 
the Teiticles, which happeneth always upon the untime- 
Iy ſtopping of it. By the pownading up of the Water, it is 
eaſy to find which way ihe Current came. 
In Women, che manner of the Infection is much 
more intellig ble Where the lotection of a corrupt

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artly by Coition, and partly by its own Appetite, it is

the Woman. There its firſt Attack is _ the inner- 
moſt or glandulous Membrane of the Womb, uſually 
acuating its Ferment, and cauſing a large Precipitation 
of Serum from the Blood. This is at firſt by modeſt Wo- 
men miſtaken for a Fluor Albus, (unleſs the Matter have 
been ſo highly virulent as to cauſe immediate Inflam- 
mations) and is ſo treated till worſe Symptoms ariſe, 
and all is betrayed. What thoſe are, we have already 


ſhewed you in Part, and more will appear hereafter. 
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The preceding Sign of it is Heat in Urine, then Signs of i 
ſucceedeth the Diſeaſe itſelf, viz. an iſſuing of white i Men.

In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we ought to have a f. 
cial Regard to the Accidents above-mention'd, viz. In- 
flammation, Excoriation, Strangaria, &c. Therefore in 
the firit place, we endeavour to contemperate the Heat, 
then purge off the vicious Humours : Afterwards by 


moderate Detergents and Deſiccants cleanſe and dry

If after the Gonorrhea be cured, you ſuſpe& you have 
not enough ſecured the Patient from the Malignity of 
the Diſeaſe, you may purge him with ſome of the fore- 
mentioned Catharticks with Calomel, after which you 
may proceed with Sudorificks ; as hath been ſhewed in 
the former Obſervations. 

One came to me, complaining of a Heat in his 
Urine, with a Suſpicion of a Gonorrhea, contracted, as 
he . ſuppoſed, the Night before. Upon View of the 
Penis, there appeared a Redneſs on the End of the Glaus, 
and he cruſh'd out a Moiſture like Matter. I conclu- 
ded. it a Gor07rhea, began the Cure without Delay. In 
the firſt place I Jet him blood, and ſome Hours after 
adminiſter'd a Clyſter. I preſcribed him that Night a 
Barly-cream for his Supper, and in the Morning purged 
him with Marne and Cremor Tartar, in Whey. The 
next Morning the Gonorrhæaæ appeared viſibly, and his 
Linen was much ſtained with the Matter. We repeated 
the hordeat. that Night, and preſcribed him Bj. calomel. 


conf. cichor. 3(s. mſ. which he took early in the Morn- 


and about three Hours after a Draught of the de- 
cock. tamarindor. &c. as it is preſcribed in the Method 
of Cure, and ſome. Hours after that drank ſo much 


more of the Decoction, by which he was well purged. 
That Night I laid him to reſt with an anodyne Draught. 


The next 1 I found the Gonorrhæa increaſed, with 
Heat in Urine and painful Erections. I repeated the for- 
mer Apozeme, and to prevent Eroſion, I injected the 
decoct. Hordei, as is above-mentioned, and repeated at 
Night the anodyne Draught: But finding the Accidents 
ill to encreaſe, I preſcribed him the Morning after 
calomel. gr. 15. twrbith. gr. 6. with conf. roſ in a Bolus, 
with a Draught of Poſſet-drink after it; and in cafe he 
vomited, to drink Poſſet- ale after each Vomit. But he 
had formerly taken much Mercury, and this Doſe moved 
him little. A Clyſter was adminiſter'd that Afternoon, 
and at Night an Emulſion ex ſem. canabin. &c. which 
he had liberty ro drink as often as he pleaſed in the 
Night. The ſecond Day after I repeated turbith. min. 


Tbe next Morning I perceived a Remiſhon of Pain, & c.

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which I imputed to the mercurial Doſe, and would 
gladly have repeated ſomewhat of that kind; but to 
avoid fluxing, 1 purged him the next Day with pu/. cor- 
nichini; it worked plentifully. I repeated it again the 
next Day with j. calomel. and at Night he drank the 
Emulſion as before. Thus the Virulency and Accidents 
were checked. From that Time I purged him with 
that Electuary of ſal. prunel. cum terebinth. but obſer- 
ving it to run again, I added pul. jalapii to it; and by 
the repeating that, and afterwards the fame Electuary as 
it is preſcribed without Jalap, I cured the Gonorrhea. 

I was ſent for to a Man grievouſly afflicted with a 
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2. Obſer- 


Stranguria. He had been let blood, and purged with varies. 


Lenients ; he had alſo drank Emulſions, and bathed often 
in a ſemicupium, but without Remiſſion of Pain. Upon 
this Information, and Aſſurance that he had not the 
Stone, I ſuſpected it might ariſe from ſome Gonorrhbea 
| ſuppreſſed, but he would by no means acknowledge that. 
However, I gave him early next Morning 3j. calomel. 
cum conf. cichorei in a Bolus, and a Clyſter that After- 
noon. It gave him three or four Stools. That Night 
I preſcribed a Draught of Emulſion. The next Morn- 
ing I tound him much relieved. I gave him alternately 
two Doſes more as at firſt, with Clyſters in the After- 
noons, and continued the Uſe of Emulſions, and thereby 
freed him of the Stranguria. About two or three Days 
after he came to me, and ſhewed me a Gonorrhea weep- 
ing. It had been too ſoon ſtopt by Aſtringents, and 
that cauſed the Strauguria, which now returned again, 
but with no great Malignity. I purged him with the 
Electuary ex rerebinth. ſal. prunell.e cum pul. jalapii, and 
afterwards I confirmed the Cure with the tame Electu- 
ary ſine jalapio, and the decoct. millefoli;, &c. caſting up 
an Injection ar laſt of a Solution of mel. Zgypriac. in 
aqua equiſeti : By all which he was cured. 

One came to me diſeaſed with an involuntary Effu- 
ſion of Marter ; it ſeemed to me a Venereal Gonorrbea, 
but he having conſulted others, who thought it aroſe 
from ſome ſcorbutical Affection, I adviſed him to put 
himſelf into their Hands, my Knowledge extending only 
to the Cure of the Venereal one; and ſuppoſing it to be 
ſo, yet I could not hope to cure it in jo few Days as 
they had promiſed him. Thus we parted, but after a

44. cinnam. hordeat. & aq. papaver. cum yr. paralyſeas. 
The next Morning I preſcribed him an Emulſion made 
with Chicken-broth, as well ro nouriſh him as contem- 
perate the Acrimony. T allo repeated emollient Clyſters, 
ſuch as have been ſer down in the Method of Cure. 
Having thus ſomewhat refreſhed him, I preſcribed him 
calomel. Jj. turbith. miu. gr. iv. which vomited him twice 
that Day. I kept him to Chicken-broth and Clyſter 
and at length, repeating theſe Mercurials, I freed him 
of all thoſe Accidents ; and with the white E ex 
terebinth. cum pul. jalapii I purged off the Gonorrhea, 
and with the other ex rerebinth. the aſtringent Pills, and 
deco. lig. lentiſcini cum rad. biſtortæ, conſolid. tormen- 
tillæ, &c. I concluded the Cure. This very. Man was 
the moſt ſeverely afflicted with the foreſaid Gonorrhaa 1 
ever ſaw; yet ſome Years after was again Clapt, and 
paſſed under ſeveral Hands, till the Malignity ſpread it 
ſelf all over his Head, Face, and Body, and was at laſt

One of about thirty Years of Age, of a full Body, came to 5. O%/er- 
Town diſeaſed with Caruncles, intending, ro be my Pa- vation of 


tient ; but within a Day or two after he came to me with a 
recent Gonorrhea contracted the Night before. I began

the Cure that very Inſtant by letting him blood, and pre- Chancre. 


{ſcribed a Clyſter that Afternoon, and proſecuted the 
Courſe by Emulſions and Purging. But the Patient — 
irregular, the Gonorrhea became highly virulent, with 

the Accidents of Pain, &c. and whilſt he was purging 
with pal. cornichini and calomel. a Chancre appear 

between the Prepuce and Glaus very big and hard. 
He pretended it roſe that Night. I gave him the next 
Morning a Doſe of Turbith min. which vomired him five 
or fix times, and purged him twice. I dreſſed the 
Chancre with a Pledgit dip'd in lac ſublimat. I repeated 
the Turbith the third Day, and afrerward again, till I ſa- 
livated him, I thinking that way the moſt ſpeedy in ſuch 
Libertines. During his ſalivating, an Artery among the 
great Teeth on the right Jaw burſt forth, and bled very 
much before I had notice of it: I ſtopped it by direct-

Galeni, preſcribed 
her an emollient Clyſter, Emulſions, &c. and took my 
leave, without diſcovering to her the Nature of her 
Diſeaſe. A Day or two after I took an Opportunity 
to acquaint her Husband with what I had obſerved of 
his Wife Condition, and queſtion'd his Health. After 
a little Demur, he told me had, ſome Months paſt, a 
Gonorrhea, and ſuppoſed he had been cured; but of 
late, ſince the Complaint of his Wife, he had obſerved 
ſome little Weeping, and ſhewed me ſomewhat like the 
Relicts of a Gonorrhæa.

I let him blood, and ſent for a Bag-rruſs, and the while 
preſcribed an anodyne Caraplaſm ex foli;s hyoſcami de- 
cocted cum pul. flor. roſ. rub. croco, axung. porcin. me- 
dul. panis tritic. cum viteil. ovor. which was applied and 
kept on with a Truſs. The next Day a Clyſter was ad- 
miniſtred, and the Dreſſing repeated. The Day after 
he was purged with 9j. of Calomel. in a lenitive Bolus. 
We continued the Application of the Cataplaſm till the 
Inflammation and Pain relaxed. Then made up a Ca- 
taplaſm ex farin. fabar. hord. & c. as in the former Ob- 
ſervation; and from that time I purged him with p#/. 
coch. min. & calomel. and ſupplied him with a Box o the 
fame Pills, and a Pot of that Cataplaſm to dreſs himlelt, 
and he finding himſelf well mended, removed to hi;

through negligent Hands, was at laſt, as an Object of 
rity recommended to me by Dr. Walter Needham. 


I looked upon the Tumour, and made a Search into 


the Ulcer, and informed my ſelf that it was not only 
ſordid, but ſinuous from the Production to the lower 
Part of the Teſticle; but he would not acknowledge 
that it aroſe from a Gomorrhea, or upon any venereal 
Account. He was hypochondriack, and importuned 
me earneſtly ro cut oft both his Teſticles. hether 
it was in Deſpair of their Cure, or as a Puniſhment 
for their Oftence I know nor; but he told me, it was 
to that Purpoſe he came to me. I ſeeing him ſo reſo- 
lute, adviſed him to come ſuch an Hour the next Day, 
and I would prepare for him. He came and perſiſted 
ut the fame Reſolution to have them both cut oft. I 
having made Dreſſings ready, as for the Work, began 
with the ulcerated Teſticle, paſſing my Director in the 
Sinus, bending it downward, and cut that Sinuoſity open 
the whole Length, then paſſed in my Probe-ſcitlors to 
the Sizus upward, and divided that, and by this Open- 
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ing he began to ſhrug, and, being made ſenſible of the 
Pain, was well contented, that I ſhould dreſs him up, 
and cure the Teſticle. I complied, and dreſſed up the 
Ulcer with Doſſils dip'd in Precipitate, and applied 
between the wounded Lips pul. Galeni cum albwmine gvi. 
but the Blood burſt forth ſo forcibly after I had bound 
it, that | was neceſſitated to dreſs it again. I did ſo 
with Doſſils dip'd in the Royal Styptick, and from that 
Inſtant it bled no more. The ſecond Day after I took 
off the Dreſſings, and ſeeing the Ulcer ſordid, I dreſſed 
it with Deterſives, and having thereby in a few Days 
diſpoſed the Ulcer to cure, I purged him with pil. cocſuæ 
min. & calomel. and left the finiſhing of the Cure to my 
Servants, who performed it accordingly. 


CHAP. VI. 


07 the ill Conſequences of a Gonorrhœa 
 imperfettly Cured. 


1 N the preceding Chapter of a Gonorrhea I ſhewed The Conſe- 
vou the Accidents that Diſeaſe is ſubject to in its Re- quences of 
cency; I thall now declare to you the ſad Conſequences 4 Goner- 
that attend it in its ſeeming Declenſion, when it is left rh. 
imperfectly cured, and is, as ſome of thoſe Blades call 
it, a Weeping, only a Weeping, not worthy the keeping 
Chamber. 

From which Neglect of Cure, thoſe Seminals from 
whence the Gonorrhea iſſued, are rendered more lar, 
and, in Progreſs of Time, the Matter fermenteth upon 
the old Leaven, and becometh much more acrid and 
malign, 1 Matter, as at firſt in the Nature 
of a Gonorrhea, heating and corroding the Urethra, 
from whence Caruncles do frequently ariſe, and are at- 
tended with many ill Conſequences, of which I ſhall 
give you a Relation, and begin it with that of a Ca- 
runcle. 

8 -- Caruncle 
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Caruncles. 


Carnoſity. 
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Caruncles are a ſort of looſe Fleſh arifing in the Ure- 
thra frequently in the time of a Gonorrhæa, by reaſon 
of the Eroſion made by that virulent acid Matter; but 
if that Gonorrhea be well treated, the Eroſion is cured, 
and thoſe little Grains of Fleſh dryed up. However 
their Growth is then ſo ſmall, as they are rarely taken 
notice of till the Declining of the Gonorrbæa, and then 
a (mall Weeping, with a few Rags appearing in the Urine, 
gives the firſt Suſpicion of them. 

It this Matter be not timely dried up, the Caruncles 


increaſe, and a Dithculty of Urine gradually ſucceedeth, 


and it cometh forth forked,or in a ſmall Stream dribbling ; 
but this happens in ſome People not till many Years after 
the Gonorrhæa; for they ariſing from a dry membra- 
nous Part do grow ſlowly (and do ſometimes waſte of 
themſelves, or are waſhed off by the Urine) upon which 
Account that Trouble in Piſſing, happening ſometimes 
many Years after a Gonorrhæa, gives them occafion to 
ſuſpect that it ariſeth from Gravel; and as the Diſeaſe 
increaſeth, it is thought the Stone; but by a ſearching 
Candle a more certain Difcovery is made, thoſe Ca- 
runcles being to it ſo many Rubs in the way. 

If at this time their Cure be neglected, ſome Drops 
of Urine, or, in coitu, the Seed remaining amongſt theſe 
Caruncles, heateth rhe Part, and increaſeth their Growth, 
and not only renders em callous, but at length the 


whole Drclut, and then it is called a Carnoftty, which 


ſtraitning the Paſlage, ſtoppeth rhe virulent Matter in its 
Motion, whereby it is forced back to the Seminals, in 
which Caſe the Feſticles for the moſt part do ſufter : 
Bur if it be the Vece Seminales or. Proſtates which are 
opprets'd, they intiame, and, by Adheſion to the neigh- 
bouring Parts, paſs their Matter that way, ſometimes 
through the Tunicles of the Inteftinum redtum, and then 
the Matter is diſcharged by Stool; or it may be, the 
Matter paſſeth through or near the Poaex, and then it 


is ſuppoſed a Frſktula in ano, and this way the Urine is 


ſometimes diſcharged with it. Theſe are the Ulcers 
which render Fiſtu/& ani ſcandalous. If the Nlatter 
patierh m perix.es, for the molt part it pertorates the 
Urettra, ſometimes like a Flute, and the Urine cometh 
theorem, other times it corrupteth within, and diſcharg- 
eth the Puttefaction into the Fe“ vis. 
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Whilſt the Urethra is ſtraitned with a Carnoſity, the 
_ Urine is frequently ſuppreſs d, and then the Bladder, en- 
deavouring to disburthen it ſelf, becomes ſubject to 
Fluxion, and groweth ſometimes carnous, and of a 
ſtrange præternatural Shape, ſtrerching out of the Pe vis. 
In the opening ſuch a diſeaſed Body, I ſaw the Bladder 
adhering cloſe to the upper Part of the Os pubis, and 
that Part of the Peritonæum. In another there was fre- 
quently diſcharged a Matter with the Urine not unlike 
corrupt Seed. 

One riding a Journey was hurt by the ſtumbling of 
his Horſe, and became ſo indiſpoſed, that he was brought 
back to Town. Phyſicians and Chirurgeons were con- 
ſulted, and ſuppoſed him bruiſed internally. They let 
him biood, and treated him accordingly, but withour 
Succeſs. The Day after I was fetch'd to him, and found 
him labouring with great Oppreſſion, Shortneſs of 
Breath, Fainting, &c. I viewed his Body naked, and 
endeavoured to inform my ſelf of his Bruiſe, but there 
was no Symptom of any. I fecing he was not likely to 
recover, took my leave, and deſired a Servant of the 
Houſe ro give me notice of his Death. He died that 
Night, and I went the next Morning and opened his 
Body. All the V:/cera were ſound, and no Blood extra- 
vaſated ; but within the Pelvis I faw a great Quantity 
of purulent Matter, like that which iſſues forth in a 
Gonorrhæa. | divided the Os pubis, and opened the 
Pelvis, and ſaw near the Proſtates a Bag broken, which 
concluded to be one of the Yeſicule ſeminales. Upon 
Search into the Urethra, I found he had long been dil- 
eaſed with the Relicts of a Gonorrhea, viz. Caruncles 
and Carnoſity. | 

The female Sex do alſo extreamly ſuffer upon the 
fame Account, the corrupt ſeminal Matter frequent] 
excoriating the Padendum; whence Excreſcences of ail 
ſorts do ariſe, and the ſharp Matter dropping from the 
Martrix, frets and ulcerates the external Parts of the La- 
bies, &c. An Inftance of this fort you may ſee in 
ſome of the following Obſervations. 

The Vagina uteri is allo ſometimes excoriated, and 
Excreſcences frequently grow there of great Bigneſ one 
whereof I took off very large ot the Shape of a Mu: _— 
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In others I have ſeen the Vagina Uteri much ulcerated, 
and diſcharging great Quantity of fœtid Matter, with 
Pain and Inflammation. The Ale of the Pudendum of 
one were gangrened; but I removed that, and cicatrized 
ſeveral of the Ulcers, but one Ulcer within the Vagina 
corroded into the Bladder, and a Mortification followed, 
and put an end to her Miſery. 

Another, upon a Suppreſſion of that corrupt ſeminal 
Matter, was ſeized Key 3 a Diſuria: The Cauſe not be- 
ing diſcovered, the Kidneys were blamed. The Diſeaſe 
increaſing to a Stranguria, a Stone in the Bladder was 
ſuppoſed. I was fetch'd to make a Search, but felt none. 
The Accidents of Pain, Inflammation, exc. increaſing, 
ſhe died. I opened her Body, and faw the Bladder, Va- 
gina Uteri, * rectum all gangrened: The 
Muſculi Lumbares and thoſe of the Abdomen looked as 
if they had been parboiled; the reſt of the Fiſcera were 
reaſonably ſound. | 

As from a Suppreſſion of that malign Matter Apoſte- 
mations do ariſe between the interior Tunicles of the 
Vagina Uteri, ſo I have ſometimes met with ſchirrous 
Tumours, which I have ſometimes palliated by Antive- 
nereais, when they were thought Cancers. All theſe Miſ- 
chiefs increaſed ro ſuch Height through the Ignorance 
in them that treated them. | | 

Thus I have given you an Account of the ſeveral 
Symptoms as they ariſe one upon the Neck of another, 
by which you may diſtinguiſh how they differ. 

The Cauſe of them is alſo apparent, that they ariſe 
from a Gonorrbra ill-managed. 

The Signs of Caruncles [ have alſo ſhewed you are 
diſcoverable by a ſearching Candle, they lying in the 
way, give a Stop to the Candle in its Motion to the 
Bladder. Yet ler not that make you over-confident, 
that there is no Stone in the Bladder, for it frequently 
happeneth that there is alſo a Stone therein; therefore 
you oughr to inform your ſelf of che peculiar Symptoms 
of that Diſeaſe before you oppoſe it. For fo alſo from 
that Stone a dribbling of the Urine is common, and in caſe 
of Pain the Urine cometh forth forked, and in a ſmall 
Srream : But in Caruncles it cometh forth more forcibly 
khan in thoſe of the Stone, and chey make much Urine 
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at a time, and are in Eaſe after they have urined, which 
doth not happen in the Stone. 

A Comal hath the ſame Signs that Caruncles have; 
but the Urine being more ſtraitened by the Carnoſity, 
maketh the Symptoms the more ſevere, inſomuch as 
there is frequently a Pain in the Glans, and in ſtraining 
hard to urine, there accompanieth it ſometimes a Pro- 
lapſus Ani, which are eſpecial Signs of the Stone in the 
Bladder. But the preceding Gonorrhæa and Symptoms 
of the Caruncles will ſufficiently guide you in making 
the Diſtinction between them rwo. To diſtinguiſh the 
Abſceſſes and Ulcers in Ano attending this Diſeaſe, from 
thoſe which ariſe from the Hemorrhoids, the Treatiſe 
of Fiſtulæ Ani will inſtruct you. | 

The Extirpation of Caruncles is no eaſy Work, and Prognoſtick. 
if there be a Carnolity joined with it, the Cure is much 
more difficult. And ſo accordingly as there are other 
Symptoms complicated with them, ſo much more is 
the Diſeaſe rendred deplorable-and difficult to cure. 

In the Cure of this Diſeaſe the ſame Method ought to Ce. 
be obſerved in Diet which hath been delivered in the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea; alſo Evacuations by lenient Pur- 
gatives; at leaſt you ought to begin with ſuch to pro- 
pare the Body; as R Hordei mundati Jiij. rad. graminic, 
Pol) pod. querc. filicis fam. an. iv. ſcolopenarii utriuſque, 
cichorei, endivie cum foto, adiant. hepaticæ, an.

Vr. roſ. pallid. Fj. f. Apozema. With this, or ſuch like, 

"ou may purge them five or ſix Days, and let them 
blood if you fee cauſe. Emulſions and contemperating 
Juleps may aiſo be of uſe to mitigate the Heat of 
Urine. Vomits are alſo of great Ule for Revulſion, 
and thoſe of Turbith I have always obſerved to be 
moſt ethcacious. All the Antivenereals preſcribed in 
the Cure of Lues Fenerea are proper here, we by 
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indeed often neceſſitated to ſalivate by Unction. Aﬀer 
which drying Decoctions and Sudorificks are proper 
as aforeſaid, with Purging; and after all we conclude 
the Cure with ſuch as have vertue to heal and fortify 
the relaxed Seminals, of which fort theſe following are:

Having thus offered to you Internals, we ſhall now 
proceed to ſhew you the way of extirpating theſe Ca- 
runcles. The Methods thereto propoſed by Authors 
are various: I ſhall reduce them to two, viz. the one 
by Medicaments, the other by mere Force, with Wax- 

dles, Probes of Lead, Silver, or Steel, to tear and 
break them in Pieces. | 

Whilſt the Caruncle is recent, you may by the Com- 
preſſion of a well-proportioned Candle cruſh it to Pieces, 
and by the Uſe of moderate detergent and exſiccant In- 
jections dry and heal the Part: But if there be an iſſu- 
ing of Matter, as in virulent Gonorrhæa's, you mult &rit 
remove that Matter by Purging, &. before you can 
hope to extirpate the Caruncles. Nay, if the Matter 
ſhould flow much upon the Uſe of the Candles, you muſt 
forbear further proceeding with them, and make Eva- 
cuation and Revulſion of that peccant Matter, as hath 
been aforeſaid, and then proceed again in the Work. 

In order to the ſearch, you may place the Patient ſit- 
ting upon the ſide of his Bed, Chair, or Stool, with his 
Thighs opened, and his Heels drawn back, ſo as he do 
not preſs upon the Perinæum. He muſt alſo at the ſame 
rime lean forward with his Body. Then make choice of 
a proportionable Candle, and having ſmoothed the End, 
and a little bended it, anoint it with Oil, (of Lilies if 
you pleaſe) paſs it gently in, and move it eaſily forward, 
and by the Warmth it gets in the Ductus it may ply ac- 
cordingly with it. If you meet with a Stop, preſs mo- 
derately ; it it will not go by, draw it back, and take 
the exact Diſtance the Caruncle lieth off, and mark it 
with your Nail, then anoint it with Oil, and pals it 
again into the Vera, and when you come at that Stop, 
raiſe the Penig with the other Hand; if it will not pass 
over that Caruncle, try another Candle made taper at 
the End: But if you be fatisfed that it paſſeth beyond 
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the Caruncle, it is a good Sign, pull it out again; and 


if the Parts be heated, you may inject decod?. horde, &c. 
and prepare your Candles for the conſuming the Carun- 
cle. The Medicaments I propoſe thereto are as follow- 
eth: R cort. mali granat. acid. in umbra ſiccat. & pul- 
verix. Zij. aluminis pulver. gj. emplaſtri de ceruſſa Fj.

ignem liqueſacti. You muſt ſcrape off the Wax from 
the End of the Candle, and dip the Wiek in either of 
the Plaiſters whilſt they are ſcalding hot; then after 
they are cold, ſhape them and ſmooth the Ends for your 
Us This following Medicament hath great Credit 
amongſt Authors: R eruginis, auripiementi, aluminis 
roche, chalcitidis an, Fiv. Infuſe them in ftrong Vine- 
ar, then grind them upon a Marble very fine, dry it in 
Sun, and temper it again with Winc-vinegar to the 
eighth time, drying it each time till it hath loſt much of 
its corroſive Quality. R argenti ſpum, Fij. olei ro. Ziv. 
cog. ad empl. conſiſtentiam, then add of the aboveſaid 


Powder Jij. it being well mixed, and of a good Con- 


ſiſtence, you may dip the bared Ends of your Candles in 
it for the aboveſaid Uſe. Your great Care in this Work 
muſt be, that the Emplaſter be of ſuch Conſiſtence as 
that it adhere as firm to the Wiek as to the Wax, for 
otherwiſe it will cauſe vexatious Work. I commonly 
ſend a Proportion of the toreſaid Powder to my Wax- 


Chandler, who mixeth it with a proportionable Quan- 


tity of Wax, and makes me ſo many Dozen of 
Wax-Candles; which Candles being ſo medicated, do 
very often ſerve me in wearing oft recent Caruncles, 
and allo in Cicatrizing the Part. | 

If the Carunclcs be an older Date, and be fo big and 
tough, that you cannot pals with any of the Wax-Can- 
dles; forbear farther attempting it, and endeavour by 
emollient Injections, Embrocations, Cc. to ſupple and 
dilate the Doctus. R Rad. Altbææ, lilior. an. Sj. ſem.

rial again with a proportionable Candie, and if you 
can pais the Caruncle, take the exact Mark, and paſs 
in a medicated one upon the Caruncle, and leave it 
remaining there, cut off the End within an Inch, and 
flat that End; then turn that broad End over the Top 
of the Glaus, and faſten it cloſe with a Linen Rag: 
You ought to leave him more of the ſame Candles 
fitted for his Uſe, that in caſe he urine, he may take it out 
and put in another. Whilſt he puts in the Candle, he muſt 
ſtand ſomewhat ſtradling, and bow his Body forward; but 
as to his Poſture, he will make choice of that to his own 
Conveniency. The beſt Time to begin this Work may 
be at Night, the Candle being then likely ro ſtay in its 
Place withour Diſturbance. In the Morning, when you 
draw out the Candle, inject ſome lenient Decoction, 
and paſs in a white Wax-Candle of a proportionable 
Bigneſs to the other you drew out, to make good the 

ay you have got, and yet to lenity the Heat in the 
Ductus; but if it be not diſturbed, go on as you did to 
walh the Caruncle. 

Bur if after the Uſe of Emollients you cannot paſs the 
Caruncle, you may well conclude it callous. In which 
caſe you may pals a Caxula into the Urethra to that Ca- 
runcle, and whillt you hold that there ſteady, you may 
convey a Grain of Cauſtick into the Canula, and preis 
the Cauſtick to it; and whilſt you bold it there, you 
will perceive its Operation by the preiling forward of the 
Canula The Caruncle thus conſumed, caſt in a Leni- 
ent Injection daily; and if you take Notice of his Urine, 
you may lee the Separation of the Stoughs as Rags in it. 
Atter which you may by the common medicated Can- 
dles wear away the remainder, and with Injections cica- 
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trize it. But if after the Extirpation of one Caruncle 
you meet with another behind it, and cannot paſs it, 
a Canula ſo far as where the Caruncle lieth, you

Kij. album. ovor. ſuccor. plan- 
tag. equiſet.q. ſ. Mſ: But I never ſaw any Inflammation 
or Tumour ariſe from the Uſe of theſe Probes. Fever 
I have ſometimes ſeen upon the Uſe of them where 
there was no Blood ſhed; in which caſe bleed them in 


the Arm preſently, and preſcribe Clyſters, and forbear 


the Uſe of your Probes ſome Days. 
After you have torn off the Caruncle, and that the 
fear of Inflammation is over, you may make a Search, 


and if the Caruncle be extirpated, proceed in the dry- 


* to a Cicatrix, which may be by a Solution of roch. 
Rhaſ. in any of the forementioned diſtilb'd Waters, 
or, as | ſaid, with the Royal Styptick. A proportiona- 
ble thick leaden Probe of a fir Length and flat Head, 
rub'd with Quickſilver, is alſo eſfectual. Small Probes 
are apt to be made brittle by the Mercury, and break 
within the Urethra. Bur if you ſuf; ſome Part of 
the Caruncle remaining, uſe the me icated Candle, and 
it will not only waſte it, but dry it to a firm Cicatrix. 
If there be Carnoſity with Caruncles, your way is to 
dilate and ſupple it by Emollients, as aboveſaid. If a

If by reaſon of the long Continuance of the Diſeaſe 
the Urethra be ſo ſtraitned with the Carnolity and Ca- 
runcles, that the purulent Matter cannot paſs forth, 
which often happeneth, when the Urine doth, you 
may well ſuſpect an Abſceſs will ariſe in ſome Part; 
which if it happen within, there is Danger of Putre- 
faction. If the Matter raiſeth a Tumour externally, 
and it do ſuppurate, yet it commonly leaves uncurable 


Ulcers. Therefore you ought, upon the leaſt Suppreſ- 
fon of this Matter to make Revulſion by Antivenereals ; 
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yea, rather than to fail, raiſe a Salivation, and proſecute 


the Cure as his Habit of Body and Greatneſs of the 
Diſeaſe requireth. And the while make way with Emol- 
lients to dilate the Urethra, or give Vent by Inciſion 
in Perinzo, timely to diſcharge the Matter. 

The temale Sex are not ſubject to ſuch external Apo- 
ſtemations. The Caruncles do not cauſe Suppreſſion, 
nor is the Urethra ſo ſubject to them. Sometimes they 
happen by a Scalding of the Urine, but they are of 
eaſier Cure. Yet the Pudendum is ſubject to Excreſcences 
of all forts and Figures. The Vagina Uter: is alto ſubject 
to Ulcers, Excoriation, Excreſcences and ſchirrous Tu- 
mours, with great Flux of Humours, the Srranguria, In- 
flammation, > therefore require your great Care timel 
to reſiſt them by Antivenereals, merc. dulcis, and thoſ. 
milder Preparations being apt to lead the Humours 
downwards, are not fo effectual here as the rougher ſort 
which vomit. How they are farther to be treated by 
Internals, and each Diſturbance removed or alleviated 
by external Medicaments, you may fee among the Ob- 
ſervations following. | | 

One of about thirty Years of Age, troubled with a 
Weeping and Dribbling in waking Urine, came ro me. 
I ſuſpecting Caruncles, made a Search, and found two 
little Rubs in my Way, and behind the Telticles in Pe- 
rinæo met a full Stop, which the Candle would not paſs; 
upon which I drew it out. He had been purged tuth- 
ciently by other Hands. I begin the Cure with emol- 
lient injections as above preſcribed, and fomented and 
embrocated the Perizexm, and after a Day or two l 
carried halt a dozen of medicated Candles, and made 
another Search, and took a Meaſure of the Place where 
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at a great Dittance from me with good Succeſs. 
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the — Caruncle lay which made the full Stop, and 
left him that Candle with others, ſhewing him how to 


G' them in, and encouraged him to make uſe of them 
in my Abſence, and to try what Progreſs he could make; 


| alſo adviſing him to uſe the Injection before and after 


the Uſe of the Candle, and to continue the Embroca- 
tion and Plaiſter as he ſaw cauſe. During which his 
Body was kept ſoluble by Clyſters and healing Decoc- 
tions; alſo balſamick Pills were preſcribed. After three 
or four Days I returned, and found the Patient had 
rue over the Stop, bur he had a lirtle heated the Ure- 
hra by over-doing: I then left off the Uſe of the 
Oil in the Injection. He would have injected Milk, but 
I ſtrictly forbid that, in Conſideration of the Miſchief I 
have known it do in curdling in the Bladder. After the 
Heat was calmed, he uſed the Candles with more Mo- 
deration, keeping the Paſſage open he had made. One 
Night, when he was going to Bed, I made him a Viſit, 
brought with me ſome medicated Candles, and 
having firſt flatted the upper End of one of them, I 
paſſed it into the Urethra, and turned that End over the 
Glans, and with a ſoft Linen Cloth over it, bound it 
cloſe on. He ſlept with it until towards Morning, then 
ed it out and urined. In the Morning I made a 
rch, and found the Paſſage open. I injected ſome 
of the emollient Lotion, and paſſed in one of the com- 
mon ſearching Candles, and bound it on as the former, 
and adviſed him to keep his Bed, or at leaſt his Cham- 
ber that Day, and in caſe of Urine to pull it out, and 
inject a Collyrium of ag. plantag. and ſyr. de rof. ſiccis, and 
to put in another Candle the ſame Night armed as before. 
By this Method the main Caruncle waited, and the leſſer 
which lay in the way to that, was conſumed by the 
paſſing and lying on of the ſame Candles. I feeling no 
more Rubs left off the Ule of the Candles, and ſent 
him an Injection of ag. plantag rubi equiſeti, wherein 


was diſſolved a few Grains of lap. medicament. Crolii, by 


which the Relicts of the Excreſcences were dried up, 
as alſo the Weeping, and the Patient remained cured. 
Thus by ſhewing the Patients how to uſe the Candles, 
they themſelves have ſometimes proſecuted their Cures

One having had many Gororrhea's, and been fre- 2. O er- 
2 under Cure of Caruncles, came to me. Upon wvarizn, 


ight of the Penis I faw he had an iſſuing of much Mat- 
ter, as in a virulent Go rA. I made a Search for 
my own Satisfaction, and met with ſeveral Excrefcences, 
and a full Stop before I reached to the Peringum. The 
Urethra was tender, and did not admit the Candle wich- 
out Pain. I began with the letting him blood, and 
purged him the next Morning with Whey, Mauna and 
Cremor. Tartari. After which I bathed him four or five 
times in warm Water, keeping his Body ſoluble the 
while with Clyſters, or a Bole of caſa, ol. amygd. dul 
ſjr. viol. and the like. After he had done bathing q 
gave him twenty five Grains of mer. dul. at Night, and 
a Clyſter the next Day, and repeated the mer. dul. every 
other Day, and ſyringed him with a Lotion of ag. plant. 
with a Solution of rroch. alb. Rhaſ: But afterwards ob- 
ſerving the mer. dul. not ro anſwer my Expectation, it 
having, as I perceived, been no Novelty to him, I 
ave him eight Grains of Turbith min. which vomited 
im three or four times, and gave him halt a dozen 
large Stools, by which I believed the Mercury he had 
taken before worked downward. I ordered him a Cly- 
ſter of Milk, cum witel. ovor. that Night to quiet his 
Bowels, and another the next Day, and the bay after 
gave him twelve Grains of Turbith min. which vomited 
dim four or five times, and purged him twice or thrice. 
By the repeating of this Medicament twice or thrice, in- 
termitting three or four Days between, I leſtene4 nat 
Flux of Matter very much; but it making his Chaps 
ſore, I purged it off with the bitter Decoction, and pur 
him into a Decoction of Sarſa, lign. lentiſc rad. con o. 
biſtort. & c. and gave him of that Electuary with rere- 
binth. ſal. prunellæ, & alſo Clyſters of terebintb ſome- 
times at Night going to Bed. Injections of lap. mrdtca- 
ment. Crollii were aſterwards uſed, by which the run- 
ing ceaſed. I then made a Search with a Candle, and 
having maked the main Stop, I proceeded in the uſe of 
French Candles, which were made taper faſhion, and 
aſſed one over the great Caruncle, hound it on, and 
eft it lying upon it, and directed the Patient to take it 
out upon Occaſion of 1 and afterwards to pris it

again. By the Uſe of that there was room made for 


the Application of my own Candles, which I armed

with that Compoſition of merc. præcipitat. &c. and 
thereby did wear off that Caruncle. Afterwards I met 
with others which I allo extirpated the ſame way; and 
with the Solution of lap. medicament. Crollii, and the Uſe 
of Leaden Probes, I ſmoothed and cicatrized them. 

I was ſent for one Night to a Man that laboured of a 
Suppreſſion of Urine, with great Pain about the Os pu- 
bis. I intended to have paſſed a Catheter, bur ſaw the 
Head of the Glans hard as a Cartilage, and the Entrance 
into the Urethra fo narrow, as I could ſcarce get in 2 
{mall Probe. I was at a Loſs how to relieve him. I 
preſently cauſed a large Pint of Milk to be warmed for 
a Clyſter, and 178 it up quick; and of a ſudden 
the Urine forced its way out in a great Quantity. The 
Patient ſuppoſed himſelf to have the Stone, but I aſ- 
{ured him the contrary, his Diſcaſe being Caruncles 
with Carnoſity, no better than the Pox in thoſe Parts, 
and more difficult to cure than any of the forementioned 
Species of it. I ler him blood that Night, and purged 
him the next Day with a Decoction of Caſſia, Tama- 
rind. c. with an Addition of Manna, Hr. roſ. Damaſc. 
and afterwards bathed him three or four Days, and then 
anointed with the mercurial Unction his Legs, Arms 
and Perineum, &c. by which I raiſed a Salivation. It 
laſted about thirty Days, during which he made Urine 
with more Eaſe ; yet upon Search I found the Caruncles, 
but the Carnoſity in the Glans, &c. reſolved. During 


his ſalivating I cait cmollient Injections into the Urethra

There was another Caruncle that lay behind 
this in Perinæo, which I alſo made way over by a taper 
Candle, and afterwards by the Preſſure of my medicated

a Courſe of Purging, Sweating, Cc. and finiſhed th. 
Cure by the uſe of Aſtringents as well inwardly 25 ou 
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A Man who had been long diſeaſed with a weeping 
Gonorrhea was commended ro me for Cure. By mak- 
ing his Urine and Scarch, I found that he had Carun- 
cles. I proceeded by Injections and Embrocations to 
make way for my Candles, and cleared my Paſlage into 
the Urethra to the Perinæum, and endeavoured by taper 
Candles ro make my way over the reſt. But the Pa- 
tient not keeping his Chamber made my Work irkſome 
to me. Whereupon one Morning I took a Candle pro- 
rn. to the Ductus, and having ſmoothed one 

nd, I dip'd it in Oil, and paſled it readily to the Ca- 
runcle, and whilſt it was ſtiff I prefled hard upon the 
Caruncle to break it, and did ſo; but at that very In- 
ſtant the Patient was ſeized with a Rigour, and in pull- 
ing it out the Blood followed. I injected a Solution of 
pul. bol. Armen. in aq. ſperm. ranar. and ſtop'd the Bleed- 
ing; but after that 8 the Patient burned and lay 
diſtempered all Night, and in the Morning I found him 
in a Fever, yet he had no conſiderable Pain in the uri- 
nary Paſlage. I applied Refrigerants externally to the 
Perinæum, and let him blood, and conſulted a Phyſician. 
He was brought very weak by his Fever, but recover'd, 
(as I thank God I never had one died upon this Ac- 
count.) From that time he would make no more uſe 
of Candles, but put me upon the ule of Injections, of 
which I tried many ſorts; the beſt was a Solution of 
lap. medicament. Crollii, by which he made water better, 
and to this Day enjoys a good Health. | 

One about fifty Years of Age, who had laboured long 


with Caruncles, finding his Urine to come daily much 


more difficultly away, ſent for me. I made a Search, 
and found 2 Rub before I hid enter'd an Inch into the 
Ductus. I began by purging him with an opening Apo- 
zeme of Caſſia, tamarind. rad. gran. & c. and let him 
blood, then having relaxed the Urethra by Emollients, I 
proceeded with the Candles, and by Degrees made way 
till I came to a Caruncle near the Teſticles. 1 endea- 
voured to pals that with taper Candles, and after ſome 
while made way, and applied armed ones for ſome Days, 
and wore that Caruncle down; and paſſed in towards 
the Perineam, where the Paſſage was extreamly ſtrait, 
and a Caruncle ſtop'd our going forwards. In preſſing

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upon it, the Patient was immediately ſeized with a Ri- 
our. I pulled out the Candle whole, and without 
lood. The next Day J found my Patient in Bed with- 
out Pain or Fever; yet I let him blood, and gave him 
a Clyſter. The Day after I purged him with the atore- 
ſaid Apozeme. The next Day I made a Search, end 
paſſing a Wax Candle into that {trait Paſſage, he began 
again to fall into a Rigour. Whereupon I deſiſted, and 
_ contented myſelf in the making good the way I had gorren, 
by putting in a#proportionable thick Leaden Probe 
(which had been rub'd with Quick-ſilver) ſome Days, 
which Probe had a flat Head as broad as a three- pence 
to retain it from {lipping in.

Thoſe on the more exter- 
nal Parts were callous. I preicribed the Injection of 
ummitat. rubi, Ec. and let her blood, purged her with 
Whey and Mauna, and aterwards with the bitter De- 
coction, ſometimes giving her 3j. camel. over Night 
in a Bolus with cox/. boraginis. Having thus, as [I 
thouglit, prepared her Body, | began to proceed in the 
extirpating or the Excreſcences, but obierving the Fluxion 
reat, I deferred the Work, and made Rcvulſion by a 
Dot of Turbith mineral. which the third Day after I 
repeated again, and between while preicribed Clyſters 
and lenient Purganves, and added wwgwcnt.

8. Ober- A Woman of about forty Years of Age, of a full 
vation of 4 Body, having been ſome Years diſeaſed in the Matrix, 
ſciirrous as was ſuppoſed with a Cancer, conſulted me; I made 
Zumo 3 2 Search, and felt a hard Tumour on the right Side of 
Vagina the Vagina Uteri, of the Bigneſs of a Pullet's Egg, fixed be- 
ter. tween the Tunicles, neither ulcerated nor paintul to the 
Touch, yet there ſeemed to diſcharge much Jerous Mat- 
ter trom thence. There was alſo a Deſcent of the Ure- 

rus, Upon a farther Enquiry into rhe Cauſe of this Tu- 

mour, I perceived ſhe had been frequently ſubject ro 

Duteatcs in thoſe Parts, and that they were venereal. 

Upon which Account I ſuppoſed this Tumour to be ſo, 
and having well informed my ſelf, that the Courſes of 

Phylick ſhe had taken before were upon another Ac- 

count, I preſuming a better Succeſs by Antivenereals, at- 

tempted the Cure, and began with Venæſection, taking 

about eight Ounces of Blood from her Arm. That Da 

a Clyiter was adminiſtred, and the next Day I re 

her with ele#. aracaſſie cu gj. calomel. and afterwards 

repeated calowe/anos three or four times, every other 
Nicht Bj. wich con/. roſ rub. and preſcribed her an 
Emulſion ex ſem. quatr. frizid. maj. cum ſom. paparter.

Jiſ. inſiciatur 
mane & veſperi. Afterwards obſerving that the calomel.

labby, 1 gave her a Doſe of Turbith min. Iſs. which vo- 
mitted her four or five times, and purged her as often.

The Cure was finiſh- 
ed by Purging, Sweating, ec. as I am accuſtomed to 
do in ſuch Caſes. He is ſince married to a young Wo- 
man. | 

In the Year 1652. at my Return to London from 
the Battle at Worceſter, I ſome while aſſiſted that moſt 
excellent Chirurgeon the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Molins in 
dreſſing his Patients; amongſt which I ſaw his Practice 
in the moſt difficult Caſes of this Diſeaſe, whereof 1 
ſhall give you one of his Operations. 

An old Fornicator, having been long diſeaſed with a 
Carnoſity which had reſiſted all Endeavours, and in a 
manner totally ſuppreſs'd his Urine, ſent for him; he 
went, and cauſed the Patient to be taken out of Bed, 


and placed upon a Table, with his Legs drawn up, as 


in cutting for the Stone; he cut into the Urethra 
near the Neck of the Bladder; it was hard as a Griftle. 
His Knife did not readily divide it; but fo ſoon as he 
had, the Urine guthed our, which being diſcharged, he 
put his Finger into the Urethra, and afterwards enlarged 
the Inciſion upward more to the Scrotum, then dreſſed 


it up with his green Balſam warm, by which in few 


Days it digeſted, and the Patient was relieved: The 
Lips grew alſo daily ſofter, and the Wound healed apace, 
but all this while the Urine had no other Paſſage, the 
common Du#txs being ſo cloſed up, by reaſon of the 
Carnoſity, that we could not make any way into it with 
our ſmalleſt Probes or Candles. Upon which Conſi- 
deration it was thought neceſſary to keep this Opening 
in Perineo for the Diſcharge of Urine, and in order 
thereto it was dreſſed up with a Doſſil, an Emplaſter 
and Compreſs, which the Patient took off at times to 
eaſe Nature. But this not ſatisfying him, he frequently 
complained of his unhappy Condition, inſomuch that 
Mr. Ed. Molizs, being wearicd with the Patient's Solici- 
tation, took me one Morning along with him, where 
again he placed the Patient as beforcy.and. attempted to 
make 2 Way from the Apex into the Urethra, but it was 
in vain.

A lean withered old Man, neav Teventy Years of Age, 11. O6ſer- 
having in his younger Years had many Gonorrhæa's, com- V4. 
52 in his later Years of Ditficulty in making his 
rine, and that he voided much Matter. He ſent for 
me, and would needs have his Diſeaſe to be the Stone, 
and that Matter to proceed from an Ulcer in his Blad- 
der. I endeavoured to inform him better, but — 
him ſo wiſe, I was well enough contented he ſhoul 
report it fo, and concerned my ſelf no farther with 
him, than by preſcribing him an Emulſion. About a 
Year after, his Urine being in a manner ſuppreſs'd, he 
ſent for me again; I made a Search, and found the En- 
trance into the Urethra eaten away below the Frenum, 
with Part of the Prepuce, and the Paſlage there into 
the Duclas difficult to find; and after I got in, it was fo 
ſtrait and ſtuffed with Caruncles, that I could make no 
Way, either by Probe or Wax- candle. I ordered him 
preſently a Clyſter, 2 thereby to force the Urine 
out; but it would not. I then propoſed the cutting 
into the Dudus below, but he would nor. The Re- 
rention of the Matter in the Seminals ſoon after raiſed 
a Tumour beneath the Scrotum, which being exceeding 
painful, he was contented I ſhould make an Opening 
ro let his Urine out. I placed him in a clear Light 
with his Legs drawn up, as in the former Obſervation 
hath been ſaid, and made Inciſion into the Urethra

The 
Patient was hereby greatly relieved, and had no other 
Trouble but to urine this way, which I thought he 
| would have been well pleaſed with, and rejoiced in the 
having ſuch an eaſy Diſcharge: Let after ſome Months 
be made me many Viſits, maundring as if I had done 
him 2 Diſcourteſy in leaving ſuch an Opening: Where- 
to quiet him; I gave him ſome Searching-Can- 
and withed-him to go Home, and try if he could 
iind any Paſſage from the Apex into the Urethra to 
the Bladder; it he could, I would readily heal that Ul- 
cer i» Perin ao, otherwiſe I wiſh'd him ro conlider how 
he would urine; upon which he became more ſatisfied. 
He lived ſome Vears aſter, and died of Old Age. 
12. Obſer- One having been long troubled with a Dttficulty in 
- Urine, was at laſt ſeized with a Tumour iz Perinæo 
hard and painful. I was fetch'd, and ſeeing it would 
tend to Suppuration, I dreſſed it with a Cataplaſm ex 
rad. altbææ, liliar. &c. and having ſuppurated it, I 
it by Inciſion, and diſcharged a Quantity of 
Matter. In the dreſſing of it daily, I obſerved much 
Gleet, which I ditcovered after a while to be Urine- 
mixed with the Matter, and, upon Search, found Ca- 
runcles in his Urethra. I perceiving the Cauſe of the 
Abſcets, proceeded in the Cure with Candles, &c. as 
deen fer-down in the Method of Cure: And ha- 
ving cleared that Paſſage, and made a free Way for the 
Urine, I made Search into the Abſceſs, and laid it open 
Incition according ro the Length of the Perineam, 
and from that Time haitened the Tncarning and Agglu- 
gnation of the Ulcer, as well by Internals as Externals, 
and in few Weeks cicatrited it {ſmooth and firm.

.neying through thoſe hot Countries, an Abſceſs aroſe 
amongſt the Seminals, and diſcharged irs Matter under 
the Pubis, and afterwards between the Teſticles, and in 
three or four Places of the Perinæum, and on both Sides 
of it, by reaſon of which the Patient lay long by the 
Way, and was at laſt with much Difficulty brought to 
London, Sir Francis Prujean and myſelf were ſent for. 
We ſaw the Patient miſerably emaciared, and ſo diſeaſed 
as I have ſaid. Decoctions of ſarſa, with Pectorals, 
Emulſions, Cordial Juleps, Balſamicks, alſo Lenient Pur- 
gatives with calomel. were preſcribed, and much Pains 
was taken in the Chirurgery, but he nor being capable 
of the great Remedies, our Work proved unſucceſsful, 
and he removed into ſome of the neighbouring Villages 
to drink Aſs's Milk, and to how he could nouriſh 
himſelf in the freſh Air, where I think he died. | 
Another who had ſpent his younger Days looſely, lan-

his Urine came thereout. He had alſo a continual. 
weeping of a virulent Matter by the Pexis, and paſſed 
his Urine in a ſmall Stream, and frequently forked. I 
began the Cure with a purging Decoction of ca{/ia and 
tamærind &c. then let him blood, and afterward purged 
him with pal. cornichini and mer. dul. and n it 
once in three Days; all which Jime he continued his 
own way of dreſſing the Ulcer with Precipitate. But 
after I had a while purged him with Mercurials, I ſcraped 
off the cruſted Precipitate, and dreſſed it up with 
Pledgers dip'd in 7inttura vitrioli, and applied a Com- 
s over them with good Bandage, and renewed the 
Dreſſings once in three or four Days, during which I 
gave him ten Grams of turbith mineral. by which I 
made Revulſion of that peccant Matter. The ſecond 
Day I repeated the Twrbirh, and gave him another Doſe 
of the ſame the third Day after, and purpoſed to have 
raiſed a Salivation ; but finding the Patient not able to 
bear 
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brar any thing of that kind, I forbore the further pro- 
ceeding thereby, and by Clyſters and Lenient Purges 
carried the Matter downward. The Ulcer being cica- 
trized, and the Callus reſolved, I threw off the Bandage, 
and concluded him well thereof. Whilſt I purged him 
to carry off the Salivation, he ſpit the more, and his 
Mouth grew fore, which * me 1 indulging him 
the longer; but as his Mouth healed, I purged him again, 
and kept him to the drinking a Decoction of Sar ſaparilla, 
c. and began to make way with Candles to extirpate 
the Caruncles; but the fiſtulous Ulcer being cured, he 
would not believe the extirpating the Caruncles neceſ- 
fary: Wherefore I ſubmitted to his Pleaſure, and finiſhed 


that Courſe of Phyſick. 
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
